The ESSAY on the Uſefulneſs of MATHEMATICAL LEARNING, continued 


from Page 2 of our laft, 


The ſecond advantage which the 
mind reaps from mathematical know - 
ledge, is a habit of c/ear, d:monſtrative, 
— methodical reaſoning. We are con- 
trived by nature to learn by imitation 
more than by precept : and I believe, 
in that reſpec, reaſoning is much like 
other inferior arts (as dancing, /inging, 
&c.) acquired by practice. By accu- 
{coming ourſelves to reaſon cloſely a- 
bout quantity, we acquire a habit of 
doing ſo in other things. It is ſur- 
prizing to ſee what ſuperficial, in- 
conſequential reaſonings ſatisfy the 
moſt part of —. A piece of 
wit, a jeſt, a ſimile, or a quotation of 
an author, paſſes for a mighty argu- 
ment : with ſuch things as theſe are 
the moſt part of authors ſtuffed : and 
from theſe weighty premiſes they in- 
fer their concluſions. - 'This weakneſs 
and effeminacy of mankind, in bein 
—— where they are delighreck 

ave made them the ſport of orators, 
pocts, and men of wit. Thoſe /umina 
orationis are indeed very good diver- 
ſron for the fancy, but are not the pro- 
per buſineſs of the underſtanding ; and 
where a man pretends to write on ab- 
ſtract ſubjects in a ſcientifical method, 
he ought not to debauch in them. Lo- 
gical precepts are more uſeful; nay, 
they are abſolutely neceſſary for a rule 
of formal arguing in public diſputati- 
ons, and — an obſtinate and 
perverſe adverſary, and expoſing him 
to the audience, or readers. Put in 
the ſearch of truth, an imitation of 


the method of the geometers will carry 
a man further than all the Aeli 
rules. Their analyfs is the proper 
model we ought to form ourſelves up- 
on, and imitate in the regular diſpoſi- 
tion and gradual progreſs of our en- 
quiries ; and even he, who is ignorant 
of the nature of mathematical analyſis, 
uſes a method ſomewhat analogous to 
it. The compoſition of the geometers, 
or their method of demonſtrating truths 
already found out, viz. by definitions 
of words agreed upon, by ſelf-evident 
truths, and propofitions that have been 
already demonſtrated, is practicable in 
other ſubjects, though not to the ſame 
perfection, the natural want of evi- 
dence in the things themſelves not al- 
lowing it ; but it1s imitable to a con- 
ſiderable degree. I dare appeal to 
ſome writings of our own age and na- 
tion, the authors of which have been 
mathematically inclined. I ſhall add 
no more on this head, but that one, 
who is accuſtomed to the methodical 
ſyſtems of truths, which the geometers 
have reared up in the ſeveral branches 
of thoſe ſciences which they have cul- 
tivated, will hardly bear with the con- 
fuſion and diſorder of other ſciences, 
but endeavour as far as he can to re- 
form them. 

Thirdly, mathematical knowledge 
adds a manly vigour to the mind, frees 
it from prejudice, credulity, and ſuperſti- 
tion. This it does two ways, ½, by 
accuſtoming us to examine, and not 
to _ things upon truſt, 24%, By 


giving 


iving us a clear and extenſive know- 
ſedge of the ſyſtem of the world ; 


which, as it creates in us the moſt 


profound reverence of the almighty 
and wiſe creator; ſo it frees us from 
the mean and narrow thoughts which 
ignorance and ſuperſtition are apt to 
beget. How great an enemy mathe- 
matics are to ſuperſtition appears from 
this, that in thoſe countries, where 
Romiſh Prieſts exerciſe their barbarous

The other figure is expreſſive of fame, 
who, having preſented to Britannia a Me- 
dallion of the hero, ſupports it, . whilſt exhi- 
bited to public view, The Medallion is ac- 
companied with a Globe, and various ho- 
norary crowns, as due to valour, Behind 
the figures is a lofty, ſpreading palm-tree,

THE new grand fignior, who ſeems to do 
e 


very thing in his power to gain the af- 
fections of his people, has ordered the duty 
on corn to be taken off. 

The baſhbacha Kouli is changed and exil- 
ed, He is the ſecond officer in the tefterda- 
rat, or treaſury, and properly the chief ca- 
ſhier. Other changes are ſaid to be expected. 

Genoa, Letters from Baſtia, of the 6th 
of February laſt, mention, that the inhabi- 
tants had been kept under arms all the 21ſt 
and 22d of the month then laſt paſt, the 
chiefs of the malecontents having laid a plan 
to ſurprize the city, under pretence of levy- 
ing a general tax of one livre on each family, 
on the whole iſland. The rebels marched a 
corps of about teoo men, ſecretly, in the 


night, near to the city, te levy the tax on. 


the inhabitants in the ſuburbs. This was 
reported to conceal their true deſign, which 
was to ſurpriſe the old town, called Terra 
Vecchia, and, if it had ſucceeded, was to 
have attempted ſcaling the wall of the new 
town, called Terra Nuova, — It is not cer- 
tain what could encourage them to make this 
attempt, only it is conjectured, that they 
were to be joined by ſome defgrters ; but 
finding the inhabitants under arm̃s, they re- 
tired without doing any thing at all. 

Sweden, Several conferences have latel 
been held at Stockholm between the Frenc 
and Spaniſh ambaſſadors, and the miniſters 
of this court, in relation (as *tis ſaid) to a 
contract for building ſome men of war, and 
other ſhips for the ſervice of thoſe crowns, 
Spain. We are informed that the Con- 

ception ſailed from Cadiz on the 21ſt of laſt 
b ſor Vera Cruz, and that ſeveral other 
ſhips are getting ready in that port for Car- 

thagena and the South Sea.

PPIUS, a tragedy. 18. 6d. Millar. (See

— Tho" it is not our province, neither is it 
any article of our plan, to take any farther 
notice of books, or phlets, than their 
titles ; yet we ſhall take the liberty, now and 
then, as occaſion offers, to make our curſory 
remarks. — And in regard to this play, we 
hope a ſhort account of the ſubje&-matter, 
will be thought not improper. 

Appius Claudius, the chief character of the 
play, was the ſon of _— Claudius, or Clau- 
ſus, who was born at Regellum, a city of the 
Sabines, and becauſe he diſſuaded his coun- 
trymen from entering into a war with the 
Romans, was conſtrained to retire to Rome, 
where he was received into the number of 
the ſenators, and changing his name of Clau- 
ſus into Claudius, became the head of the 
Claudian family, which was afterwards re- 
markably illuſtrious. 

Appius Claudius, here ſpoken of, had nei- 
their the virtues, nor merits of his father ; 
for abandoning himſelf to his luſt, he com- 
mitted thoſe crimes for which he juſtly loſt 
both his life and his honour, 

Upon the change of the Conſular govern- 
ment he was made one of the Decemviri, 
who had the abſolute authority of the Con- 
ſuls; and during the time he was poſſeſſed 
of that high poſt, he fell in love with Virgi- 
nia, the daughter of Lucius Virginius (a mi- 
litary tribune) related to one Lucius Icilius, 
who had been a tribune of the people; but 
not being able to accompliſh his ends by the 
fair means of adulations, and rich preſents, 
he ſuborn'd one M. Claudius, to demand the 
virgin as his fugitive-ſlave, born in the houſe 
of one of his bond-ſlaves, who had ſold her 
to the wife of Yirginius. 

The ſuit coming before him, he adjudged 
Virginia to Claudius, who carried her away 
by forces; upon which, Yirginius, ſecing his 


daughter dragged into captivity, ſtabbed 

her to the heart. | 
Theſe violences occafioned tumults, the ef- 

fects of which were, that the Decemviri were 
pulled down, and the Conſuls reſtored, 
Appius was accufed for his injuſtice to Vr- 
inius, and committed to priſon, where, for 
ear of a worſe puniſhment, he was his own 
executioner, by voluntarily taking a large 
doſe of poiſon. |

the intereſt that mathematics have in 
painting, muſic and architecture. With 
reſpect to painting, |" and the 
rules of lights and ſhadows, are owing 
to geometry and optics, If mathematics 
had not reduced ic to a regular ſy- 
fem, it had been no art, but enthu- 
ſaftic rapture, left to the roving fan- 
cy of every practitioner. This ap- 
pears by the extraordinary pains ta- 
ken by the antients to fit numbers to 
the three ſorts of muſic, the diatonic, 
chromatic, and enharmonic: but muſic 
had been till imperfect, had not a- 
ithmetic ſtepped in once more, and 
Guido Aretinus, by inventing the tem- 
rament, and making the fifth falſe, 
y a certain determined . quantity, 
taught us to intermix all the three 
kinds of the antients, to which we 
owe all the regular and noble harmo- 
ty of our modern mfc. As for ci- 
vil architecture, there is hardly any 
part of mathematics, but is ſome way 
ubſervient to it: geometry and arith- 
mtic, for the due meaſure of a build- 
ing; for plans, models, computation 


of materials, time and charges ; for

ordering right its arches and vaults, 
that they ceay be bord firm and beau- 
tiful : mechanics, for its ſtrength and 
firmneſs, tranſporting and raiſing ma- 
terials z and optics for the ſymetry 
and beauty of the whole.

being to mathematics, as laying the 
foundation of their theory, and afford - 
ing them precepts, which, being once 
invented, are ſecurely relied on by 
the artiſt. 

I proceed now, to ſhew the more 
immediate uſefulneſs of mathematics 
in civil affairs. To begin with arith- 
metic, it would be an endleſs taſk to 
relate its ſeveral uſes in public and 
private buſineſs. If we ſhould feel 
the want of it in the eaſieſt calcula- 
tions, how much more ſhould we do 
it in thoſe that are ſomething harder 
as intereſt, ſimple and compound, an- 
nuities, &c. in which it is incredible, 
how much the ordinary rules and ta- 
bles influence the diſpatch of buſi- 
neſs. Arithmetic is not only the great 
inſtrument of private commerce ; but 
by it are, or ought to be, kept the 
public accounts of a nation, in — — 
to the number, and fruitfulneſs of its 
people, the increaſe of ſtock, and the 
1 E of lands and manufac- 

tures z 
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tures; the balance of trade, public 
revenues, coinage, military power by 
ſea and land, c. In ſhort, numbers 
are applicable even to ſuch things as 


| ſeem to be governed by no rule; 1 


mean ſuch as depend on chance: in 
which the degree of probability, and 
its proportion in any two propoſed 
caſes, is as much a ſubject of calcu- 
lation, as any thing elſe. 

The ſeveral Uſes of geometry are not 
much fewer than thoſe of arithmetic. 
It is neceſſary for meaſuring diſtances, 
laying down plans and maps of coun- 
tries; for aſcertaining of property both 
in plains and ſolids, or in ſurveying 
and gauging. By the help of this 
ſcience, 5 is ſold by the meaſure, 
as well as cloth: workmen are paid 
the due price of their labour, accord- 
ing to the ſuperficial or ſolid meaſure 
of their work: and the quantity of 
liquors determined, for a due regula- 
tion of their price and duty. 

From aftronomy we have the regular 
diſpoſition of our time, in a due ſuc- 
ceſſion of years, which are kept with- 
In their limits, as to the return of the 
ſeaſons, and the motion of the ſun. 
This is of no ſmall advantage in our 


public, private, military, and country 
n's 


affairs. The adjuſting of the moo 
motion to that of the Sun is required 
for the celebration of the church. feaſis 
and aſts, according to the antient cuſ- 
tom and primitive inſtitution; and 
likewiſe for knowing the ebbing and 
flowing of the tides, the ſpring and 
neap tides, currents, &c. Beſides, 
without a regular chronology, there 
can be no certain hiſtory. 

Mechanics have produced ſo many 
uſeful engines, that it would be a 
taſk too great to relate the. ſeveral 
ſorts of them. If we conſider ſuch as 
are invented for raifing weights, and 
are employed in building and other 
great works, in which no impedi- 


ment is too great for them; or H- 


draulic engines for raiſing water; or 


ſuch as by making wind and water 
perform works which would require 
a great number of hands; or thoſe 
invented by mankind to give delight 
by imitating the motions of animals, 
Sc. we ſhall have reaſon to extol ſo 
excellent an art. How admirable are 
thoſe invented to meaſure time, az 
clocks, watches, ſun-dials, Ic. or thoſe 
for aſcertaining the changes in the air, 
as barometers, thermometers, &c. To 
this ſort of engines ought to be refer. 
red ſpheres, globes, aſtrolabes, pro- 
jections of the ſphere, the orrery, 
Sc. by which we are able in onrclo. 
ſets to judge of the celeſtial motions, 
and to viſit the moſt diſtant parts of 
the earth, without the fatigue and N 
danger of voyages ; to determine their a 
diſtances, ſituations, and climates; Wl ? 
the nature of their ſeaſons, the __ 
of their days, and their relation to the Wl vill 
celeſtial bodies. To theſe may be 
added thoſe inſtruments invented by WM ence 
mathematicians for the execution of? 
their own precepts, for making ob- 
ſervations either at = or land, ſur- 
veying, gauging, c.

tury, about the years 1496 and 1497, and 
more aſſuredly to the ſeveral grants from 
the crown, and the reſpective ſettlements in 
conſequence made therein. 

- The diſcovery of the Cabots, according to 
the accounts of the generality of our own 
writers, extends only from the latitude of 38 
to id, including the great iſland of Newfound- 
land, and other leffer iflands on the coaſt _ 
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the continent within thoſe latitudes, and the 
Spaniards generallypretend that ſuch are the 
utmoſt bounds of our diſcoveries; but we find 
that even ſome of their moſt early hiſtorians 
are leſs partial, in particular Anthony Golvano, 
governor of Ternata, one of the Molucca 
iſlands, in a hiſtory which he wrote, of diſ- 
coveries about the year 1550, admits it to 
be the common opinion, that the Cabots diſ- 
covered as far ſouthward as Cape Florida in 
the latitude of 25. And the beſt French au- 
thors ſeem clearly of the ſame opinion, who, 

aking of a previous pretended diſcovery 
of Jobn Ponce of Leon, a Spaniard, in 1512, 
Thuanus ſays, it is more certain what many 
affirm, that Sebaſtian Cabot had been there 
15 years before; and Ricbelet, who pub. 
liſhed a tranſlation of the hiſtory of Florida 
from the Spaniſb in 1709, in his notes there- 
on, expreſsly agrees with Thuanus; ſo that as 
to matter of diſcovery, our claim ſeems un- 


| doubted from the latitude of 25 to 68, as 


before mentioned. And Peter Martyr, from 
Cabot's own relation, ſays, that he was in 
the gulph of Florida ſouth of the cape, 
having the iſland of Cuba on his left hand.

This firſt ſettlement, after various ada 
tures were reduced to very great diſtreſſay 
when they were luckily relieved by Sir Fra 
cis Drake ; who, on his return from the tall 
ing of Carthagena, was eſpecially dire 
to viſit this colony, and to give them all nes 
ceſſary aſſiſtance and encouragement, who 
propoſed to have left with them ſome ſmall 
veſſels, 100 men and four months proviſions 
but various accidents occurring, and the ſets 
tlers wearied with diſtreſſes, and deſirous ts 
be at home, Sir Francis took them aboard;

It is ſaid before, and I think generally a- 
greed, that Jobn Ponce de Leon was 15 years 
later in his diſcovery of Florida than the Ca- 
bots, and the earlieſt-diſcovery, we any 
where find, made by the French is ſtill 12 
Years later, even to Canada, which nothing 
but poſſeſſion andcapacity to hold gives them 
any title to, in the European notion of ſuch 
kind of Claim ; for in reſpe to the natives, 
the claim is by purchaſe or conqueſt, and 
the former of theſe the moſt rational and 
juſt, and indeed, the moſt ſecure too, as 
the proprietors of Penſyluvania have both to 
their honour and intereſt proved it. There- 
fore, as to the argument in view, and for 
which our title is now regularly deducing 
down, it ſuffices, that we were the firſt diſ- 
coverers ; but it materially ſtrengthens our 
claim, that we wers the firſt ſetlers likewiſe ; 
that upon Canada and Louifiana we have a 
fair claim; but no European nation whatſo- 
ever the leaſſ pretence of claim on any part 


of America, Whereof the ſubjects of England 


are poſſeſt ; and this is what we propoſe to 
ſhew in the counſe of our relation. 

As we are now on the verge of a firſt and 
permanent eſtabliſhment in America, it is 
neceſſary to obſerve, in as conciſe a manner 
as poſſible, by what methods, and by whoſe 
means, after ſo many diſcouragements, neg- 
ligences, and diſappointments, the ſame 
was effected. The ſame Bartholomew 
Goſnold, mentioned before to have ſlightly 
viewed ſome part of the.coaſt, was ſo much 
delighted with the country, as to ſet his 
whole heart on the peopling it; but as on 


his own bottom, he canceived, from his ob- 


ſervations and experience of others, it would 
be impracticahle, he therefore turned his 
thoughts to the engaging of ſuch perſons of 
power, intereſt, and wealth, as might eſ- 
ſentially conduce to the end at which he 
aimed. He was near four years, that is to 


ſay, from the year 1602 to 1606, applying ; 


to various perſons in vain ; when at length 
he very luckily became acquainted with 
Capt Jahn Smith, aman, who will make a 
figure in the courſe of this work, and whoſe

hiſtory, previous to this engagement, is of 
ſo extraordinary and romantic anature, that, 
had I room for biography here, would ſin- 
gularly amuſe the reader. This Capt. Smith, 
Mr. Edward Maria Wing field, and the Rev. 
Mr. Hunt, undertook with Captain Goſnold 
the conduct of this affair; but till not be- 
ing ſtrong enough on their own bottoms, 
they ſometimes ſeparately and ſometimes 
Jointly, made their applicatzon to various 
perſons of diſtinction, nobility, gentry and 
merchants, and having'engaged a ſufficient 
number, they next applied for, and obtain- 
ed from King Fames a patent, which divided 
the coaſt of America into two colonies, the 
ſouthern and the northern: this patent bears 
date the 1oth of April 1606, and appoints 
Sir Thomas Gates and others for the ſouthern, 
and Thomas Hanham and others for the 
northern ; the ſouthern was appropriated to 
the city of London, and extended from the 
latitude of 34 to 38 on the coaſt, and in- 
wards to the Latitude of 41 ; the northern 
was appropriated to Briftol, Exeter, Ply- 
mouth, and the weſtern parts of Eng/and, 
and was to extend from the latitude of 38 to 
45. — Beſides this charter, the king, under 
his ſign manual and privy-ſeal, ordained a 
council, under the name of the King's 
Council of Virginia, conſiſting of 40 perſons 
of high characker and diſtinction; amongſt 
whom thoſe who make any figure in the 
following hiſtory, were Sir Thomas Smith 

Sir Thomas Chaloner, Sir Edwin Sandys, and 
Sir Thomas Roe, Under which powers the 
firſt, or ſouthern colony, till called Vir 
ginia, was undertaken, and of this conſti- 
tution Sir Thomas Smith was appointed trea- 
ſurer ; and the care of the expedition com- 
mitted to Capt. Chriſſopber Newport, a ma- 
riner of great abilities, with two ſhips and 
a bark properly provided, and commander 
under him by Capt. Goſno'd and Capt. Rat- 
cliff, with ſuitable - and 4 tiers . 
how to proceed, with particulardire&ions, 
if poſſible, to find a paſſage through ti the 
South Seas, which ſeems to have been the 
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The 26th of April 1607, they arrived on 
the coaſt of Yirginia near Cape Henry, by 
them ſo named in honour of the prince of 
Wales; and being extremely pleaſed with 
the Country, they ranged about till the 13th 
of May, when they agreed to ſettle on a 
peninſula on the north fide of the river Pow- 
Batan; this place, in honour of his majeſty, 
they — Town, and having opened 
their in ions, they found Mr. Wing feld, 
Cofſnold, Smith, Newport, Ratcliff, Martin, 
and Kendal, appointed for the council; and 


Mr. Thomas Hudley was by them elected 


treaſurer. By the 15th of Fune their affairs 
were pretty well adjuſted, and having a fair 
intercourſe, and fixing terms of peace with 
the natives, Capt. Newport ſailed for En- 
gland, leaving behind him 100 perſons : but 
thro? the neglect of the council in England, 
or their treaſurer being extremely ill pro- 


* vided, they were ſubjected to various diſ- 


treſſes, too prolix in the relation for the 
compaſs here aſſigned, and were ſingly ſup- 
ported and encouraged by the diſtinguiſhed 
courage and diſcreet management of Capt. 
Smith, who was at length, fighting alone 
againſt a number of the natives, by a meer 
accident taken priſoner, and in the event 
preſerved by the affection of a young Indian 
damſel, daughter of the emperor of Powba- 
tan, and by her conducted back to the co- 
lony. This, though not immediately to our 

urpoſe, is mentioned here, becauſe the 
ady hence makes ſome figure in this ac- 
count, and will be found married to an Ex- 
gliſ gentleman, and died in England: her 


name was Pocahontas; and ſhe is ſaid. to 


* 


have been a very amiable perſon. 

In the latter end of this year, Capt. Ne- 
Port arrived with ſupplies in two ſhips, in 
one of which he ſoon after returned; and 
the other in the opening of the ſpring 1608, 
laden with Cedar, likewiſe ſailed for En- 


gland, 


As the ſummer approached, Capt, Smith 
employed himſelf in making various diſco- 
veries ; on the 16th of June, they fell in with 
the mouth of Pa:womac river, and having 
ſearched it thoroughly, they ſet ſailfor Rap- 
pabanoc; and having made proper obſerva- 
tions, returned the 17th of July to James 
Town, where the people made kim preſi- 
dent inſtead of Capt. Ratcliff, who had a- 
buſed them, 
ſtores. 

24 July, Capt. Smith ſet out again in a 
ſmall veſſel with twelve men on further diſ- 
coveries ; he met in his courſe ſeveral ca- 
noes of warlike Indians, at preſent known 
by the name of the Senecas, or ſix nations, 
with whom, after ſome conteſt and brava- 


does on both ſides, he engaged infriendſhip, | 


and riotouſly waſted their 
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The next day they fell in with a fleet of 
armed canoes of the nation of the Tockwayh, 
and having made peace with them, was yi. 
fited by the Suſguebanzas, a numerous and 
gigantic people, living in paliſadoed towns; 
and by theſe people Capt. Smith was fi 
informed of the Freach having ſetled in Ca. 
nada, with whom they traded for hatchets, 
by the way of the lakes. 

While Capt. Smith was purſuing his dif. 
coveries here, and making good his ſettle. 
ment, the intereſt of the northern colony 
was embraced in England, and undertaken 
by ſeveral perſons of diſtinction. They ſet 
out a veſſel, well provided in May 1607, 
and fell in ſomewhere to the northward of 
New England, from whence after various 
diſtreſſes, they returned to England in 1608, 

About this time alſo Capt, Henry Hudſon 
diſcovered Long Iſland, New York, Hudſon'; 
River, and the parts adjacent, and meeting 
with no encouragement at home, ſold them 
to the Dutch, This ſale was excepted againſt 
as the diſcovery was made under the king's 
commiſſion ; however, the Dutch crept in 

by degrees, conſtructed New Amſterdam and 
ſeveral other towns, fortified them, and (by 
their accuſtomed induſtry) made it a flou · 
riſhing colony. 

In the latter end of this year, 1608, New. 
port arrived in Virginia with a freſh ſuppl 
of people and proviſions, amongſt the 
Mr. We, brother to lord Delaware, ſixteen 
other Gentlemen, and two women, the firſt 
in the ſettlement, and was returned home 
with ſome trials of pitch, tar, glaſs, frank- 
incenſe, and ſoap-aſhes, | 

In the ſucceeding year 22 the colony 
attained to ſome degree of perfection and 
plenty; they made a conſiderable quantity 
of tar and pot-aſhes, planted 40 acres of 
ground, and were well ſtored with hogs, 
poultry, and other cattle. 

The ſame year, the council in England 
applied for a new charter, and obtained it; 
by this, the council in Virginia were abto- 
gated, and lord Delaware was appinted 
captain-general, Sir Thomas Gates his lieu- 
tenant, Sir George Sommers admiral, New- 

port vice-admiral, Sir Thomas Dale high mar- 
ſhal, and various other officers for life, And 
as the earls of Saliſbury, Suffolk, Southamp- 
ton, Pembroke, and various other perſons of 
diſtinction were included in this charter, as 
well as ſeveral public companies, a large 
ſum of money was raiſed, and nine ſhips, 
with 500 men, diſpatched to recruit and en- 
large the colony, under the direction of 
Gates, Sommers, and Newport, who, not 
agreeing about the command, went all a- 
board of one ſhip, and were with x 50 men 
wrecked in a hurricane on Bermudas, a — 
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came quite calm. 
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ketch foundered in the ſamne ſtorm, the 
other ſeven arrived ſafe, bringing with them 
a parcel of the moſt debauched, idle people, 
that were perhaps ever fince ſent to that 
country; but Smitb's ſuperior courage and 
induſtry conquered all obſtacles z he order- 
ed Mr. Ne, with 120 of the beſt men, to 
make a ſettlement at the Falls, and Mr. 
Martin, with near the ſame number, to 
Nanſamond, where behaving meanly, he 
was treated with great contempt by the 
natives, and Mr. V returning immature- 
ly, capt, Smith entered into a treaty with 
Powhatan for a more convenient ſettlement, 
and ſeated mr. Wes people there, which 
they ſoon after abandoned, and returned to 
the Falls, | 

Capt, Smith, who had been hitherto the 
ſoul of the colony, was now, by the acci- 
dental fire of ſome powder that lay in the 
boat between his legs, ſo diſabled, as to be 
utterly incapable of performing any further 
ſervice to the colony, and therefore obliged 
to return to England, 

To his vigour, induſtry, and undaunted 
ſpirit, the eſtabliſhment and firm ſetling of 
the colony was certainly owing, and this 
unhappy accident the appropriated cauſe 
why this colony, for a long time after, re- 
mained in a tottering, or rather declining 
ſtate, as will but too well appear in the 
courſe of the varĩous events hereafter related. 

It has been ſaid before, that the admiral 


ſhip, with Sir Thomas Gates, Sir George Som- 


mers, and Capt. Newport, were wrecked on 
Bermudas, the ſhip, atter various endeavours 
to clear the coaſt, ſtruck upon a rock, but 
the high ſurges forced Mer off again, and vio- 
lently carrying her in amongſt a great cluſter 
of other rocks, at length providentially ſo 
ſeated her between two, that ſhe was jammed 
in firm and immoveable, to the great joy, 
and ſurprize of them all, but ſtill more 
heightened by a ſudden change of wind, 
or rather of weather and ſoon after it be- 
This gave them full lei- 
ſure, with all requiſite convenience, to un- 
lade the ſhip, and land all their ſtores, pro- 
viſions, Cc. quite out of any future dan- 
ger, 6 

Here, inſtead of a complicate ſcene of 
barren rocks, wild waſtes, and dreary de- 
farts, they found, to their unſpeakable ſa- 
tisfaction, one of the fineſt countries in the 
world, and ſo afterwards celebrated by that 
Uuſtinguiſhed poet Mr. Waller. They found 
all the fruits of the climate in great plenty 
and perfection, the inter- jacent currents 
amongſt the rocks ſtored with excellent fiſh, 
4 great number of wild hogs, in the woods 
birds of various kinds, and in the plains a 
vaſt ſuperfluity of ſalubrious herbage, The 
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hogs may be ſuppoſed to have bred here from 
ſome left by Jobs Bermudas, the diſcoverer 
in 1522 ; and it was equally ſatisfactory, 
that they found here cedar in great abun- 
dance, with which they built two ſmall 
ſkips, that particularly of Sir George Som- 
mers, in which he embarked, had not any 
iron in her, except one bolt in the keel; 
theſe they rigged, with what they ſaved from 
the wreck, and all things being now in rea- 
dineſs, after nine months abode, they, on 
the roth of Moy 1710, ſet ſail for Virginia, 
where they arrived the 24th. 

They found on their arrival the colony 
reduced to great miſery and diſtreſs, owing, 
as before, to their indolence, inactivity, 
and ſome particular maxims of the eſtabliſh- 
ment materially contributing thereto, As 
in the firſt place, the want of judging rightly 
what kind of people were proper to begin a 
new ſettlement ; what kind of laws juſt and 
equal; what kind of immediate directors; 
and that they were appointed to work and 
trade on the common ſtock of the proprie- 
tors for their intereſt only; without any 
proſpect of perſonal property or advantage 
to themſelves, and this, rather under mar- 
tial, than the municipal laws of their own 
country, as ſoldiers, rather than as labour- 
ers, and as ſlaves, rather than as freemen. 
Theſe were diſcouragements, the beſt would 
not have ſucceeded under, and made the 
worſt totally deſpair of mending their for- 
tunes in a country, where their bread was 
to be laboured hardly for, and their lives 
at the ſame time to be defended at daily im- 
minent hazard, ſo that they became rather 
plunderers than improvers, and ſeeking the 
corn of the natives, rather than planting 
themſelves; the natives, on their parts, re- 
moved it early out of their reach, and oc- 
caſionally lying in ambuſh frequently cut 
them off, when meer deſpair and 1 
obliged the coloniſts to ſeek abroad for ſuſ. 
tenance. This, with a climate unaccuſ- 
tomed to, and the evils of hunger and ſick. 
neſs preying at the ſame time on their vital 
ſtrength and ſpirits, their former, as well 
as preſent ſituation ſeems not difficult to ac- 
count for; nor conſequently, the long time 
it required to fix a firm and permanent eſta. 
bliſhmenr, 

The two colonies of Nanſamond and the 
Falls Sir George found, at James Town, com- 
plaining they had loſt their boats, and near- 
ly half of their men. Their principals Ve 
and Ratcliff were diſpatched in ſearch of 
proviſions ; Rarcliff to Powhatan, where he 
was cut off with 30 of his men, only one 
of the company, a boy named Henry Spil- 
man, a geritleman's ſon, eſcaping by means 
of Pocahontas, and Capt, Weſ went off for 

Oz | England; 
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England; and the whole colony heing re- 
duced to extreme miſery, Sir Thomas Gates 
and Sir George Sommers agreed to embark 
them, and follow Capt. Veſt; but as they 
were falling down the river, they perceiv- 
ed, at a place now called Mulberry Point, a 
ſhip's long-hoat, and ſoon after the fleet 
under Lord Delaware, appointed captain 
general of Virginia, and returned back to 


ame: Town; and his lordſhip's arrival giv- 


ing quite a new turn to their affairs, they, by 
his advice and example, applied themſelves to 
a more induſtrious and effectual conduct. 

Sir George Sommers undertook to increaſe 
their preſent ſtock of proviſions from Ber- 
mudas, but unhappily died in the expedition 
at the iſland, and his nephew, expreſly a- 
gainſt his dying commands to return to Vir- 
gina laden, ſet ſail for England. 

Capt, Angel was ſent to Patowmac river 
to trade for corn, where he found Henry 
Spilman, and returned laden to James Town, 

On the firſt wreck at Bermudas, two of 
the men were left behind, named Carter 
and Waters, who lived there very ſociably. 
On this laſt expedition, Mr. Sommers left 
another man behind him, named Edward 
Chard, and now the colony being encreaſed 
to three people, they found it neceſſary to 
have a king to govern them, as their wealth 
had encreaſed by the diſcovery of a large 
quantity of ambergreaſe, of the eſteemed 
value then of near 10,000 J. the main con- 
teſt for power lay between Waters and Chard, 
and they agreed to fight it out, in order to 
determine which of them ſhould have Car- 
ter for their ſubject, but Corter having very 
wiſely hid their arms, ſoon after reconciled 
them to himſelf and to one another; and 
for the future, they continued on the foot- 
ing of equal government afriendly democracy, 

I ord Delaware in his government con- 
ſtructed two Forts at Xicguetan; the one he 
named Fort Henry, and the other Fort Charles, 
on the points of a ſmall ſtream, which they 
called Sourbampton river, and in a very heal- 
thy ſituation, calculated to receive new 
' comers on their firſt arrival from their na- 
tive country to ſeaſon them to this. 


Sir Thomas Gates was diſpatched by his 


lordſhip for Eng/and ; and his lordſhip ſoon 
aſter, finding himſelf attacked with a com - 
plication of diſcaſes, followed him. The 
charge of the colony he committed to Capt. 
Piercey, of the Northumberland tamily, and 


under his care about 200 perſons in good 


health and well provided. 

Before the return of his lordſhip, the coun- 
cil had ſent Sir Thomas Dale to act under 
him as high marſhal, with three ſhips, men, 
and cattle, who arrived ſafe at Virginia the 
zoth of May 1611, and haying examined 


Fames- River up to the Falls, conſtructed a 
new town on the narrow of Farrar's Iſland, 
upon an iſthmus of the ſame riſing land 
nearly environed by the ſtream. 

In the beginning of Auguſt, Sir Thomas 
Gates arrived with ſix ſhips, 300 men, and 


ſtore of proviſion, and Sir Thomas Dale in 


September built his new town, with a church 
and ſtorehouſes, which he paliſadoed round, 
and called it Henrico, in honour of the then 
prince of Wales, and peopled it with 350 
perſons, and ſoon after built and fortified 
another town, about_five miles from the 
former, and called it New Bermudas, with. 
in the pale whereof there was good corn. 
land. 

March 12, 1612, a new charter was 
granted the company for Bermudas, the 
former not extending ſo far from the coaſt, 
and Mr. Richard Moore was ſent governor 
with 60 men, on whoſe arrival they found 
the Triumvirate above mentioned in good 
health, but having firſt plundered them of 
their wealth, theythen reduced them to the 
degree of common ſubjects. 

In the beginning of this year, Capt. Ar. 
gal arrived with a freſh ſupply, and ſoon 
after in the Patocomac country, by a ſtra- 
tagem, got Pocobentas into his cuſtody, pro- 
poſing by her means to be upon better terms 
with Powhatan, her father, and declared 
enemy to.the Engliſh ; from that prince the 
damſel, for ſome reaſon unknown now, 
had fled to the Patowmacs with whom the 
Engliſh were in perfect friendſhip, by which 
means Powbatan was in the event content 
to treat of peace. | 

For a conſiderable time before this, Mr, 
Rolfe, a gentleman of good perſon and ac- 
compliſhments, had been in love with Poca- 
hontas, and ſhe had a like affection for him; 
and a marriage being propoſed on the one 
ſide to Sir Thomas Dale, and on the other, 
to Powhatan, they were in April 1613 mar- 
ried by the mutual conſent of all parties, 
and a firm peace thereupon between the 
moſt potent of the Indians and the Eg 
eſtabliſhed, which proved a very lucky e- 
vent, | 

Sir Thomas, about the ſame time, made 
peace with the Chikihominys, another potent 
Indian nation, a commonwealth, at war 
with Powbatan for their liberty, and by this 
means preſerved it, equally to the advan- 
tage of both parties, 

Early in the year 1614, Sir Thomas. Gotes 
returning to England, Sir Thomas Dale was 
left ſole governor of all the colonies, and 
having information that the French were 
ſetling ſomewhere to the northward about 
the bay of Fundy, he diſpatched thither 
Capt. Argall, who, on his arrival, * 
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the French diſperſed in the woods, took the 
ſhip they came in, and a bark with all their 
apparel and proviſion, In his return to 
James Town, he put into Hudſon's river, to 
viſit the Dutch ſettlements there. The go- 
vernor, temporiſing, acknowledged the En- 
gliſp right; but in the latter end of the year 
fortified themſelves better, and then inſiſted 
on holding the ſettlement. Mr. Hamar, 
who had been in the colony near four years, 
propoſed, the better to conſolidate their 
friendſhip with Powbatan, to inter-marry 
with another, and his only remaining daugh- 
ter, and for that purpoſe Sir Thomas Dale 
entered into treaty with that prince, which 
however had not the happy effect propoſed, 

Captain Smith, of whom ſo much has 
been ſaid, this year made a voyage to that 
part of the more northern coaſt, diſcovered 
by Capt. Coſnold, and having made it ad- 
vantageous to his owners, and taken an ex- 
act ſurvey, he called it New England. 

Pocahontas was the ſame year baptized at 
James Town, by the name of Rebecca; ſhe 
was the firſt chriſtian Indian of theſe parts, 
and, as my author ſays, perhaps the moſt 
worthy that has ever been ſince, her affec- 
tion to her huſband extremely conſtant, and 
on his part to her in every reſpec recipro-, 
cal, 

1615, The colony being now in an eſta- 
bliſned and flouriſhing ſtate, a lottery was 
drawn in England for fartherencouragement; 
and the ſame year a large Spaniſh ſhip was 
perceived hovering on the coaſt, and deſir- 
ing a pilot, a boat was ſent with one, whom 
they carried off to Spain, and there offered 
him great reward, tho' in vain, to betray 
the colony, It appeared afterwards, that 
ſeveral ſhips were at ſea with intent to ſur- 
prize it, but they never appeared. 

1616. Sir Thomas Dale having adjuſted 
every thing to his ſatisfaction and of thoſe he 
governed, and having appointed Mr. George 
Yeardly his deputy, he embarked with Po- 
cabontas and her huſband, and ſeveral young 
Indians of both ſexes ; and on the 12th of 
J, they all arrived ſafe at Plymouth, 

Hithert» this colony had been governed 
by a kind of martial law, but, by a change 
brought about ia the council at home, the 
provle were reſtored to the enjoyment of 
tho native rights, by the means of Sir Ed- 
rain Sandys, who ſucceeded Sir Thomas Smith 
in the treaſurerſhip ; and there being now 
avout 6co induſtrious perſons, compleatly 
armed, and well ſtored with proviſions, with 
a large ſtock of live cattle dF all kinds, fine 
crors of corn on the ground, and the Indians 
either drove far off from their ſettlements, or 
in 1771 peace with them, 1 ſhall here quit, 
tor the preſent, this branch of our hiſtory, 
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After Jobn Cabot had made a general diſ- 
covery of ſo much of North America as has 
been premiſed, his ſon, Sebaſtian, who had 
attended him in that expedition, 'conceiving 
from the ſtructure of the globe a ſhorter 
courſe to the Eaft- Indies than by the Cape of 
Good Hope, made a voyage to the North 
Wet, hoping to find a paſſage that way, 
preſuming that he ſhould firſt fall in with 
the coaſt of Tartary, but was ſurprized to 
find himſelf interrupted by the intervention 
of N-wſoundland, which however ſailing 
round, and ſo on to the coaſt of Labarador, 
which he traced to the height of 56 degrees, 
and then finding the land bend away to 
the eaſtward, he gave over his deſign, and 
returned to England. 

In 1576, Sir Martin Trobiſper purſued the 
ſame courſe, and made ſome farther diſco- 
veries. But neither in that, nor two ſub- 
ſequent voyages to any purpoſe, as to the 
paſſage in view, and therefore declined the 
further proſecution, having only led the 
way to our future ſettlement in Hudſon's Bay. 

In 1585, Capt. Davis purſued the ſame 
courſe, and in two other voyages, as to 
the main deſign, much to the ſame purpoſe, 
but carried on his diſcoveries as far as the 
2 of 72-12, on the weſt ſide of Green 
land. 

In 1602, another voyage this way was at- 
tempted by Capt. George Weymouth to little 
purpoſe, and in the year 1607, Capt. Hudſon 
undertook to make further diſcoveries, he 
reached the latitude of $2 and returned ; af- 
ter two other voyages, in hopes of doing 
ſomething by the north-eaſt, he quitted that 
purſuit for the preſent, and having diſco- 
vered and fold New York to the Dutch, as 
previouſly mentioned in the ſetling of Vir- 
ginia, in the year 16 10% he made one other 
attempt to the north-eaſt, and in the courſe 
of his purſuits happened on the ſtreights 
that lead into Hudſon's Bay, which having 
paſſed and thoroughly ſurveyed, his men 
mutinied and left him behind, from which 
time he was never heard of ; but it is from 
hence we more eſpecially claim and fix our 
data of thoſe ſettlements ; tho* no charter 
granted until May 1670. 

Thus we plainly extended our diſcoveries 
far to the northward of any the French ever 
attempted, ſo their claim to Canada comes 
next in queſtion. They ſay themſelves, 
that their firſt diſcoveries of that country 
was by Veragi, under Francis I, in 15253 
but his diſcoveries were ſuch only as had 
been made before, and no farther to the 
northward than the latitude of 40, which 
neither interferes with Canada or Accadia. 
The next diſcoverer, they ſay, was James 
Cartier, in 1534, he failed up the river St. 


Laurence, 


RY 
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Laurence, but having loſt many of his men, 
returned to France, and it was not until the 
year 1608, that any fettlement was made, 
when Monſieur Biencourt carried over ſome 

ple whom he landed in Accodia, and be- 
ing drove from thence by the Exgliſp ſeizing 
their ſores, as mentioned in the acconnt of 
Virginia, they moved to the river St. Lau- 
rence, and ſeated themſelves on the other 
fide where now Quebec ſtands. 

In 1626, when the foundation of that city 
was hardly laid, the ſame was attacked and 
deſtroyed by the * under admiral Da- 
vis, in proſecution of their juſt claim even to 
Canada, and here probably had all our fu- 
ture diſputes on this ſide ended, had not the 
admiral impolitically permitted ſome of the 
French to remain there, and prince Charles 
marrying a daughter of France, the country 
with ſome part of Accadia was ceded to that 
crown, which ceſſion afterwards coming in 
| as an appurtenant of the crown of 

ngland, the ſame was for that reaſon by 
Oliver Cromwell reclaimed, and all that had 
been ceded of Accadia re- aſſumed and re- 
poſſeſſed. | 

AccADIA had been chartered in 1622 to 
Sir Alexander Stirling, but he being outed 
by the above ceſſion, he conveyed his right 
to one de la Tour, a French reformiſt, who 
having heen put in poſſeſſion by Cromwell, 
de la Tour again conveyed his right to Sir 
Thomas Temple, from whom it is ſaid re- 
gularly to deſcend to the preſent Earl Temple 
as heir of the late Lord Colbam, 

However the French, after CromwelPs de- 


' miſe, found means to reſettle the colony a- 


bout Port Royal, ſince called Annapolis, and 
continued until after the revolution, and in 
1690, we find them increaſed to oo -/ hen 
they were attacked hy Sir William Phips, 
and Port Royol utterly deſtroyed ; but after 
permitting as many to retire to Canada as he 
thought proper, and as I ſuppoſe not know - 
ing better what to do with the reſidue, he 
permitted them to remain, on taking the 
oath of allegiance to the crown of England. 
The ſame officer made a vain attempt on 
Canada, and being returned unſucceſsful, 
the French governor of Canada in November 
1691, re- aſſumed the poſſeſſion of Port Roy- 
al, and held it until 1610, when it was a- 
gain taken by Colonel Nicholſen, and by the 
12th article of the treaty of Utrecht, the 
whole country of Accadia was ceded to the 
crown of Great Britain. 

Here then is not only the firſt diſcovery, 
but what the lawyers call a continual claim 
on both Accadia and Canada, and the for- 
mer being ſo abſolutely and formerly ceded, 
it remains only in reſpe to the latter to be 
conſidered, whether, except by poſſcſſion 
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well ſecured, the Freneh have really any 


right to that colony. I am ſenſible of the 
virtue of poſſeſſion, but even allowing this 
ſome face of right againſt continual claim, 
it will hardly extend that right to the back 
of our ſettlements, and give them even a fair 
pretence to intervene between them and the 
great weſtern ocean, conſequently, if we 
have power and right together, we have a 
fair pretence to impede their preceding 
without any breach of friendſhip on our 
part. That the French would communicate 
with Louiſiana that way if they could, no 
one doubts, ſo they would, no doubt, with 
Perſia, and their India ſettlements by Egypt 
or Ruſſia, if the reſpective powers would 
permit them; but what this has to do with 
matter of right is not eaſily comprehended, 
eſpecially when in argument they have no 
better claim to Louifiana than to Canada ; 
and then it remains for them to ſhew, un- 
der what pretence, except their own con- 
venience, they would interrupt our trade to 
the Lakes, and ſo on backward, 

It follows from this ſeeming digreſſion, 
that as the French have only a claim to Lou. 
ifiana and Canada by poſſeſſion, and it a 
pears, our ſettlements are both from poſſi 
Hon and diſcovery, which I think is by none 
doubted, it is plain we have the beſt right 
to the back-country, and having means to 
ſupport that right, it is a kind of duty we 
owe to ourſelves, to preſerve it by the beſt 
means in our power, without being pre- 
ſumed, in any ſenſe, the aggreſſors in caſe a 
war ſhould enſue. The French may move 
in a line as far weſt as they pleaſe, either 
from Louiſiana or Canada for any thing it 
concerns us, and why the Eng/iſþ may not 
purſue the ſame courſe, lies upon our ad- 
verſaries to make out in the beſt manner 
they are able, 

It is upon this plan then that we propoſe 
to adjuſt the geography of America, and to 
determine the limits or boundaries of the re- 
ſpective nations, without regard to partiality 
on either ſide, that is to ſay, by the ſouthern 
boundary of St. Laurence at the entrance, 
and the northern of Miſſiſipi, and carrying 
them lines on due weſt, within thoſe limits 


to the great weſtern ocean, bound the Bri- 


tifh empire in America, Hudſon" s-bay excep- 
ted, and leavethe French as much northern, 
or ſouthern, from the reſpective lines, 3 
they may have any kind of claims. A 
here we return back to conſider the progrels 
of our other ſettlements, ſo far as is neceſ- 
ſary to give the reader a clear idea, and to 
eſtabliſh in his mind a regular geographical 
diſtinRion of the rights, intereſts, and claims 
of Great-Britain and France in conteſt. 
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ndland we not only find diſcover- 
_ been mentioned, hut alſo poſſeſ- 


ſed, and three of the natives here in 14 


Henry VIIth, and this confirmed by a va- 
riety of concurrent circumſtances, and 
without deducing the ſame down to the Cal- 
vert family, and thence to the preſent time, 
that right is immemorially confirmed by the 
treaty of Utrecht and Aix la Chapelle, 

This neceſſarily leads us toNew England, 
23 the next province in courſe : this being 
under the direction of the North Virginia 
charter, was rather traded with than ſet- 
ted until the year 1619, when a congrega- 
tion of Engliſh ſectaries being for liberty 
of conſcience reſident in Holland, having 
heard of America, and preſuming they might 
live there free from all kind of perſecution. 
For this purpoſe they firſt obtained the king's 
licence, and next agreed with the North 
charter-counſel for lands in Nova Scotia 5 but 
being afterwards better informed, they en- 
gaged for a ſettlement farther to the ſouth- 
ward, intending for Hudſon's river, but 
were by the conduct of the maſter of the 
ſhip who carried them over, ſeated near 
Cape Ced in the latitude of 42, and there 
built new Plymouth, and this is the founda- 
tion whereon has been ſuperſtruRed that 
great and thriving colony of New England. 

The next, in courſe, is New York, diſco- 
vered and ſold, as has been ſaid before, by 
Hudſon to the Dutch, and by them ſetthed, 
and in the latter end of the year 1664 con- 
quered by the Engliſh, and ſo reduced again 
to the firſt right, as it ſtill continues, and 
with it all the eaft and weſt Ferſeys, | 

Perſilvania, the next fouthward, was 
granted by charter 1680 to Mr. Penn, and 
great numbers of perſecuted ſectaries going 
over the ſame year, in 168 1 he went in per- 
ſon, and having, hefides the right of his 
charter, purchaſed the lands wanted of the 
natives, which is till the ſtanding rule of the 
colony, and the numbers going over being 
many more in the time than to any other, 
it proſpered accordingly, and is now nearly 
on a footing with New England, though ſet- 
tled ſo many years before, . 

Maryland, the next, remained until 1632 
a3 a part of Virginia, when Calvert, Lord 
Laltimore, having reſigned a patent which 
be had obtained for Newfoundland, had this 
vountry granted him, he ſent over his bro- 
tier, Leonard Calvert, with ſome Roman 
ce'bclic gentlemen and other adventurets, 
Who, on the 22 of Newember 1633 arrived 
tere, and ſeated themſelves, with the con- 


0 
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ſent of the natives, at the mouth of a river, 
falling into that of Porowmac, which infall 
they called St. George's river they there 
conſtructed the town of St. Mary's, and 
ſoon became a flouriſhing colony, as by this 
time, was that, now diſtinctiy called Vr. 
gina ; ſo that the next in order, as they are 
ſituate, is North Carolina. 

This province, and that adjoining called 
South Carolina, tho? originally the dif: 
of the Cabors, for the crown of England, as 


has been ſhewn before, was attempted firſt 


to be ſetled by the Spaniards, then by the 
French, and at length, after various conteſts, 
abandoned by both, and the northern pro- 
vince in ſome meaſure ſetled by the Fug fb 
from Virginia; and in 1663 both provinces 
were granted by Charter to Lord Clarendox 
and others, between the latitudes of 41 and 
36, and backwards to the South Seas, It 
was by the proprietors in 1728 ſurrendergd 
to the crown, except ane eighth reſerved to 
Lord Carteret, now Earl Granville, and js 
become a very flouriſhing colony, 

In reſpe@ to Georgia, the laſt ſetled of all 
our colonies, it may ſufficeto ſay, that it ts 
within the bounds of our firſt diſcoveries, 
and of the Carolina limits; that we have 
made it our boundary to the South, and that 
it covers Carolina: That the charter was 
granted in 1732, and this, like moſt new 
colonies, was long eſtabliſhing ; but it is ho- 
ped will now prove a uſeful barrier of the 
a Empire in North America, tho* not 
conſtructed on ſo wiſe a Plan as William 
Penn's colony, And here I ſhall beg leave 
to make one concluſive obſervation, That 
however it is ſaid, that in the multitude oF 
counſellors is ſafety ; yet is it certainly true, 
that in the proſecution of any great deſign, 
civil or military, one good head in the ſcene 
of action is of more value than one hundred 
at a diſtance ; and ſuppoſe with that head 
there is a pure and upright mind, 

And thus having compleated my Suu 
MARY of diſcovery and ſettlement by the 
Engliſh in America, as far as reſpects our 
preſent diſpute with France, I propoſe, in 
my next chapter, to give a like ſuccin Ac- 
count of the ſtate, and geography of this ex - 
tended country, with ſome particulars ne- 
ceffary to elucidate our rights, and ſhew, 
that it is in our power, and evidently our 
intereſt to uſe that power, in ſuch a warm 
and judicious purſuit of our claim, as may 
for the future put anentireend to all foreign 
pretenſions.

Rreur is ſometimes given by power, 
ſometimes co- operative with, and ſometimes 
ſupported by it, It is uſually attained by 
birth, purchaſe, or conqueſt. That by birth 


is natural, by purchaſe fair, and by conqueſt 


violent. Our acquiſitions in America have 
been generally of the ſecohd kind, perhaps 
ſome part of the latter. But whether all, or 
either of theſe, matters little to conteſting 
EuxoPEANS, As much as is neceſſary has 
been previouſly ſhewn, to evince our pro- 
perty ; we are next to confider how far we 
are able to ſupport it, by a ſair compariſon 
between the French power and our own. 
This is the more pertinent, as a wild notion, 
has gained credit, that the French propoſe 
to take all our Colonies, and drive the people 
into the ſea : this thought has its exiſtence 
in the brains of ſuch who are apt to deal in 
the marwellous, or to raiſe paſſions that con- 
tribute bur little to the peace, happineſs, and 
welfare of the ſtate. _ we, 

From the moſt exact and lateſt account, 
ve do not find that the total amount of the 
French inhabitants in Canada exceeds forty 
fre thouſand ; and how more than one fourth 
of them can be ſuppoſed fighting men; or, 
how more than one fourth of ſuch fighting 
men can be ſpared for diſtant ſervice, I fancy 
vill not be readily apprehended, The ſum 
ten of thoſe who are to drive the Engl 
into the ſea, are about three thouſand; t 
Ihdians may poſſibly engage one thouſand 
more, and ſuch regular troops as the French 
may tranſport thither are to compleat the 
amount of their army. 

What theſe latter may riſe to is only ma- 
terial, if we neither ſend any troops, nor re- 
ment and diſcipline any of the natives; 
but as-neither ſeems to be the caſe, we are 
propably in that particular as well prepared 
u the French, but infinitely ſuperior in point 
of natural ſtrength in numbers, and, for rea- 
lons hereafter, much more likely to increaſe 
u proportion. ; 
For, except Canada, the ſtrength of France 
8 very inconſiderable in America; it not ap- 
paring that, in all their ſettlements on the 
Mp pi » they have above fix or ſeven tbou - 


ſand inhabitants, and theſe at ſeveral hun- 
dred leagues diſtance, and what could be 
ſpared of theſe very difficult to joyn with the 
other ; on the contrary, our ſettlements lie 
ſo connected, as whatever er we have, 
or can conveniently ſpare for the war, are 
eaſily brought together ; and of what that 
power conſiſts I ſhall now treat. 


In Nova Scotia, beſides the Military, the 
Engliſþ inhabitants are found to be

The above acceunt is not a vague calcu- 

lation, but is taken from ſuch cenſus, nu- 

merations, and muſter-rolls, as are un- 

doubted ; but as the ſame have been taken 
at different times, and none within ſeven 

years paſt, there is a ſuitable allowance made 

for the increaſe, and for which in the above 

account is made various deductions, ſo that 

it is ſeventy thouſand leſs than what are eſ- 

teem'd the beſt computations, For, as by 
this I only propoſed to ſhew the folly of that 
prevailing notion of the Fxzxcn driving 
us into the ſea, I conceived that the leſſening 
of our numbers could not make the notion 
leſs ridiculous, as the exceſs is yet ſo great, 
And all that can be concluded from it in fa- 
vour of France is, that one Frenchman is bet- 
ter than rwwenty Engliſhmen, 

As to the Indiam auxiliaries,as they teſpect 
either Tide, I do not any where find ſuch an 
account, as may give full ſatisfaction to an 
inquiſitive"tnind ; but it ſeems reaſonable to 
believe, that the Indians in friendſhip with 

R . us 


TIO 
us are at leaſt upon a ballance with thoſe in 
alliance with the French, as wefind that even 
one body of them, only, have been able, at 
times, to make their ſtrongeſt ſettlements 
tremble. Theſe are the Six Nations, and by 
much the ſtrongeſt of our allies bordering on 
the northern colonies: they were ſaid, for- 
merly, to have conſiſted of twelve — — 
fighting men, but are now reduced to about 
two thouſand ; however, that is more than 
ever the French were known to bring toge- 
ther, and they are on all hands allowed to 
be the braveſt people in America. 

On the borders of Penſilvania we find a- 
bout ſeven hundred, and we do not hear of 
more than that number in both Maryland 
and Virginia; but, farther South, are the 
following, the KuTAaAwBAns three bun- 
dred, CHEROKEEs three or four thouſand, 
the CHixEsAws three bundred, and the 
CRxEEKs one thouſand ; in the whole about 
ſeven or eight 2 , bordering on the dif- 
ferent parts of our inland frontiers, and who 
contribute eſſentially to their protection, 
and it is thought would be of more eminent 
ſervice were they managed with ſkill. Hence 
it appears, that we do not want means of 
defence, or indeed of offence ; which how- 
ever ſhall be farther illuſtrated by the fol- 


lowing comparative ſummary, whereby is. 


propoſed to deliver all that is farther neceſ- 
ſary to be known in reſpect to America, 

Huy psox's Bay, the moſt northern ſet- 
tlements of the Eng/ifp, is, by the inveſt - 
ments of a charter, dated 2d May 1670, ex- 
tended between 500 3o!, and 649 oo! north 
latitude, and between 55 and 900 of long; 
tude ; but the limits adjuſted by the treaty 
of Utrecht are.beſt ſeen by inſpection of the 
map, noted therein, and marked off by a 
prickt line, and carried about 40 minutes to 
the ſouthward in latitude, and abcut ſeven 
degrees of longitude more weſtward than 
the bounds of the charter. ; 

The ExG1.18x have not within theſe li- 
mits any tozwns, colonies, or ſettlements of fa- 
milics, but only forts, and within them ſtore- 
bouſes for carrying on trade with the Indians; 
for Wo MEN are prohibited here by the com- 
pany ; ſo that the ſtrength of the Engliſh on 
this fide conſiſts entirely in the refpettive 
forts of no great conſideration, and the num- 
ber of refidents the company ſend here and 
employ in trade. What therefore is neceſ- 
ſary to be known of this country is, the ſi- 
tuation of their forts, and the natureand ad- 
vantage of their traffic, | 

The northermoſt of og is at Churchill, 
in the latitude of 59. The river is naviga- 
dle up about 150 leagues, and then paſſing 
the Falls, conſiderably farther : this place 
has an improving trade, the track of the In- 
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dians thither being entirely out of the French 
rout ; and to the northward of this, there is 
not any Bzvz Rs, but there are Martins, Er. 
mine, &c. All the forts are ſeated on river; 
for the convenience of the Indians coming 
down to them on rafts, or in canoes, 

The next is called York fort, ſeated on an 
iſland in about the latitude of 669 300 at the 
out-falls of _—_—_ and Hay's rivers : the 
country about this fort is very low and mar. 
ſhy, and pretty wellrepleniſh'd with wodds, 
tho” the trees are but of ſmall growth; the 
value of thetraffic here may be in ſome mea. 
fure gueſſed at, if the report be true, that a. 
bout one thouſand Indians come down this ri. 
ver to the fort in canoes, and bring with 
them the following commodities : Buſtard 
and wild-geeſe feathers, white fox and mar. 
tin Zemblin ſkins, fairer than thoſe of Ruſſo, 
ſquirel, cat,ermin, bever, elk, ſtag and bear. 
ſkins; thofe Indians nearer the coaſt kill ſeal, 
the oil of which is clearer and better than 
nut- oil, and bring it to the factory. 

The Company's factories are all on the ſouth 
and weſt ſide of the Bay, except that at Ru- 
pert's river, which is on the S. eaſt. Albany 
is in about the latitude of 52, and the coun- 
try about is well wooded, watered, and ca- 
pable of producing various kind of grain, 
roots, &c. 

Rupert river factory is in about the latitude 
of 51, and being the ſouthermoſt, is conſe- 
8 beſt ſupplied with roots, herbage, 

c. At Albany and Rupert, beſides ſome of 
the commodities mentioned above, the Indi. 
ans trade with them for train-oil and whale 
fin; ſo that, conſidering all things together, 
it ſnould ſeem that our fur- trade on this ſide, 
with the feathers, ſkins, oils and fins, is on 
a parity with New France, and ſtill leſs like- 
ly to be interrupted ; but is not like that 
in any reſpect calculated for improving of 
numbers; nor indeed can one eaſily perceive 
how they ſhould live here, in a climate, tho 
equal in latitude to different parts of Great 
Britain, yet is the weather ſeverer much in 
the moſt ſouthern parts of Hudfon's Bay, than 
in the moſt northern of Gx EAT BRITAIX, 
and much more ſteril and barren. 

There are not on this continent any other 
European ſettlements between theſe and thoſe 
of the French in Canada; and it is therefore 
of that country we are next to ſpeak. 

Canada, or Net France, being at preſent on 
the footing of conteſted bounds, I ſhall not 
limit it by a general geography, but only re- 
gard its populouſneſs, power, and trade. 

The towns and fettlements of any conſe- 
quence in this country are ſeated on the great 
river St. Laurence, and Quebec is eſteemed the 
capital; the mouth of the river is in about 
the latitude of 49, and Quebec in about a 
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zo: it is ſeated on the north fide, about 
fix hundred miles ſouth-weſt of the river's 
mouth, including the windings : it confiſts 
of two towns, the upper and the lower, both 
regularly fortified, and commanded by a fort, 
conſtructed on an adjacent eminence ; and 
both towns together are about three miles 
in circumference : it is a b:/hopric, and here 
reſides the captain- genera / of all Canada and 
Louiſia na; its inhabitants are variouſly com- 
puted from 10 to 15000, and the uſual gar- 
riſon about 5oo men. 

Trois Rivieres is higher up the river, about 
a degree of latitude to the ſouthward of Que- 
bec, and about the midway between that and 
Montreal: it has its name from being ſeated 
on the confluence of three rivers, like our Car- 
lifle ; one of the rivers is called St. Laurence, 
the others I do not find any name for, This 
town is ſmall and lightly fortified, contain- 
ing only 3 or 400 families; but is well built, 
and a conſiderable mart for the interchange 
of Indian and European commodities, 

Montreal is about 70 miles higher up the 
river, and is about a degree and a half to the 
ſouthward of Quebec; it is ſeated on an iſland, 
about fourteen leagues in length, and five in 
breadth, replete with well cultivated planta- 
tions, and the town ſufficiently well fortified 
againſt any thing but a regular ſiege : it is 
ſuppos*'d now to contain about two thirds the 
number of inhabitants as Qu x AR ; but then 
it follows, that either Quebec is over comput- 
ed, or that Montreal is vaſtly improved fince 
1688, when the Iroguors, in open day, and not 
by ſurpriſe, entered this iſland and burnt and 
deſtroy*d all the plantations round the town, 
without meeting with any material reſiſtance. 

Theſe are all the tesons of any kind of note 
that the French poſſeſs in this part of Ameri- 
ca; for of New Orleans I ſhall ſpeak inits pro- 
per place; and I can not find their villages 
are many and populous; ſo that the com- 
putation of 45000 French in this country is 
an ample allowance, and moſt probably too 
many. 

Above Montreal the river St. Laurence is 
not navigable, owing to various cataracis, or 
water-falls, and in conſequence very ſwift 
ſtreams. The whole courſe of the navigation 
downwards is very dangerous and difficult, 
being full of rocks, iflands, and ſhoals, and 
ſubje& to thick fogs, and when clear of them 
to tempeſtuous weather ; all of which are 
very great obſtructions to navigation in ſo 
narrow a channel, eſpecially for ſhips of any. 
force or magnitude, | 

Beſides, the climate is ſo cold, that theriver 
is uſually frozen up from October to May, and 
the earth is ſo long covered with the ſnow, 
that the inhabitants find it very difficult to 
maintain any conſiderable number of cattle 
Hough the winter, |

The Indian trade is the main buſineſs of 
this country, and takes off ſo many of their 
labourers, that they often fall ſhort of grain 
for their annual ſubſiſtence. 

The Fzxzxcn, being naturally ſlaves, ea- 
fily become ſawages, marry,and live amongſt 
them, as freer than their domeſtic ſtate z but 
this, however it takes off from agriculture, 
tends conſiderably to the improvement of 
their trade. Theſe fellows are called coureurs 
de bois, and live on a parity with the c In- 
dians, They do not by this forget their coun- 
try, but taſting the benefit of a better acquifi- 
tion than they could make by labour at home, 
are very adroit in managing the Indian traffic 
at once to their own advantage, and to that 
of their country. 

To ſupport theſe and the Indians in alli- 
ance, and to cut off as much as poſſible a 
trade with our colonies, they have conſtruct - 
ed various forts, that make a Kind of chain 
from Montreal to New Orleans, 

A little below Montreal, where the Iroguoit 
river enters St. Laurence's, is fort Sorel; and 
the midway between that and lake Champlain 
is fort Chambli, and about 100 miles north 
by eaſt of Crown-point, On lake Ontario, 
about 60 miles north of ours, at Orzweys, is 
fort Frontiniac; one other they call Denou- 
ville at Niaguara, and another on the canal 
of communication between the Huron's and 
Erry lake, beſides thoſe capital forts at Crown- 
paint and on the Ohio, and a great number of 
fockados to compleat the chain, 

In the principal of theſe, as in the towns, 
garriſons are maintained at the king's EX = 
pence, which at once adds ſtrength to the 
colonies, and circulates a good deal of run- 
ning caſh, which gives vigour and ſpirit to 
their trade. But after all, there ſeems more 
of whim than probability of ſutceſs in com- 
pleating this national chain, that wants ſe- 
veral millions of people to make it appear of 
any other conſequence than ſometimes inter- 
rupting our interchange of commerce with 
the diſtant Indians; and it ſeems almoſt as 
ridiculous, that the Eng/iſÞ, having ſuch a 
vaſt "ſuperiority, ſhould ſuffer this chain to 
have any links ſubſiſting, upon which I do 
not chuſe at preſent to make a. very natural 
reflection. 

The diſtance between Qu x RN σ and New 
Orleans is at leaſt 700 leagues, the way they 
are oblig'd to travel; it is a journey by the 
lakes of three months from Canada, and three 
times as much back, the ſtream being againſt 
them; and the diſtance by ſea, if that was 
any thing to the purpoſe, near a thouſand 
leagyes. How weak and il] ſupported then 
muſt this chain be, and in conſequence, how 
eaſily broke and deſtroyed by very moderate 
numbers! It therefore ſeems to me better to 
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deſtroy theſe than build any our ſelves, as 
numbers cannot want forts; tho', where 
numbers are not, forts may be requiſite; 
however, it ſeems to me, that if we cannot 
beat them out of their forts, there is no rea- 
ſon to expect that we ſhall be able to main- 
tain any we may build. 

Acadia, or Non Scotia is bounded on the 
north by the gulph and river of St. Laurence, 
on the eaſt partly by the ſaid gulph, which 
divides it from Newfoundland, and partly 
by the Atlantic ocean; on the ſouth by the 
great opening of the Bay of Fundy, and on 
the weſt by part of the ſaid Bay, and by a 
continent of unknown weſtern extent, and is 
from north to ſouth, from the entrance of 
the river St. Laurence in the latitude of 50, 
to cape Sable in the lat. 43, eight degrees, or 
552, miles of 69 to a degree. The principal 
ſettlements in this country are Anapolis royal 
and Hallifax, and the Engliſp inhabitants are 
now computed at 5 or 6000, the French ſub- 
jects of the crown of England at about 15000, 
but not to be depended upon, in reſpect to 
our valuation of the ſtrength of the country. 
Anapolis is a tolerable fortification, ſeated 
on the upper part of a fine harbour in the 
Bay of Fundy, and in about the lat. of 44 ; 
and is the only harbour of note on the weſt 
fide. On the eaſt and S. caſt are many fine 
harbours, but principally that of Chebu#o, 
within which is the !ow0n of Halifax ; this 
is the only regular plan*d town in the _— 
dominions, except Philadelphia, and the 
reaſon of both is, that they were built on a 
form'd plan ; this has ſour ſtreets each way 
on the ſquare, croſſing each other at right 
angles; the houſes are tolerably built, and 
the number of inhabitants, including the gar- 
riſon, about 4500. It is fortify*d by a ſingle 
line and five regular baſtions, and the har- 
bour is one of the fineſt in the world. Over 
the Jbmus a communication is gradually 
forming between this town and Anapalis 
Royal, which, when compleated, will cover 
a large extent of country to the ſouthward, 
Hallifax is finely fituated for commanding 
the eaſt coaſt fiſhery, formerly carried on 
from Cauſeaux, The fhip-timber here is of 
quickei growth than in Canada, and in great 
plenty; and altho*, conſidering the latitude, 
the winters are very ſevere, yet is the ſoil ca- 
pable of producing moſt of the grains, roots 
and herbage,common to Great Britain: and 
as the people increaſe and flouriſh, a trade 
will naturally enſuc, and thence encouraging 
more people to come over, this ſettlement 
may in a moderate courſe of time be alone 
a match for Canada on this tide, as New 
Ergland is on the other; it being reaſon- 
ble to think, that this co/ony will grow 
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faſter than Canada, as being a much better 
climate. 

I ſhall for the preſent paſs by the reſpec. 
tive iſlands of Cape Breton, Newfoundland, 
&c, as not material to the point in view, 
and as breaking into the connection of our 
power and intereſt on the continent, 

New England, generally ſo called, and the 
next in order, is divided into four provinces, 
the Maſſachuſets, Hampſhire, Connecticut and 
Rhode land: Taking thefour provinces to- 
gether, they are ſeated between the lat. 41 
and 45, and67 and 73 weſt longitude, bound- 
ed on the N. ⁊ueſ by Canada, on the N. eaft 
by the Bay of Fundy and Nova Scotia, on the 
eaſt and 2 by the Atlantic ocean, and on 
the we by New York, extending in length 
about 300 miles, and in breadth in ſome parts 
about 200 miles, 

The whole province of New Hampſbire, in- 
cluded in one county, is to the northward of 
the Maſſachuſets, but has the province of 
Main, part of the Maſſachuſets, between it 
and Nova Scotia. It is, as I take it, within 
the boundaries of this province that the fort 
ſo much talk*d of, at Crown-point, is con- 
ſtructed by the French, as you ſee it in the 
map on the point of /ake Champlain, which 
ſeems to receive its waters from the river 
St. Laurence, by a ſtream from Trois Rivieres 
extending thereto, but on the contrary,is one 
of the ſtreams that feeds St. Laurence, and 
has its ſource in that Jake, in the opening 
between which and the higher ſtream of 
St, Laurence, and ſo down to the /ake Erric on 
the back of New England, New York, and 
Penſilvania, is the country of the Iroguois, 

In 1742, an account was taken, and the 


whole inhabitants of this province found to, 


be twenty-ſix thouſand, and computed by 
the increaſe ſince to be now about 30000, 

The Mufſachuſets are divided into eleven 
counties, and thoſe again into one hundred 
fiſty-three rownſbip3 ; theſe townſhips are not 
known by a contiguity of houſes, but by a 
meaſure of four, five, or fix miles ſquare, 
wherein the inhabitants are pretty much 
ſcattered : Bos rox, the capital, is, however, 
a large, compact and well built town ; it 
contained in 1742, 1719 dvelling houſes, 166 
wwarebouſes, 16382 white people, and 1514 
Negroes; and in the whole colony, about 
200000 ſouls, 

Rhode ifland, including Providence planta- 
tions, is divided into four counties. which 
comprize 24townſhips. By an exact account 
taken in 1748, there were in this colony 
28439 Whites, $077 Negroes, and 1257 In- 
dians, and the increaſe fince may he to the 
amount of 3 5000, the utmoſt that can well be 
ſuppoſed, ; :

Con nett cut is divided into five counties, and 
within them are ſixty- eight town ſhips. As 
all males from fixteen to ſeventy pay a poll- 
tax, their numbers may he the more readily 
computed ; as it may again by the number of 
their Militia, which are from the age of fix- 
teen to fifty, and in 1749, were 16,000, 
which number multiplied by five, ſeems to 
me the full amount, being $0,000, but this 
alone much over balances Canada, by an ac- 
count we are certain in, as is that of the 
Militia. 

Taking again the four provinces together, 
they have many advantages over Canada in 
ſoil, climate and ſituation for trade, having 
in them ſeven fine navigable rivers and ca- 
pacious harbours eaſily entered, and as 
they carry on a great traffic, are probably 
richer and more at eaſe than the French, and 
therefore likely to he more reſorted to, ang 
to propagate faſter, 

New-York government was found in 
1752 to contain 65,000 inhabitants, and the 
_— in the city to be 1500, and is ſaid fince 
to have received a confiderable foreign in- 
creaſe, but that heing ſo ſhort a ſpace paſt, 
cannot, as ſome writers have done, think 
of making them now to be 100,000, not 


ſeeing the poſſibility of ſuch an increaſe, even 


ſuppoſe the town is calculated ſeparately, 
and indeed I ſhould imagine that 30,000 is 
an ample ſum, and more than my calcula- 
tion will admit, even ſuppoſe a miſtake in 
my authority of ten years forward. This: 
town has ſomething the advantage of Beſton, 
in having equally a fine harbour and that 
longer open. in the winter, which is a con- 
liderable article in point of trade, it being 
in the lat. 400 40 Weſt long. 479 4, ſeat- 
ed on an iſland at the mouth of Hudſon's ri- 
ver, about fourteen miles long and about 
three broad ; the province is divided into ten 
counties, of which Albany makes the moſt 
confiderable figure except New-York, as its 
chief town'of the fame name is the frontier 
or the colony to the north, and for that rea- 
ſon fortified and garriſon'd, and is about one 
hundred and fifty miles up Hudſon's river a- 


hove New-York city, Here likewiſe moſt 


uſually the Sachems or chiefs of the Iroquois 
meet the governors of our northern colonies to 
renew their alliances, and concert meaſures 
for their mutual defence againſt the common 
enemy. 

Nzw IZ ASEY, or more properly the ea 
and wwe [xr&EYS ; ea Ferſey extends one 
part along the fea coaſt, and the other on 
Hudſor”s river, from a certain port called 
little Egg- barbour, to that part of the ſame 
river that is in lat, 41. divided from wef 
£19 by a line drawn from Egg- harbour, or 
'Creſwick river, Stony river, and the ſouth 
branch of Baritan, Its extent on the coaf, 
and on Hudſon's river is abovt too miles, its 
breadth very unequal ; weft Ferſey is divid- 
ed from it again by a north and ſouth line, 


and togethercontain, or are divided into eight 


counties, ſome ſay twelve; I do not know 
which is right. The principal town of ea 
goly is Amboy, at the mouth of the river 


aritan, and the capital of weft Ferſey is 


Burlington, ſeated on an iſland in the middle 
of Delawar river, to the northward of Phi- 
ladelpbia. The computation of inhabitants 
in both the Fer ſeys 1749 was 50,000, but I 
am pretty well informed, that is the utmoſt 
at this time. 


Pzns1LyANTA, though one of the lateſt 


planted colonies, has by a rapid increaſe, but 
one way to be accounted for, become of a 
ſudden the moſt populovs of all the — 
colonies, It is divided from the Fe-r/eys by 


the river Dela wor, that has its ſource a- 


mongſt the Iroquois, and is navigable about 
two hundred miles, e - is the capi- 
tal, and generally eſteemed the fineft town in 
the Britiſh dominions conſidered all together, 
it is ſeated in lat. 400 30 . The form is an 
oblong of two miles, extending from the ri- 
ver Delawar to another called Schoollill, 
and each front to theſe rivers one mile, In 
the centre of the town is a ſquare of ten acres, 
and each quarter of the city a ſquare af eight 
acres, The main ftreet is one hundred feet 
wide, parallel to which is eight ſtreets, four 
on each fide, and theſe are traverſed at right 
angles by twenty more, all of 30 feetwide, 
with a fine quay, and other maritime con- 
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veniencies ; the houſes are generally built of 
brick, well glazed, and covered, inſtead of 
Nite or tile, with a kind of clap-board ſawn 
into ſquares, In 1749 the number of houſes 
were two thouſand and ſeventy-fix, with 
eleven houſes of public worſhip; and in 1753, 
they were ſaid to be increaſed to vo thou- 
ſand three hundred, or there abouts. A little 
before king William's death, the inhabitants 
' were ſcarcely 1400c—the increaſe by Eng: 
ſince that time, from England, and in the 
colony, is about 126, o and by foreigners, 
chiefly Germans, about 110, o, in all 
a c, oo; the neareſt computation of the 
preſent ſubſiſting inhabitants. 

MARYLAND, the next adjoining colony, 

is ſituate between lat. 38 and 430%, log. 

44 and 489, The north ond of the bay of 
Cheſcpeak divides Maryland into two parts, 
called the eaftern and weſtern ſnores. It is 
bounded on the eaſt by part of Penſiluvania 
and the Atlantic ocean, on the ſouth by Vi- 
ginia, and on the weſt by the Apalachean 
mountaips, the extent from north to ſouth is 
about 140 miles, and from eaſt to weſt, as it 
reſpects what is really ſcttled, about 100 
miles. There has not been any exact ac- 
count taken of the wvhite inLabitants, for there 
being no conſiderable towns, we can only 
gueſs at the number, by an account we have 
of Virginia, which being computed at ninery 
thouſand, and this province rather fewer, 
_  -we-tuppoſe there may be about 85, coo. 

VII SIR IA is ſituate between 36 and 399, 
lat. 74 and 600 long. It has the riyer Potoww- 
mac on the N. E, the Ar/antic ocean on the 
eaſt, Carolina cn the ſouth, and the Afalache- 
an mountains pn the weſt, extending from 
north to ſouth about 240 miles, and from eaſt 
to weſt about 120 miles ſettled, In this co/o- 
ny, as in Maryland, there are not any noted 
towns, the inhabitants living much diſperſed 
for the convenience of enlarging their plan- 
tations, ſo thgt our computation of inhabi- 
tants refults principally from the Militia 
roll, by which, and accounting exempts, Cc. 
we ſay, as before, that the amount is a- 
bout ninety thouſand, 

CAROLINA is divided into two provin- 
ces, the north and ſouth 3 north Carelina is

The capital of both Carolinas is Cha les 
teton, ſituate in 22 degrees 45 minutes, it 
had in 1739, 450 houſes, and a conſiderable 
number of warehouſes ; it was then burnt 
down, and has been ſince rebuilt handſomer, 
and now has about fix hundred houſes, It is 
thought that there are more inhabitants in 
the north than in South Carolina, though not 
any ſignificant towns ; ſome ſay, that in 
the north are 45cco whites, but as it is a. 
greed that the two provinces do not confi. 
dcrably differ, and as in South Carolina their 
Militia is not above ooo, therefore giving 
the north provinces 35000, and the ſouth 
30,000, ſeems to be nearer a right calcula. 
tion than any now extant, 

Georgta is bounded by the Savannab river 
on the north, by the Indian country on the 
weſt, by a line drawn athwart the upper part 
of the Peninſula of Florida to the out-fall of 
the river San Matheo on the ſouth, and by 
the Atlantic cceon on the caſt, between the 
lat, 30 35! and 329 15', or thereabouts. 
As this is but a modern ſettlement, and 
has varied in a ſhort ſpace very conſiderably, 
the neareſt compuratjon of its inhabitants is 
about 6coo. 

This is the loweſt computation ever made 
of the inhabitarts of America, and I have 
ſome reaſon to think it much nearer the truth 
than any other extant—The amount then of 
whites is 986,00 - One ſixth of theſe males 
capable of labour, or what are uſually called 
fighting men, is 164,200, and ſuppoſe, as is 
calculated on the part of France, one fourth 
of theſe may on proper emergencies be ſpared 
for the war, amount to 41050, nearly the 
number of all the inhabitants in New France, 
except Louiſiana, not eſteemed to have more 
than fx or /even thouſand inhabitants, in- 
cluding the auxiliary Indians, And the rea- 
der will readily perceive that my computa- 
ticn is highly in tavour of Frence, and con- 
ſequently, that the French power on that 
ſide, is 1ather to be guarded againſt in the 
increaſe, than in any reſpect to terriſy us in 
the preſent, and that it is more our buſineſs 
to deſtroy the forts they ere, than to build 
apy of our own. And as that upon the 06ro 
and at Crowwn- joint ſeem the moſt terrible, I 
ſhall now, by way of concluſion, attempt to 
open that matter to the reader, 

Crozwn-point, as has been obſerved beſore 
is at the head of the Laxx Champlain, an 
as we underſtand it within the province 0 

0 Hampſhire, and being on the frontier o 
our ſtrongeſt colonies, is very differently 
conſtrued and garriſoned from any other on 
that fide, The French propoſe by this, a} 
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T-diant, and to make it a kind of frontier 
garriſon to the country they have invaded 
on the ſouth fide of St. Lawrence river, where 
we ſay, they have not a right to be at all, 
but as this fort neighbours on New Hamp- 

ire ſettlements, and is in the. country of 
the Troqueis. It ſeems wonderful how it 
happened, that either the Engliſb or Indians 
permitted the French to build a fort there, as 
I cannot find a clear account of this matter, 
it is very natural to conclude, a ſtrange indo- 
lence or negligence Comewherez however, as 
that does not regard our preſent enquiry, it 
may not be amiſs to obſerve, that thoſe who 
are ſaid to be ready and able to take Qu xr - 
BEC, Cannot be under any difficulty in de- 
ſtroying a fort, not in any reſpe& of equal 
capacity to reſiſt, and at certain ſeaſons of 
the year incapable of reinforcement, and 
as with the deſtruction of this fort, all com- 
plaints againſt the French will ceaſe on that 
ſide, the execution ſeems ſpeedily neceſſary. 

The fort or forts on the Obio, I know not 
which, for all our accounts are ſtrangely 
confuſed, the river whereon one or more is, 
or are ereted by the French, is properly 
within the province of Virginia. This fa- 
mous river has its ſource in ſome ſmall lakes 


on the back of Netw York province, to the 


weſtward of the Alligany 1 
of the Iroquois, and eaſ of the lake Errie, 
its courſe is neareſt ſouth veſt, ſupplied with 
various ſtreams, and paſſing through a fine 
country for ſeveral hundred miles long, 
in about the lat. 370 and long. of 899, it falls 
into the great river Miſſiſipi. 

The chief inhabitants about this river at 
preſent, are the Twigrwvis, equal in number 
to the Iroquois, and equally free and inde- 
pendant, with this nation or others on the 
Ohio, The Engliſh have traded for near a 
century, but the French having ever fince 
their firſt ſettlement on the Miſſiſi pi in 1699, 
been crawling up that river, and building 
forts as they proceeded, at lengtli got into 
the Ou 10, and there erected what we are 
now contending about, But here again we 
are under the ſame amazement as at Crown- 
point, for our writers tell us, that when the 
Engliſh only propoſed to build a fort on that 
river, the natives even took the attempt a- 
miſs, though bur friends, and were deter- 
mined to prevent it; and as they ſay at the 
fame time, that the French had no particular 
friendſhip with them, yet that they permit. 
ted the Fa EN to build thoſe in diſpute ; 
nor as I can find, are they defirous that we 
ſhould deſtroy them, which ſeems truely pro 
blematical, | . 

In anſver to this, one of our late writers 
on the ſubject, gives the following extraor- 


dinary reaſon.— . He ſays, it is probable. 
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the French would not have been able to com- 
paſs their purpoſe, had not the Indians either 
ſtood neuter, or deſerted our party ; therea- 
ſon of their ſo deſerting us ſeems to be, that 
we propoſed to have built a fort and meaſur- 
ed out ſome /ands, therefore no wonder they 
ſhould take part with the French, who o- 
penly declared their deſign of eſtabliſhing 
themſelves, than with the Exgliſb who were 
clandeſtinely depriving them of their lands, 
at the time they profeſſed ſriendſhip, which 
reaſoning in hrief is this. That thoſe who 
robbed the Indians publickly, were leſs cul- 
pable in their opinions, than thoſe who pri- 
vately intended it ; perhaps this may be the 
Indian way of reaſoning, but it may not be 
amiſs to ſay there is ſomething ſavage in it. 
For though I would not juſtify fraud, yet I 
do not conceive how an intention to commit 
it, is worſe than an act of violence. 

In ſhort, until theſe matters are better 
cleared up, or better reaſons given, why, 
or wherefore this or that has happened, 2 
much in favour of the French, and to our 
detriment, we muſt conclude againſt our- 
ſelves, that the French are either more fair 
in their dealings, more f:/ful managers, or 
more diligent in the execution of their purpo- 
ſes ; or that while the Engliſb are cloſely at- 
tending to the improving what they have, 
the French alacrity is carrying them on, 
to graſp at what they have no means of im- 
proving. . 'Theſe idea! purſuits of that vola- 
tile nation have a very bad effect on the phlegs 
matic diſpoſition of the Engliſh, and figures 
their flights according to our own poet thus, 


Sometimes woe ſee a cloud that's dragoniſh, 
A — — lite à bear, — 
A tower d citadel, or pendant rock, 
—_— mountain, or blue promontory 

ith trees upon t, that nod unto the world 
And mock our eyes with air, 


At the ſame time, as theſe flying people, by 
a piece of dextrous ſmithery, {ink t2vo colo- 
nies together of at leaſt twelve hundred miles 
diſtance, and propoſe after the examples of 
Cortez and Pizarro, to command ſuch an 
extent of country with a handful of men, a- 
gainſt all the reaſons of number, courage, 


and ſkill, we may ſay of the Frenchman, as

Between GroxGrA and the Mififpi is 
the —_— of Florida, in poſſeſſion of tis 
Spaniards, and hath one teu on it ſlightly 
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fortified, called St, Auguſtine ; the boundary 
of this little province is marked off on the 
map as obſerved before by a pricked line, 
ſo that the Spaniards have it very diſtin 
and entire from any way interfering with 
either the Engli/h or French ; between the 
Peninſula and the Miſſiſipi areſeveralſtreams 
that empty themſelves into the gulpb of Mexi- 
co, but none navigable by ſhipping. 
The Miſiſ ppi, as the French report, has 
its ſource in the vicinity of Canada. Its firſt 
courſe is to the S. E. and in the lat. of 45 
turns almoſt due ſouth, continuing that 
courſe until in the lat. 300 and long. 95 
it diſcharges itſelf into the gulph of Mexico, 
where it has feveral openiugs occafioned by 
various ſand banks, that in fome meaſure bar 
the entrance. The notion of writers is, that 
none but ſmall ſhips can enter, but we are 
apprized of the contrary, by the French ſhips 
that trade there, 

The ſettlement of this country, by the 
French, is ſo late as 1712, and the Spaniards 
permitting it, conſidering the ſituation, can 
only be accounted for by the unhappy con- 
nett ion of intereſts at that time between the 
courts of France and Spain; however it doth 
not appear their progreſs has been very ſwiſt, 
nor can the trade be very important to France, 
as the climate is calculated only to raiſe ſuch 
commodities as would prejudice thoſe at 
home, and therefore muſt chiefly depend on 
an illicit trade with the Spaniards, which is 
indeed what the colony principally ſubfiſts by, 
Tue only fown in this province is New 
Orleans, ſeated about one hundred and twenty 


miles up the ſtream, it was founded in 151, 
but not much inhabited until after the famous 
Mifffipi bubble, when it falling into the hands 
of the crown, it became confiderably im. 
proved and fortified. The patentees had be. 
fore built a fort at the mouth of the river, 
and fince thete have been two more conſi- 
derably above Nu Orleans, for the benefit of 
trade. I do not any where find a preciſe 
Fate of this town at preſent, but it is gene- 
rally ſuppoſed to be about the ſize of Charles 
town in South Carolina; it has one way or 
another a very pretty trade, and may pro. 
bably contain between tao and three thou. 
ſand inhabitants, and the whole colony 3. 
bout 4 or 5000 whites, the utmoſt we have 
been able to diſcover. That they have an 
illicit trade with the Spaniards is out of doubt, 
from prizes taken in the late war; but this 
is ſaid to be only carried on by particular 
ple, by ſome authority, and the genera- 
ity little the better for it. And in conclu- 
ſion, it is to be obſerved, that if it be con- 
Venient for the Spaniards to tranſmit their 
ivate property this way from Neo Mexico, 
hey will certainly do it, as a conſiderable 
ſaving in both freight and indulto, and the 
French at ths ſame time be handſome gain- 
ers, by freight, commiſſion and remittance ; 
butthis may one day convince both Spaniards 
and Engliſh, that the court of France acted 
wiſely when they made this ſettlement, and 
Which on our part is only now to be amend- 
ed, by preventing any kind of union between 
this colony and CAN ADA.

T is preſumed that moſt of our Readers 
either underſtand or delight in Muſic, or 
at leaſt will be pleaſed with an Account and 
Deſcription of the LyrR1cnorD, which, 
(to uſe the Inventor's own Words) is the 
moſt curious muſical Inſtrument ever in- 
rented ; we are told by him, that it has coſt 
him 500 Pounds and 20 Years Study and 
Application to compleat it, and that it is 
now brought to a great Degree of Perfection. 
That it imitates the Violin, Baſs-Yiolin and 
Fuble Baſs ; and tho? it has no Pipes, yet, 
when play*d full, it reſembles a perfect Or- 
tan; and is touch*d by Keys, like an Harp- 
chord. That it admits of playing /oud and 
n, and the c/oſe Shake ; as alſo of ſwelling 
any fingle Note or many Notes together by 
the ſingle Preſſure of the Fingers, But, 
what is moſt of all ſurprizing, and indeed 
incredible if not ſeen, yet plainly demonſtra- 
ble to every one) itt Strings newer go out of 
Jure, as long as the Materials of which the 
Inſtrument conſiſts remain entire. A Thing 
hitherto deem' d impoſſible to find out. 

This is the Author's Account of his Ma- 
chine, to make 200d which, and to gratify 
the Curioſity of the Public, we have given a 
perſpective of the Whole laid open, and ſhall 
here ſubjoin a conciſe Deſcription of the eſ- 
ſential Parts thereof, having firſt premiſed, 
that they conſiſt of five Syſtems of Strings; 
each Syſtem of three Bars or Sets of Strings; 
and four Strings in each, except one Set of 
the longeſt of all, which has but 3 Strings; 
ſo that upon the whole there are 59 Strings 
in the Inſtrument. Theſe Strings are ſeve- 
ally ſtretched by Weights appended to Le- 
vers, and made to ſound by being drawn 
down on the Periphery of moving Wheels to 
be teuch' d by them inſtead of the Quilis in a 
common Harpfichord, or a Bow in the Vo- 
lr.kind, Therefore, 

a b e f repreſents the Syſtem of 59 Braſs 
Levers ; on the inmoſt Fnd of each Lever is 
Part of the Circumference cf a Circle (ſome- 
what more than a Quadrant) in the Centre 
of which Circle is an Axis upon which the 
Lever is ſupported and moves on a proper 
Fulcrum, Theſe circular Parts all appear in 
a Row from e to /. 

From a to b on the under Side of each Le- 
rer is hung a long cylindric Weight of Lead 
about an Inch in Diameter, more or leſs, 
which anſwers the Purpoſe of a Ballance or 
Puſe to the Lever when barely connected 
with the String. : 

From c to 4 appear the Screws by which 
te Weights are moved forwards and back- 


wards on the Levers, proportion'd in ſuch a 
Manner as to give a due Degree of Tenſion to 
each reſpective String, In tuning the Inſtru- 
ment theſe Screws are moved with a Key, 
and conſequently the Weight, till the String 
acquires its proper Tone; and when once 
they are put in Tune, they muſt always re- 
main ſo, (unleſsdiſordered by Accident) be. 
cauſe they are always under the ſame De. 
gree-of Tenſion from the equal Action of the 
Weights, And in this conſiſts the peculiar 
Nature and Artifice of the LVR ICMHORD. 
Note, the Weights we now ſpeak of, are 
long, wide, and thin, that they may move 
freely by each other under the Levers. 

From e to f appear the circular Arches at 
the End of the Levers, as was ſaid before ; 
in each of theſe a Pin is fix*d near the Le- 
ver, on which is put the Loop of Braſs Wires, 
or Silten Strings, which on the other End 
are connected with the muſical Strings, and 
by which they are itretch'd, and eaſily taken 
on or off. | 

From ; to k are the Bridges on which the 
<trings are ſtrain'd in each Syſtem, and 
which terminate their muſical Length on 
this Part, 

From i to m is a Row of Braſs Jacks (as 
we may call them) one to each String, which 
hang upon the String by two Hooks; and 
when put into Motion, draw the String 
down on the Wheel. They are put into 
Motion by the Keys which are touch'd by 
the Hand of the Muſician as in a Harpſi- 
chord ; only, by a double Lever below, theſe 
move downward, as they, by a ſingle one, 
move upwards. The Hooks on the Tops of 
the Jacks are adapted to the Strings, by a 
Nut and Screw. 

In the open Part n op are placed the Wheel: 
and Pullrys on an Axle about $5 or 6 Inches 
long, and ſo that the Perimeter of the Wheels 
in each Set is but a little below the Strings; 
for one Wheel ſuffices for a Set of 4 Strings: 


there are therefore 3 Wheels in a Syſtem, - 


and 15 in the whole, The Surfaces of theſe 
are fitted in a proper Manner to ſtrike the 
Strings when by the Jacks they are drawn 
down upon them for a momentary Touch, 
Inſtead of Ren they apply Tale, ſome- 
times, to the Surface of the Wheels. They 
are about - 4 Inches in Diameter and moved 
by the Machinery within-fide, all at once, 
and with different Velocities, thoſe which 
touch the ſhorteſt Strings moving faſteſt,

In the Space p g r s lie all the Syſtems of

The Fort at Beauſejour (in Engliſh the 
Fair Refidence) taken from the French, as 
alſo that of Bay Verte, were both built by 
them fince the Peace of Aix la Chapelle, 
Theſe Forts ſtand about twelve Miles aſun- 
der, on both Sides of the Iſtmus of Nova 
Scotio ; Beauſejour, in the Bottom of the 
Bay of Fundy, and Bay Verte, in the 
South- weſt Side of the Peninſula. From 
theſe Forts the French bave furniſhed the 
Cape Sable or Mickmac, and the Iſland'of 
St. ſohn Indians, who make 300 fighting 
Men, with Arms, Provifion, and Cloath- 


ing. With theſe Indians the French have 


conſtantly harraſſed our Infant Colony.of 
Nova Scotia, and reduced it frequently to 
great Diſtreſs, by carrying off the Engliſh, 
and ſcalping Numbers, and by deſtroying 
their Plantations. One Night theſe Indians, 
with diſguiſed French, ſurprized the Village 
of Dartmouth, burnt the Houſes, and put 
all the Inhabitants to Death, When the 
French had built the above Forts, - they 


| threatened to deſtroy all the French Sub- 


jects of England, if they did not retreat be- 
hind theſe Forts, which obliged them to 
deſtroy their Settlements, and put them- 
ſelves under their Protection. eſe are 
the People called Acadians in the Treaty of 
Capitulation; and they became the Sub- 
jects of Great Britain, when Nova Scotia 
was reduced in 1710. There are about ten 
or fifteen Thouſand of theſe French Neu- 
trals, as they are called in the Province. 
But by the Succeſs of his Majeſty's Arms in 
reducing theſe Places, theſe People who 
were lately turned dangerdus Enemies, will 
be reduced to become Subjects of the Crown 
of England. The Infant Colony of Nova 
Scotia, by keeping Poſſeſſion of theſe Forts, 
will be preſerved from the Depredation of 
theſe Indians; and when the Fort at St. 
John's River is ſubdued, all the Province 
of Nova Scotia will be reduced, and brought

HE other night being retir*d from the 

toil of the day, I amuſed myſelf till 
bed-time in perufingLeland*s View of Deiftical 
Writers. After my candle was extinguiſhed 
I refleted for ſome time on what I read, till 
ſleep came upon me; when the ſubject of my 
waking thoughts impreſſed itſelf fo ſtrong- 
ly, that it employed my fancy for the re- 
mainder of the night in the following dream. 
Methought I beheld a female in a white 
robe, with an olive branch in her hand: a 
ſun was embroidered in the middle of her 
boſom, which emitted a radiance that 


ſtrengthened, not dazzled the eyes of the be- 


holder. With an air that expreſſed majeſty 
and affection, ſhe pointed to a temple that 
ſtood at ſome diſtance. As ſoon as I deſcried 
it, I felt none of the tumults of curioſity 
working in my breaſt, but reading in her 
eyes that it was her defire, that I ſhould ex- 
amine its inſide, I went towards it, As I 
approached I obſerved that the avenues were 
declining, and that they were beſpread with 
roſes, and perfumed with fragrance, which 
rendered the way not only eaſy but agreea- 
ble, The firſt thing I obſerved on my en- 
trance was, that though the ſun ſeemed then 
in its meridian, they had excluded its ſplen- 
dors, and erected a dim ruſh-light taper, in 
the moſt conſpicuous part of the building, 
over which was wrote in golden characters, 
THE SUN, As I turned myſelf round. to 
view the various parts ofthe edifice, I could 
perceive a great many perſons employed a- 
bout the windows in ſtopping up every crack, 
for fear the light of heaven ſhould by any 
means ſteal in and eclipſe the ſplendor of the 
taper, Having for ſome time given a looſe 
to my aſtoniſhment at ſo odd a circumſtance, 
I applied myſelf to take a more particular 
view of every thing that might ſeem worthy 
of my notice, I then turned my eyes weſt- 
ward towards the taper and could then per- 
celve à throne, on which was ſeated the ge- 


nius of the place. He appeared of no deſpĩ- 
cable form : age had not made any furrows 
in his countenance, nor had care much 
wrinkled his brow, He was clad ina robe 
of the ſame colour with that of my guide, 
which was furniſhed by AryrzcTATION, 
who ſat at his right hand: his crown lay on 
a cuſhion on his left, which was guarded by 
VANt T, and behind ſtood SINGULARI- 
T Y inthe quality of his train bearer. As I caſt 
my eyes further downwards Iob{erveda great 
many more of his retinue, whoſe names I 
could not then diſcover : amongſt thoſe that 
I knew, was P=zDaANTR&rY in the robes of 
LzARNING, Wir in the garb of JupG-, 
MENT, and Do0GMAT18M in the clothes of 
Rzason, I was going to enquire of my. 
guide the name of the perſonage, who. was: 
thus attended, when I accidentally caſt my 
eye on a label, that was over the throne, 
and inſcribed DEISM. As this whetted my 
curioſity, I was now reſolved to examine 
more minutely every thing within the edi- 
fice, and applied myſelf firſt to the pictures, 
with which the walls were quite covered, 
The pieces ſeemed at the firſt glance to be 
performed in a maſterly manner; and by 
the glare of the colours and ſplendor of the 
frames, invited and dazzled the fight at the 
ſame time. On a nearer inſpection, you 
cannot conceive how great was my diſap- 
pointment : for what, at a diſtance ſeemed” 
to vindicate the pencil of a Titian, when I 
came cloſer, appeared beneath the touch of 
the meaneſt fem:/þ dauber, It would be te- 
dious, if not impoſſible, to recount the ſub- 
je& of every piece, let it ſuffice to mention 
the moſt ſtriking only. The firſt piece that 
intruded itſelf on my ſight, was of the hiſts- 
rical kind, and repreſented the depravity of 
the chriſtians in the fifth century, It was 
indeed very much laboured, diſguſted the 
ſpectator by too great a ſhew of art, was in 
ſome places void of proportion, and had its 
P capital 
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eapital images bigger than life, Next this 
hung a piece of no mean kind; this was a 
Full length of Julian: but I could diſcover 
very few features of the apoſtate, nor in- 
deed ſhould I ever have known it had been in- 
tended for him, had it not been for the frag- 
ment of an epiſtle, which was ſubſcribed 
with his name, and laid on a tablenear him. 
The face expreſſed fo much humanity, o- 
penneſs of heart and benevolence, that it 
would have paſſed better for the picture of 
the chriſtian biſhop he ordered to be mur- 
dered, than for the emperor himſelf, Be- 
Jow this hung a piece of Chriſ, riding on an 
aſs, cfo with thorns, and holding a 
reed in his hand ; he was furrounded with a 
crowd, whoſe countenances betrayed the 
greateſt degree of admiration, joined with 
the moſt profound ſtupidity. On the fide 
of it was. Mobammed adorned with all the 
regalia of eaſtern pomp, ſurrounded” by a 
— — Fanizaries, holding a Koran in his 
left hand, and a drawn ſabre in his right, I 
perceiv'd that the painter had endeavoured 
to deſcribe ſome features in the countenances 
of theſe perſonages fo nearly alike, that they 
might have appeared to ignorant and indo- 
lent ſpeRators to belong to the ſame family. 
Above this hung another piece, that gave 
me no leſs diſguſt, it was Suyzx3TITION 


with her left hand bathed in blood, in her 


right ſhe held an hoſt, her eyes were fixed 
on a crucifix, B16oTxy ſupported her tot- 
tering „ VIoI ENI ed out hago of 
gold at her feet, and IGN o ANR was 
burning incenſe to her: over her head was 
wrote in capitals, CHRISTTANITY, The 
ſight of this was ſo painful that I turned 
from it abruptly : and looking the ge- 
nius in the face, obſerved him eying the two 
laſt pieces with a fingular ſatisfaction, and 
2 joyous triumph. As ſeveral bronzes and 
ſtatues were diſperſed round the room, I 
thought them not unworthy my attention, 
On the right hand of the throne was the ſta- 
 tueofScryTIc18m, devouring its own off- 
ſpring. Near this was MoDesTy very much 
mutilated, Oppoſite to this, was a kind of 
a Coloifus, caſt in braſs, of an excellent 
workmanſhip, it was Pa DE trampling un- 
der his feet Knowtzpcz, and Insr1t a- 
T10N, who were at the ſame time caſting 
the moſt affectionate regards of pity on him. 
At a little diſtance. I thought 1 ived a 
copy of the two famous Gladiators, but on 
2 nearer inf; , found they were two 
apoſtles, St, Paul and Peter carved in chat 
attitude, by a Librarian, and by him pre- 
bented privately to the genius, Vn the ſouth 


— 
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fide of the fabric I perceived a door open, 
and by the defire of my guide, who was all 
this inviſible, I made up towards it, 
and found it led to another apartment which 
I was informed was called the fchool. Here 
all the diſciples were initiated in the princi - 
ples of the genius ; the maſter of the ſchool, 
whio diſcovered great warmth in his coun. 
tenance, was named PxzJuDicex, he was. 
the only Son of Pass10wm and Inconsr. 
DERATENESS, and in his features reſem- 
bled both his parents. He held in his hands 
a quarto volume very pompouſly printed and 
bound, which was a compilation of all the 
moſt celebrated pieces that were wrote in 
vindication of the rights of the Genius : the 
noble author, who had left it as a legacy for 
the uſe of the ſchool, had his ſtatue erected 
in the middle, with this remarkable motto, 
GzxxATER AND BETTER, At that time 
I muſt confeſs, that I was at a lofs to affix 
any Idea to the words, but now recolle& I 
have met with the ſame inſcription on a 
monument in Batterſea church, which is 
equally unintelligible, The binding was of 
maſſy gold, which was neither caſt, nor chaſ« 
ed, but formed into its preſent dimenſions by 
a Mallet, The ſmith, like other artizans, 
had like to have ſuffered for his ingenuity, 1 
went out of this room into an area, where I 
_——— a number of people employed in 
milding the temple of VizTv x: the direc- 
tor of the works was a perſon of no mean 
character, every thing that could contribute 
to emhelliſh and adorn was laviſhed on the 
edifice ; fitneſs, beauty, harmony and pro- 
rtion appeared throughout the whole ; 
but I perceived the ſtructure built upon a 
ſandy Foundation, tottering with every tu- 
multuous blaſt, and tumbling at the impulſe 
of every ſtorm. My guide, who now dif. 
covered herſelf, offered her counſel to the 
workers, and adviſed them to run up a but- 
treſs or two, which might · add ſtrength and 
would ſupport the whole ſtructure for ages; 
and at the fame time recommende>Rz1 1- 
GION, as one who had built many a tem- 
ple of that fort, which had ſtood, and would 
ſtill ſtand, without repair, for ever. Her ad- 
vice, whick ſeemed to me judicious, they 
looked on as ridiculous, and proceeded in 
their works on their firſt plan : but while 
they were employed in meaſuring the pro- 
portion of a column, a ſudden guft aroſe, 
and fwept away the whole building. The 
ſurprize I felt at ſo ſtrange an occurrence,

Tufts of Hairs. Theſe Crabs inhabit the 
Shells of the Buccinum Magnum wariegatum, 
Liſter, 359. Ne. 12. they abide in the ſhal- 
low Parts of the Sea, near the Shores of the 
Bahama Iſlands, and like the Land Hermit 


Crab, get into thoſe Shells only that are 


empty, not diſpoſſeſſing any Fiſh of its Shell, 
and therefore they have been improperly 


called the Soldier Crab, Cateſby's Hiſt. of 
Carolina, p. 34. 


De LiTRHoOPHKYTON CORALLINE, 
T* ESE Plants grow at the Bottom of 
the ſhallow Seas of the Bahama Iſlands; 
ſome of them arrive to the Height of near

O* the 27th paſt we had one of the moſt 

dreadful Fires that has happened for 
many Years : It began at Twelve at Night, 
by the Water-fide, near the Seraglio, and 
burnt 34 Hours without Intermiſſion, ex- 
tending itſelf, by means of a ſtrong North- 
Faſt Wind, up the City towards the Moſques 
of Sancta Sophia and Sultan Achmet. All 
Efforts to ſtop its Fury were ineffeual, 
The Sultan on the 28th in the Evening a- 
bandoned it to Providence to put an End to 


its Progreſs, The Porte, or Vizir's Palace 


is burnt down; and moſt of the principal 
Miniſters loft their Seraglio's. In ſhort, 
25,000 Houſes have been reduced to Aſhes, 
and upwards of 800 Men, Women and 
Children periſhed in the Flames. Numbers

Subſtance, without knowing which Way 
to turn for Subſiſtence. | wo 
Placentia, Oct 26. The Waters of the 
Po, the Gravelon and the Ticino, have 
over-toped their Banks, and form a Kind 
of Sea of ſeven Miles broad in this Neigh- 
bourhood.

This Day a moſt extraordinary Phaznome- 
non alarmed ſeveral ſea- port Towns in Eng- 
land and Ireland, and ſeveral Cities in Hol- 
land, At Wanbrugge, Alphen, Boſhoop 
and Rotterdam : The Water in the ſeveral 
Rivers, Canals, Lakes, &c. were agitated 


in ſuch a Manner, that Buoys were broken. 


from their Chains, large Veſſels ſnapped their 
Cables, and ſmaller ones were thrown out 
of the Water on the Land, and others lying 
on the Land were, by the ſudden Inundation, 
ſet afloat 3 and in the Lake of Harlem par- 
ticularly, the Courſe of a Veſſel on full Sail 
was ſuddenly ſuſpended, and the Rudder un- 
hung. During the Time of this Agitation, 
which continued near four Minutes, not on- 
ly the Water in the Rivers and Lakes, but 
alſo all manner of Fluids in ſmaller Quanti- 
ties, as in Coolers, Tubs, Backs, &c. equal- 
ly agitated, daſhed over the Sides, not- 
withſtanding no Motion was perceptible in 


their containing Veſſels, In ſuch ſmall Quan-

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tities alſo the Surface of the Water had ap- 
rently a direct Aſcent, prior to its turbu- 
t Motion, and in many Places, even the 
Rivers and Canals, roſe twelve Inches per- 
pendicularly. It is aſſerted alſo from Am- 
ſterdam, that during this Interval, the Mer- 
cury in the Barometer, which about this 
Time was uncommonly high, deſcended in- 
ſtantly near two Inches, and made ſeveral 
conſequent Vibrations, to the great Aſto- 
niſhment of the Obſervers, 1 
This Agitation of the Water, we are in- 
formed, extended beyond Utrecht, and alſo 
Southward to Brabant, where, in the Di- 


\ 


ſtrict of Hertogenboſch, in particular, it 


laſted near half an Hour; occaſioning Wrecks 
of Veſſels, long ſince ſunk, to riſe to the 
Surface, and float for ſeveral Minutes, not- 
withſtanding there was not the leaſt Wind, 
nor any Motion diſcovered on the Land, in 
all or any of the Places where this Phæno- 
menon was ſeen. : | 
The above Accounts correſpond with thoſe 
from Portſmouth and ſeveral Parts of Wil 
ſhire and Surry, where this Phznomen 
happened but with much leſs Violence. At 
Godalmin the Agitation of a Canal in a Gen- 
tleman's Garden was very ſingular; it ſud- 
denly aroſe ſo high, as to overflow the Bank 
on one Side, then ſubſided and immediately 
overfiowed the Bank on the other Side. At 
Tenterden in Kent, and the neighbouring 
Places, between ten and eleven inthe Morn- 
ing, the Water of ſeveral Ponds was forced 
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up the Banks with great Violence, foaming, 
fretting, and roaring like the coming in of 
the Tide, ſo as to frighten many that were 
near. Some are ſaid to have flowed up three 
Times in this Manner; others circle round 
in Eddies abſorbing Leaves, Sticks, &c, At 
Swanſea, abcut three Quarters paſt 6 in the 
Evening, after two Hours ebb, a large Head 
of Water ruſhed up the River with a great 
Noiſe ; floated two large Veſſels ; broke 
their Stern-moorings, and hove them acroſs 
the River, and it was with great Difficulty 
they were prevented from over- ſetting. It 
fell almoſt as ſuddenly, for in ten Minutes 
there was no Appearance left of more Water 
than uſual at that Time of Tide. But at 
Kinſale in Ireland, where it happened in 
the Afternoon, the Tide having ebbed ſame 
time, it ſuddenly returned with a Violence 
and Impetuoſity, impoſſible to deſcribe. A 
Sloop of 60 Tons, which lay at Anchor in 


3 Creek, ſecure even if a Hurricane blew, 


was torn away from her Moorings, and two 
new Cables broke like two Threads, by the 
. Force of the Current (for a Breath of Wind 
did nat blow) and drove aſhore in a Mo- 
ment: The Fiſhing- boats were whirled a- 
bout like ſo many Corks, and with a Mo- 


tion quick as the Fly of a Jack. By ſpecial” 


Providence the Boats were juſt returned 
from Sea, with the Sailors on board, or they 
would have been all daſhed to Pieces againſt 
each other ; thoſe that were empty, and had 
no People to manage them, ſunk directly in 
the Eddy Water as in a Whirlpool. Some 
_ were drove with great Violence on the 
Land, where they muſt remain until got off 
by great Labour, Theſe ſudden and ſur- 
prizing Fluxes and Refluxes of the Sea con- 
tinued from Three in the Afternoon till Ten 
at Night, ſeldom more than a Quarter of an 
Rage bifors each Return, to the intinite A- 
mazement-and Terror of the Inhabitants, 
The Waters did not riſe gradually, but, with 
a hollow and horrid Noife, ruſhed in like a. 
Deluge, and roſe fix or ſeven Feet in a Mi- 


nute, and as ſuddenly ſubſided, It was as 


thick as puddle, very black, and ſtunk in- 
ſupportably. Some Shocks of an Earthquake 
were felt the ſame Day at Corke, and poſſ- 
bly this ſurprizing Phænomenon might pro - 


ceed from the Eruption being made in the

Wellminſter, when his Majeſty went to the 
Houſe of Peers, and being in his royal 
Robes ſated on the Throne with the uſual 
Solemnity, the Hon. Sir Henry Bellenden, 


Gentleman Uſher - of the Black Rod, was 
ſent with a Meſſage from his Majeſty to the 


Houſe of Commons, commanding their At- 


tendance in the Houſe of Peers. The Com- 


mons accordingly going thither, his Majefty 
was pleaſed to make the following moſt gra- 
cious Speech, 


My Lords, and Gentlemen, , 


* preſent critical Conjuncture of Af- 


1 fairs, and my conſtant Inclination to 
have the Advice and Aſſiſtance of my Par- 


liament on all important Occaſions, have 
made me deſirous to meet you here as early 
as poſſible, 


Since your laſt Seſſion, I have takenſuch 
Meaſures as might be moſt conducive to the 
Protection of our Poſſeſſions in America, and 


to the Regaining of ſuch Parts thereof, as had 
been encroached upon, or invaded, in Vio- 
lation of the Peace, and contrary to the Faith 
of the moſt ſolemn Treaties. 


For this Purpoſe, the Maritime Force of 


this Kingdom has been got ready with the 


utmoſt Application and Expedition, and 


been principally employed; ſome Land For- 
ces have been ſent from hence to North Ame- 


rica; and all proper Encouragement has 
been given to the ſeveral Colonies there, to 
exert themſelves in their own Defence, and 


in the Maintenance of the Rights and Poſ- 
ſeſſions of Great Britain. 


With a fincere Defire to preſerve my Peo- 


ple from the Calamities of War, as well as 


to prevent, in the Midſt of theſe Troubles, 
a general War from being lighted up in Eu- 


rope, I have been always ready to accept 


reaſonable and honourable Terms of Accom- 
modation ; but none ſuch have hitherto been 
propoſed on the Part of France. I have alſo 
confined my Views and Operations to hin- 
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der France from making new Encroach- 
ments, or ſupporting thoſe already made ; 
to exert our Right to a Satisfaction for Ho- 
ſtilities committed in a Time of profound 
Peace; and to diſappoint ſuch Deſigns, as, 
from various Appearances and Preparations, 
there is Reaſon to think, have been formed 
againſt my Kingdoms and Dominions, 

By theſe Methods, I have purſued the 
Flan which I formerly pointed out to you, 
and for which I had the Satisfaction to re- 
ceive the ſtrongeſt Aſſurances of your vigo- 
rous Support, 

What other Power can object to Proceed- 
ings ſo abſolutely neceſſary to our own De- 
fence and Security ? My good Brother, the 
King of Spain, ſees with Concern theſe Dif. 
ferences ; and the Part which he generouſly 
takes in the common. Welfare of Europe, 
makes him earneſtly wiſh the Preſervation 
of the publick Tranquility, He has alſo gi- 
ven Aſſurances, that he will continue in the 
ſame pacifick Sentiments, | 

In purſuing theſe great Ends, I make no 
Doubt of the vigorous and chearful Support 
of my Parliament; and that, whilſt I am 
engaged in this juſt and national Cauſe, the 
affectionate Aſſurances which they gave me 
laſt Seffion, will be effectually made good, 
In Conſequence thereof, I have greatly in- 
creaſed my Naval Armaments ; augmented 
my Land Forces in ſuch a Manner as might 
be the leaſt hurthenſome ; and have con- 
cluded a Treaty with the Empreſs of Ruſſia, 
and another with the Landgrave of Heſſe 
Caſſell, which ſhall be laid before you, 
Gentlemen of the Houſe of Commons, 

I have ordered the proper Officers to lay 
before you Eſtimates for the Services of the 
enſuing Year, and likewiſe Accounts of the 
extraordinary Expences which have been 
made this Year, in Purſuance of the Power 
given me by Parliament. I ſee, with great 
Concern, that the neceſſary Services before- 
mentioned will require large Supplies, I aſk 
only ſuch as ſhall be requiſite for the effec- 
tual carrying on of thoſe Meaſures, which 
ſhall be neceſſary to ſupport what has been 
begun, according to your Inclination, for the 
Security of my Kingdoms and Dominions, 
and for the Purpoſes which have been al- 
ready mentioned to you, Whatever you 
grant ſhall, with the ſtricteſt Oeconomy, be 
applied to thoſe Uſes only for which it ſhall 
be given. 

My Lords, and Gentlemen, 

I rely upon your Duty and good Affecti- 
ons, which I have ſo often experienced. 
There never was a Situation in which my 
Honour, and the effential Intereſts of Great 
Britain, called more ſtrongly for your Zeal, 
Vnanimity, and Diſpatch, |

Nothing can ex- 
ceed our Surprize at ſuch a Conduct, but 
our Gratitude to Your Majeſty for ſo power- 
fully exerting your Royal Care to protect 
Your Colonies from ſuch Invaſions and In- 
ſults, and to redreſs thoſe Encroachments, 
which had been ſo unjuſtly made.

Major General Johnſon's Letter from bis Camp 

at Lake George, after a op Engage- 
/ ment with Baron de Dieſkau the French 
' Generah | 


Camp at Lake George, Sept. 9, 1755. 
To the Governors of the ſeveral Colonies who 
' raiſed the Troops on the preſent Expedition. | 


GENTLEMEN, 

8 ND AV Evening the 7th Inſtant I re- 
ceived Intelligence from ſome Indian 
Scouts I had ſent out, that they had diſco- 
vered three large Roads about the South Bay, 
and were confident a very conſiderable Num- 
ber of the Enemy were marched, or on their 
March, towards our Encampment at the 
Carrying Place, where were poſted about 
250 of the New Hampſhire Troops, and 
five Companies of the New-York Regi- 
ment—1 got one Adams, a Waggoner, who 
voluntarily and bravely conſented to ride 
Expreſs with my Orders to Col. Blanchard 
of the New. Hampſhire Regiment, com- 
manding Officer their. I acquainted him 
with my Intelligence, and directed him to 
withdraw all the Troops there within the 
Works thrown up.— About half an Hour, 
or near an Hour after this, I got two In- 
dians, and two Soldiers to go on Foot with 

another Letter to the ſame Purpoſe. * 
About Twelve o' Clock that Night the 
Indians and Soldiers returned with a Wag- 
goner who had ſtole from the Camp, with 
about eight others their Waggoners and 
Forces without Orders, — This Waggoner 
ſays they heard and ſaw the Enemy about 
four Miles from this ſide the Carrying-Place 
— They heard a Gun fire, and a Man call 
upon Heaven for Mercy, which he judged 
to be Adams. The next Morning I called 


a Council of War, who gave it as their O- 


pinion, and in which the Indians were ex- 
tremly urgent, that 1000 Men ſhouldbe de- 
tached, and a Number of their People 
would go with them, in order to catch the 
Enemy in their Retreat from the other Camp, 
either as Victors, or defeated in their De- 
ſign.— The 1000 Men were detached un- 
der the Command of Colonel Williams, cf 
one of the Boſton Regiments, with y_ 
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ef 200 Indians —— They marched between 
$ and g o' Clock In about an Hour and a 
* Half afterwards, we Heard a heavy Firing, 
and all the Marks of a warm Engagement, 
which we-judged was about 3 or 4 Miles 
from us; we beat to Arms, and got our 
Men all in Readineſs, — The Fire approached 
nearer; upon which I judged our People 
were retreating, and detached Lieut. Col, 
Cole, with about 400 Men' to cover their 
Retreat. - About 10 o' Clock fome of our 
Men in the. Rear, and ſome Indians of the 
ſaid Party, came running into Camp, and 
ND us, that our Men were retreating ; 
andthat the Enemy were too ſtrong for them. 
The whole Party that efcaped returned to 
us in large Bodies. | 


As we had thrown up a Breaſt- Work of 


Trees round our Encampments and planted 
ſome Field- Pieces to defend the ſame, we 
immediately, hauled ſome heavy Cannon up 
there to ſtrengthen our Front, took Poſſef- 
fon of ſome Eminences on cur left Flank, 
and got one Field- Piece there in a very ad- 
vantageous Situation: The Breaſt- Work 
was manned throughout by our People, and 
the beft Diſpoſition made through our whole 
Encampment, which Time and Circum- 
ſtances would permit. —About Half an Hour 
after Eleven, the Enemy appeared in Sight, 
and marched along the Road in very regu- 
lar Order directly upon our Center: They 
made a ſmall Halt about 150 Yards from 
dur Breaſt Work, when the regular Troops 
(whom we judged to be ſuch by their bright 
ant fixed Bayonets) made the grand and 
center Attack, The Canadians and Indians 
- gee and diſperſed on our Flanks.— 

e Enemy's Fire we received firſt from 
their Regulars in Platoons, but it did no 


great Execution, being at too great a Diſ— 


tance, and our Men defended by the Breaft- 
Work —Our Artillery then began to play 
on them, and was ſerved, under the Di- 
rection of Capt. Eyre, during the whole 
Engagement, in a Manner very advantage- 
ous to his Character, and thoſe concerned in 
the Management of it.— The Engagement 
now became general on hoth Sides. — The 
French Regulars kept their Ground and Or- 
der for ſome Time with great Reſolution 
and good Conduct, but the warm and con- 
ſtant Fire from our Artillery and Troops, 
put them into Diſorder: Their Fire became 
more ſcattered and unequal, and the Ene- 
my's Fire on our Left grew very faint. 
They moved then to the Right of our En- 
campment, and attacked Col. Ruggles, Col. 
Williams, and Col. Titcomb's Regiments, 
where they mantained a very warm Fire for 
neat an Hour, ſtill keeping up their Fire in 
the other Parts of our Line, though not very 
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ſtrong. The three Regiments on the Right 


ſupported the Attack very reſolutely, and 
kept a conſtant and ſtrong Fire upon the 
Enemy. This Attack failing, and the Ar. 
tillery (till playing along the Line, we found 
their Fire very weak, with conſiderable In. 
tervals: This was about Four o' Clock, 
when our Men and'the Indians jumped over 
the Breaſt-work, purſued the Fnemy, 
Naughtered Numhers, and took ſeveral 
Priſoners, amongſt whom was the Baron 
de Dieskau, the French General of all the 
regular Forces lately arrived from Europe, 
who was brought to my Tent about Six 
o' Clock, juſt as a Wound I had received 
was dreſſed. The whole Engagement and 
Purtuit ended about Seven o' Clock. | 

T don't know whether I can get the Re- 
turns of the Slain and Wounded on our 
Side to tranſmit hetewith; but more of that 
by and by. ; 

The greateſt Lofs we have ſuſtained was 
in the Party commanded by Col. Williams, 
in the Morning, who was attack'd, and 
the Men gave Way, before Col. Whiting, 
who brought up tae Rear, could come to 
his Aſſiſtance. The Enemy, who were 
more numerous, endeavoured to ſurround 
them; upon which the Officers found they 
had no Way to fave the Troops but by re- 
treating ; which they did as faſt as they could. 
In this Engagement we ſuffer d our greateſt 
Loſs; Col. Williams, Major Aſhley, Capt. 
Ingerſal, and Capt. Puter, of the ſame Re- 
giment ; Capt, Ferrall, Brother-in-Law to 
the General, who commanded a Party of 
Indians, Capt. Stoddert, Capt. M*Ginnes, 
Capt. Stevens, all Indian Officers, and the 
Indians ſay, near 40 of their People, who 
fought like Lions, were all ſlain : Old Hen- 
drick, the great Mohawk Sachem, we fear 
is killed, We have abundant Reaſon to 
think we killed a great Number of the Ene- 
my; amongſt whom is Monſieur St. Pjere, 
who commanded all the Indians, The ex- 
act Number on either Side I cannot obtain; 
for tho* Iſenta Party to bury our Dead this 
Afternoon, itbeing a running ſcattered En- 
gagement, we canneither find all our Dead, 
nor give an exact Account. As faſt as theſe 
Troops joined us, they formed with the 
reſt in the main Battle of the Day; ſo that 
the Killed and Wounded in both Engage- 
ments, Officers excepted, muſt ſtand upon 
one Return. © 

About Eight o'Clock laſt Night, a Party 
of 120 of the New- Hampſhire Regiment, 
and go of the New-York Regiment, who 
were detached to our Aſſiſtance, under the 
Command of Capt. M Ginnes, from the 
Camp at the Carrying- Place, to reinforce 
us, were attacked by a Party of _— 
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and Canadians, at the Place were Col. Wil- 
liams was attacked in the Morning: Their 
Engagement * between 4 and 5 o Clock. 
This Party, who our People ſay were be- 
tween z and 400, had fled from the Engage- 
ment here, and gone to ſcalp our People

fought them for near two Hours, and made 
a conſiderable Slaughter amongſt them. Of 
this brave Party 2 were killed, and 11 
wounded, and 5 miſſing, Capt. M' Ginnes, 
who behaved with the utmoſt Calmneſs and 
Reſolution, was brought on a Horſe here, 
and, Ifear, his Wounds will prove mortal. 
Enſign Falſam, of the New-Hampſhire Re- 


ziment, is wounded through the Shoulder. 


I have this Morning called a Council of 
War, a Copy of the Minutes of which I 
ſend you herewith. 

Monſieur Le Baron de Dieſkau, the French 
General, is badly wounded in the Leg, and 
through both his Hips, and the Surgeon very 
much fears his Life. He is an elderly Gen- 
tleman, an experienc'd Officer, and a Man 
of high Conſideration in France, From his 
Papers I find he brought under his Command 
to Canada, in the Men of War lately arriv'd 
2t Quebec, 3171 Regular Troops, who were 
partly in Garriſon at Crown-Point, and en- 
camped at Ticonderoro and other advan- 
tageous Paſſes, between this and Crown- 
Point, Hetells me he had with him Yeſter- 
day Morning 200 Grenadiers, 800 Cana- 
dians, and 700 Indians of difterent Nations 
—His Aid de Camp ſays, (they being ſepa- 
rately aſked) their whole Fo 
200c—Several of the Priſoners ſay about 
2300— The Baron ſays, his Major.General 
was killed, and his Aid de Camp ſays, the 
greateſt Part of their chief Officers alſo, 
He thinks by the Morning and Afternoon 
Actions, they have/ loſt near 1000 Men, 
but I can get no r 
our People think from 5 to 600, We have 
about 30 Priſoners, moſt of them badly 
wounded, The Indians ſcalped of their 
Dead already near 0, and were employed 
after the Battle laſt Night, and all this Af- 
ternoon, in bringing in Scalps; and great 
Numbers of French and Indians yet leſt un- 
ſcalped. They carri Numbers of their 
Dead, and ſecreted ele Our Men have 


ſuffer d ſo much Fatigue for three Days paſt, 
and are conſtantly ſtanding upon their Arms 
by Day, half the Whole upon Guard every 
Night, and the reſt Jay down armed and 
accoutred, that both Officers and Men are 
almoſt worn out, The Enemy may rally, 


and we judge they have conſiderable Rein - 
forcements near at Hand/; ſo that I think it 
neceſſary we be upon our Guard, and be 
Watchiul to maintain the Advantages we 
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For - theſe Reaſons I dent 
think it either prudent or ſafe to be ſending.

To protect and incourage the Trade with 
the Ottawa, Miffiſawgaw, Miamie and 
other Indians, Governour Burnet built a 
Houſe or Garriſon at Oſevego in 1727.

Feet Wide, it has two Rows of copy 1m 
holes, and a Battlemeyt on the Top for 
its Defence; in 1744 à Stone Wall with 
two Baſtions, and a Horſe-ſhoe or half 
Moon Battery was built round it, and ſeven 
ſmall Cannon mounted.

T is obſervable, that in the Year 1531, 
there was an Earthquake at I4ſbon, by 
which, about 14,000 Houſes were over- 
firown, and 600 more were ſo terribly ſha- 
ken, that they were ready to fall, and many 
of their Churches were levelled with the 
Ground, The like Calamity happened to 
that City about 200 Years before. | 
From the perſpective View of Liſbon, and 
the above Deſcription of that City, a very 
diftinft Idea may be formed of Liſbon, as 
it appeared on the Morning of the 1ſt of 
November, On that fatal Morning the Sky 
was ſerene, and there was a perfect Calm, 
when at 57 Minutes paſt Nine, a Noiſe was 
heard rolling along the Streets, like the 
rattling of Coaches, and at the ſame Time 
the Earth ſhook with a violent undulating 
Motion, In an Inſtant the whole City ex- 


hibited a Scene of the moſt dreadful Confu- 


fion, The large Key near the Cuſtom-houſe, 
piled up with Goods, which had been late- 
ly landed from the Brazil and India Fleets 
inſtantly ſunk, and what is ſtill more dread- 
ful, about 600 Perſons who were ſtanding 


in PROSE and VERSE. 
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upon it ſunk with it, and periſhed, and 
where it ſtood is now deep Water, The 
People ruſhed into the Streets, calling upon 
Heaven for Mercy, and ran to eſcape the 
impending Ruin by flying to one of the 
Squares or into the Country : But in this 
Attempt many were killed by the Showers 
of Tiles and Stones, or cruſhed to death by 
the Fall of the tottering Buildings. A Crowd 
were in an Inſtant preſſing forward to the 
Terrera de Paſſa, the Square by the King's 
Palace, with the Hopes of getting on board 
ſome of the Ships, when they inſtantly drove 
back, terrified by the ſudden ſwelling of the 
Tagus which roſe 20 or 30 Feet, and as 
ſuddenly. retired, leaving Veſſels in fix fa- 
thom Water on the Ground, but the Sea 


preſently after returned in a prodigious rol- 


ling Wave, and this ebbing and flowing 
was repeated 4 ſeveral Times, ſinking ſome 
Boats, and waſhing away all the Timber, 
Maſts, Caſks, and other Stores out of the 
King's Yard. The Sea at the Bar broke 
Feather -white, as if agitated by a Storm: 
And the Caſtle of Rugio, it is ſaid, was in 
ſuch Danger from the ſwelling Waters, that 
the Garriſon fired ſeveral Guns, as Signals 
of Diſtreſs, In the City the Duſt raiſed by 
the falling Houſes, ſo obſcured the Sun, 
that for ſome Moments it was as dark as the 
blackeſt Night, and in an Inſtant there were 
no Streets leſt ſtanding, The Clouds of 
Duſt however diſperſed, and there was now 
a momentary Ceſſation, in which ſome em- 
braced and congratulated each other with 
Tears ; while others lamented the Loſs of 
their Wives, their Huſbands, their Chil- 
dren, and their Friends: Many eſcaped as 
by Miracle, and crawling out of the Rub- 
biſh joined the Reſt : While ſome wounded 
and others dying, filled the Air with their 
Groans and Prayers. After a few Moments, 
a ſecond Earthquake, put a Stop to the Con- 
gratulations of Friends and Relations, dur- 
ing which the few ſcattered Houſes that 
were ſtill ſtanding, bent too and fro like the 
Maſt of a Ship in a Storm.“ Congratula- 
tions were now turned to Petitions for 
Mercy; and when that was over, thoſe 
who were {till ſafe, ſcrambled as faſt as they 
were able over the Ruins: But on their ap- 
proaching the Churches found the higheſt 
Cauſe for Gratitude, while they were filled 
with Horror, at ſeeing the Multitudes 
wounded by the fall of the Roofs of thoſe 
ſpacious Fabrics ; the Clergy running about 
over the Ruins, to confeſs and abſolve thoſe 
who were ſtill alive; and on all Sides mi-

From Bern we are informed, that on the

In the Afternoon. all the Paſſages were 
ſtopped by a Fire which broke out in ſeve- 
ral diſtant Parts at the ſame Time, and at 
Night the Ruins of the City were all in a 
Flame: This compleated its Deſtruction and 
the Ruin of its ſurviving Inhabitants ; for in 
the Terror all Perſons were in, no Attempt 
was made to ſtop it, and the Wind being 
very high, it was communicated from one 
Street to another, by the Flakes of Fire 
drove by the Winds: It raged with great 
Violence for 8 Days, and this in the princi- 
'paland moſt thronged Parts of the City. Veo- 
ple being fled into the Fields half naked, 
the Fire conſumed all Sorts of Merchandize, 
Houſhold-goads, and wearing Apparel, ſo 
that hardly any Thing is left to cover Peo- 
ple's Nakedneſs; the Court, the Populace 
of the City, Nuns, Friars, all lie in the 
Fields, where the Miſery they ſuffer from 
Cold, Hunger and Rain, is not to be ex- 


preſſed, If the Fire had not happened, Pe. - 


by the Fires lighted in the Houſes, and the 


ple would have recovered their EffeRts out 
of the Ruins, but this has made ſuch a Scene 
of Deſolation and Miſery, as Words cannot 
deſcribe. The King's Palaces in the City 
are totally deſtroyed. The Tobacco and 
other Warehouſes ſhared the ſame Fate. 

It is remarkable that this Fire ,continued 
burning ſo long, that on the 16th Day after 
it began, the Rubbiſh was ſo hot a8 to ſet 
Fire to the Baſkets in which it was carried. 
It was at firſt imagined that theſe Fires broke 
out of the. Earth; but however 23 
this Suppoſition may appear, it not 
ſeem to have been the Caſe z for the 
moſt authentic Letters repreſent it as kindled 


large Wax Tapers in the Churches PA“ 
among the Rubbiſh ; or as kindled by vit- 
lainous Incendiaries, | 

What Money was ſaved out of the Fire 
was ſo blackened as to cauſe it to be ſpecified 
whether Payments of any Sort were wk 


* 
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made in-bladk or bright Money. The Iron 
Cheſts were the only Things that ſaved the 
ready Caſh of many ; asto Houſhold Goods 
they were all conſumed, and ſomeGentlemen 
were reduced to the Want of every Thin! 
to keep them from the Weather, for 
eſcaped in their Undreſs and Slippers. 

What chiefly contributed to the Deftruc- 
tion of the City, was the Narrowneſs of the 
Streets, It is not to he expreſſed by human 
Tongue how dreadful and how awful it was 
to enter the City after the Fire was abated, 
and looking upwards one was ſtruck with 
Terror in beholding frightful Pyramids of 
ruined Fronts, ſome inclining one Way, 
ſome another ; then on the contrary, one 
was ſtruck with Horror in beholding dead 
Bodies by fix or ſeven in a Heap, cruſhed 
to Death, half buried and half burnt; and 
if one went through the broad Plates or 
Squares, nothing to be met with but People 
bewailing their Misfortunes, wringing their 
Hands, and crying, the World is at an End; 
others who met with thoſe they had any 
Concerns with embracing and begging For- 
giveneſs of Injuries paſt, In ſhort, the moſt 
lamentable Scene that Eyes could behold, 
If you go out of the City you behold no- 
thing but Barcacks or Tents made with Can- 
vas or Ship's Sails, where the poor Inhabi- 
tants lye. | 

The King the 4th Day gave Orders for 
Soldiers to be poſted at all the paſſable Ave- 
nues of the City, to hinder Perſons robbing 
the deſerted Houſes, and Orders were given 
to ſuffer Maſters of Houſes to ſave what 
they could ; and in going out every one was 
examined and ſtrictly ſearched : Horſe and 
Dragoons were poſted on the Roads to ſtop 
any Body who ſeemed inclined to run away 
into the neighbouring Countries, particu- 
larly labouring Men and Artificers. Thieves 
were apprehended, who being found with 
Goods on them and no Body appearing to 
own them, were condemned and hung the 
the next Day, for which Purpoſe Gallows 
were erected in the moſt conſpicuous Parts 
of the City, Then the King applied to the 
Relief of his People by ſecuring all the-Corn, 
Flour and Rice, of 'which great Quantities 
were offered, particularly from the Engliſh ; 
ſo that the Apprehenſions of a Famine were 
ſoon diſſipated, and Orders were given to 
ſet all the-Mills at Work ; new Butcheries 
were ordered to be opened, and Bullocks 
and Sheep ſent from all Parts of the King- 
dom. Ships were ſtopt till a tri Search 
was made, and the Captains ſworn that they 
had received no Goods but wat belonged 
to the Merchants or Owners, | ;

The following Letter bas been receiv'd from 
| rabam Cres, Eſq; His Majeſty's En- 
woy Extraordinary to the King of Portugal. 
SIR, Liſbon, Nov. 6, 1755. 
OU will, in all Likelihood, have heard 
before this, of the inexpreſſible Calamity 
befallen the whole Maritime Coaſt, and in 
particular this opulent City, now reduced to 
a Heap of Rubbiſh and Ruins, by a moſt 
tremendous Earthquake, on the 1ſt. of thi 
Month, followed by a Conflagration, whi 
has done ten Times more Miſchief than the 
Earthquake itſelf, I gave a ſhort Account of 
our Misfortune to Sir Benjamin Keene, by a 
Spaniard, who promiſed, as all Intercourſe 
by Poſt was at a Stand, to carry my Letter 
as far as Badajoz, and ſee it ſafe put into the 
Poſt. Houſe, It was merely to acquaint his 
Excellency, that, God be praiſed, my Houſe 
ſtood out the Shocks, tho* greatly damaged; 
and that happening to be out of the Reach 
of the Flames, ſeveral of my Friends burnt 
out of their Houſes, had taken Refuge with 
me, where I have accommodated them, as 
well as I could, under Tents in my large 
Garden; nobody but Lord Charles Douglas, 
who is actually on Board the Packet, beſides 
our Chaplain, and myſelf, having dared hi- 
therto to ſleep in my Houſe, ſince the Day 
of our Diſaſter. The Conſul and his Family 
have been ſaved, and are all well in a Coun- 
try Houſe not far from this City, Thoſe 
with me at preſent, are the Dutch Miniſter, 
his Lady, and their three Children. with 
ſeven or eight of their Servants. The reſt 
of my Company, of the better Sort, confifts 
of ſeveral Merchants of this Factory, who, 


for the moſt Part, have loſt all they had; 


though ſome indeed, as Meſſ. Purry, and 
Melliſp': Houſe, and Mr. Raymond, and 
Burrell's, have had the good Fortune to ſave 


their Caſh, either in Whole, or in Part. The 


Number of Dead and Wounded I can give 
no certain Account of as yet; in that Re- 


pretty 
well, 
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well, conſidering the Number of Houſes we 
have here, 

I have loſt my good and worthy Friend 
the Spaniſh Ambaſſador, who was cruſhed 
under his Door, as he attempted to make 
his Eſcape into the Street. This, with the 
Anguith I have heen in, for theſe five Days 
paſt, occaſioned by the diſmal Accounts 
brought to us every Inſtant, of the Accidents 
befalling to one or other of our Acquaintance 
among the Nobility, who, for the moſt Part, 
are quite undone, has greatly affected me; 
but, in particular, the miſerable Objects a- 
mong the lower Sort of His Majeſty's Sub- 
jects, who all fly to me for Bread, and lie 
ſcattered up and down in my Garden, with 
their Wives and Children, I have helped 
them all hitherto, and ſhall continue to do 
fo, as long as Proviſions do not fail us, which 
J hope will not be the Caſe, by the good Or- 
ders M. de Carvalho, has iſſued in that Re- 
ſpect. One of our great Misfortunes is, that 
we have neither an Engliſh or Dutch Man of 
War in the Harbour, Some of their Car- 
penters and Sailors would have been of great 
Uſe to me on this Occaſion, in helping to 
prop up my Houſe; for as the Weather, 
which has hitherto been remarkably fair, 
ſeems to threaten us with heavy Rains, it 
will be impoſſible for the Refugees in my 
Garden to hold it out much longer ; and 
how to find Rooms in my Houſe for them 
all, I am at a Loſs to diviſe, the Floors of 
moſt of them ſhaking under our Feet, and 
muſt conſequently be two weak to bear any 
Number of freſh Inhabitants. 

The Roads for the firſt Days having been 
impraQticable, it was but Yeſterday I had 
the Honour, in company with M. de la Cal- 
mette, of waiting upon the King of Portugal, 
and all the Royal Family, at Belem, whom 


we found encamped, none of the Royal Pa- 
„laces being fit to harbour them. Though 
the Loſs his moſt Faithſul Majeſty has ſu- 


ſtained on this Occaſion, is immenſe, and 
that his Capital City is utterly deſtroyed, he 
receiv*d us with more Serenity than we ex- 
pected; and, among other Things, told us, 
that he owed great Thanks to Providence, 
for ſaving his and his Family's Lives ; and 
that he was extremely glad to ſee us both 
ſafe. The Queen in her own Name, and all 
the young Princeſſes, ſent us Word, that 
they were obliged to us for our Attention, 
but that, being under their Tents, and in a 
Dreſs not fit to appear in, they defired that, 
for the Preſet, we would excuſe their ad- 
mitting our Compliments in Perſon, 

Moſt of the confiderable Families in our 
Factory have already ſecured to themſelves a 
Paſſage to England, by three or four of our 
London Traders that are preparing for their 
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Departure. As ſoon as the Fatigue and great 
Trouble of Mind, I have endured for theſe 
firſt Days, area little over, I ſhall be confi. 
dering of ſome proper Method for ſheltering 
the poorer Sort, either by hiring a Portu- 
gueſe Hulk, or, if that is not to be had, ſome 
Engliſh Veſſel, till they can be ſent to Eny- 
land: And there are many who defire to re- 
main, in hopes of finding, among the Ruins, 
ſome of the little Caſh they may have left in 
their Habitations. | 
The beſt Orders have been given for pre- 
venting Rapine and Murders, frequent In- 
ſtances of which, we have had within theſe 


three Days, there being Swarms of Spaniſh 


Deſerters in Town, who take hold of this 
Opportunity of doing their Buſineſs. As I 
have large Sums depoſited in my Houſe, be- 
longing to ſuch of my Countrymen as have 
been happy enough to ſave ſome of their 
Caſh, and that my Houſe was ſurrounded all 
laſt Night with Ruffians, I have this Morn- 
ing wrote to M. de Carualho to defire a 
Guard, which I hope will not be refuſed, 
We are to have, in a Day or two, a Meet- 
ing of our fcattered Factory at my Houle, to 


confider of what is beſt to be done in our- 


preſent wretched Circumſtances. I am de- 
termined to ſtay within Call of the Diſtreſſed, 
as long as I can remain on Shore with the 
leaſt — of Security; and the ſame, 
Mr. Hay ſeemed reſolved to do, the laſt 
Time I conferred with him about it. 

I muſt humbly beg your Pardon, Sir, for 
the Diſorder of this Letter, ſurrounded as I 
am by the many in Diſtreſs, who, from one 
Inſtant to the other, are applying to me, 
either for Advice or Shelter, The Packet 
has been detained, at the Defire of the Fac- 
tory, till another appears from England, or 
ſome Man of War drops in here from the 
Streights, This will go by the firſt of ſeve- 
ral of our Merchant Ships hound to England. 
I muſt not forget to acquaint you, that Sir 
Harry Frankland and Lady are ſafe and well, 
and have the Honour to be, 

Liſbon, Nov, 19. The Force of the Earth- 
quake on the iſt Inſt, ſeemed to be imme- 
diately under the City, and to have vented 
itſelf at the Key, that runs from the Cuſ- 
tom-houſe towards the King's Palace, which 
is entirely carried away, and has totally diſ- 
appeared, The India-houſe is alſo deſtroy- 
ed; but the Mint, in which there is a con- 
fiderable Treaſure, is ſtanding, , 

The Number of the Dead is 
leſs than was at firſt conjectured, and it does 
not appear that any of the Nobility are loſt, 
except the Marchioneſs of Lourical, the 
Counteſs of Lumeares, and her Daughter, 
Lady Anna de Moſcoce, and Don — 
de Noronbs, a Principal of the Patriar

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church, and Brother to the Marquis of An- 


jega. The Dead have been interred, the 


Fires are extinguiſhed, and, by the provi- 
dent Meaſures the King has taken, the Peo- 
ple are ſupplied with Plenty of Provifions, 
Their Moſt Faithful Majeſties and the Royal 
Family continue in perfect Health. So

By all our private Letters we learn, that 
the Engliſp have been remarkably indebted 
to divine Providence for their Preſervation, 
there being, according to the largeſt Com- 

tion, not above 12 or 14 who have pe- 
riſhed, tho* the Number of Eng/ifþ ſettled 
at Liſbon amounted to between 4 and 500 
but by the ſmalleſt Computation the Num- 
ber of the Portugueſe who periſhed in Liſbon 
amount to 40, ooo. 

Letters dated the 11th obſerve, that they 
had Till one or two Earthquakes every 24 
Hours, That the King ſeems reſolved to 
rebuild Liſbon in the ſame Place, and that 
the Militia around the Country, are employ- 
ed n clearing the Streets, 

But it is Time to turn our Eyes from the 
Deſolation of Liſbon, which no Pen is able 
to deſcribe, and which we ſhall perhaps 
have further Occaſion to mention, to the 
dreadful Effects produced by this Earthquake 
in other Parts of Portugal and in Spain. 

The Maſter of a Dutch Ship, who depart- 
ed from St, Des the 1ſt of November, at 
eight m the Morning, reports, that a _—_— 
ter before ten, being about a League and an 
half from Mont Sizembro, which is fix or 
ſeven Leagues diſtant from St. Ubes, he felt 
a violent Shock in his Veſſel; at the ſame 
Time he ſaw ſeveral large Rocks breaking 
off from the Mountain, and rolling down 
into the Sea with a moſt frightful Noiſe, 
Immediately after their Fall, a very thick 
Fog aroſe. He felt ſeveral other Shocks in 
his Ship *till Sun-ſet, and then he perceived, 
at the Diſtance of ſeven or eight Leagues E. 
N. E. a thick Smoke, and ſoon after a Fire, 
which was vifible the whole Night. As he 
bore away in the Morning from the Coaft, 
the Fire was no longer diſcernable to him, 
At his Departure from 'St. Ubes, he left in 
the Road of that Port three Dutch Vellels, 
and a Ruſſian Ship, 

By later Advice the Public has been in- 
formed that St. Ubes, and all its Inhabitants, 
periſhed in one common Ruin; that all were 
ſwallowed up, and not the leaſt Veſtige of 
a City left, or one Perſon to lament the 
Loſs of his Kindred and his Friends. 
This City was fituated in the Province of 
Eſftremadurs, 21 Miles South of Liſbon on a 
fine Bay of the Atlantic Ocean, Here were 
made great Quantities of fine Salt, which 
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was purchaſed by moſt of the northern Na - 
tions of Zwrope, to ſell in their American 
Plantations. It has been, for about 250 
Years, one of the moſt confiderable Towns 
of Portugal. It was encloſed with a ſtrong 
Wall, fortified on the Land Side by five Baſ- 
tions and two Demi-baftions, beſides a little 
Fort on a riſing Ground within a Mile of the 
Town. Towards the Sea it had a Fort of 
four Baſtions, and a Tower well furniſhed 
with Cannon : All which Works are deſtroy- 
ed, The Chain of Rocks at the Weſt Side 
of the Town, which contained Quarries of 
fine Jaſper of various Colours, have alſo 
been ſplit and rent by the Violence of the 
Earthquake. 

At Faro, a Sea Port Town in the Pro- 
vince of Algarva, the whole City was de- 
ſtroyed, and all the Inhabitants that were 
left alive, like thoſe of Liſbon, were obliged 
to live in the open Fields; and itis ſaid, that 
all the Towns along the Coaſt, from Cape 
St, Vincent to the River Ayamonte have ſuf- 
fered nearly the ſame Fate, and that there 
is not a City in Portugal that has not, in ſome 
Meaſure, felt its Effects. By the ſame Earth- 
quake the principal Mountains of Portugal 
were violently ſhaken, ſome of them ſplit 
and rent, and huge Maſſes rolled down into 
the adjacent Valleys, And at the ſame 
Time all the principal Rivers ſwelled and 
overflowed the Countries thro* which they 
paſſed, and the Waters of the Tagus roſe at 
Toledo, 100 Leagues from Lisbon, to the 
Height of 10 Feet. At Oportoſeveral Houſes 
were thrown down, and the Churches and 
Steeples much damaged. 

According to Letters from Angouleſme, a 
City in the South of France, on the very 
ſame Day the great Earthquake happened at 
L:isbon, a ſubterraneous Noiſe like Thunder, 
was heard a League from that City; ſoon 
after the Earth opened, and diſcharged a 
Torrent of Water mixed with red Sand, 
Moſt of the Springs in that Neighbourhood 
ſunk in ſuch a Manner, that for ſome Time 
it was thought they were dry; and the Cha- 
rante about the ſame Time firſt ſunk conſi- 


derably, and ſoon after mounted up in a ter- 


rible Manner, 
Theſe Earthquakes were alſo felt at Ma- 


drid; but in no Part of Spain, were their 


Effects more dreadful than at Seville and 
Cadiz, at the firſt of which Places it has 
done great Damage, all the Churches be- 
ing in a Manner runied; and the Tower 
of the great Church opening on the four 
Sides, a great many large Stones fell, and 
killed a great Number of People. A Let- 
ter from Cadiz obſerves, that, it's im- 
poſſible to expreſs the Afflictions that all 
in that City have ſuffered. Aſter deſcrib- 
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ing the Earthquake, which was very violent, 
he proceeds : An Hour afterwards, the Sea 
was Calm, not a Breath cf Air, but * 
gious cloſe and warm, on a Sudden the Sea 
ſwelled up (without the leaſt Wind) all round 
the City; we expected every Moment to be 
drowned, all ran into the Streets, — 
for Confeſſion and Mercy : The Sea wit 
the greateſt Violence broke upwards of eigh- 
ty Yards in length of the Walls, from the 
Caletta to near the Caſtle, and ſoon over- 
flowy' d all the Streets thereabeuts, called the 
Vina, carrying along with it hugh Pieces of 
the Wall: And on the other Side of the 
Mole, at the ſame Time, and with like vi- 
olence the Waters entered at the Port Se. 
villa, and the Mole and Sea- port, ſweeping 
away all before them, We then had not 
the leaſt Hope of Life; the People ran to 
the higher Grounds : The Friars of all the 
Convents in the Streets giving Benedictions 
to the People all in Tears, expeRing inſtant 
Death : A great many ran out at the Land- 
Gate to eſcape to the Iſland ; but, poor 
Creatures! The two Seas met with equal 
Violence as in the City, and when they 
would gladly have turned back, found it too 
late, they were all drowned, Men, Wo- 
men, and Children. This moſt terrible Scene 
laſted about two Hours, when the Sea be- 
gan to ebb. 

At the ſame Time the like Misfortune 
happened in the Iſland, in Chiclan, Medina, 
Port-real, Cheres, and in St. Lucar, were 
the Sea entered the lower Part of the Town, 
and overflowed it all; a great many were 
drown*d, and many Eſtates are loſt.” 

© About ten Minutes after ten the ſame 
« Morning it was felt at G:bra/ter, when it 
« began with a Trembling, which laſted a- 
e bout half a Minute, then a violent Shock, 


« after that a Trembling for 5 or 6 Seconds, 


then another Shock, not ſo violent as the

MANY of our Correſpondents defire an 
Explanation of the Nature of the ſe- 
veral Inſtruments made uſe of in the Ob- 
ſervations on the Weather: We ſhall al- 
ways take the higheſt Pleaſure in doing eve- 
ry thing that may be agreeable to them ; 
but we preſume the general Uſe of the Ba- 
ROMETER, THERMOMETER, and Hr 
GROMETER, is too well knowa to need 

any 
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Account of it, *till we come to give a 
particular Explication of each Inſtrument, 
and its Uſes, in their proper Places, wiz. 
when-we come to Pneumatics, or the Doc- 
erine of the Air, which will follow next to the 
preſent Dialogues on the Planetary Syſtem ; 
and we hope our Readers will have Patience 
to take every Thing in its proper Place. 

But as to the PLrvuvianeTeEeR, it may 
be neceffary to give its Uſe here. 
ſe then, a ſquare Funnel was made, 

and the Length of its Side 10 Inches; then, 
when placed in the open Air, it will receive 
all the Rain that falls on 10 Times 10, or 
00 ſquare Inches; and if the Rain ſo col- 
lected by the Funnel were to deſcend into a 
Tube of a ſquare Form, and the Orifice juſt 
aſquare Inch, then if the Rain which falls, 
and deſcends into this Tube, ſtands juſt one 
Inch high, that Rain, if it fell on a Space 
equal to 100 ſquare Inches, would be but 


+55 Part of an Inch high. For the ſame 
Reaſon, if the Water is 10 Inches high in 
the Tube, it would, if ſpread over 100 ſquare 
Inches, ſtand 188, that is 75 of an Inch 
high; and if it roſe 20 Inches in the Tube, 
che ſame Rain upon 100 ſquare Inches would 
ſtand {x of an Inch high, and ſo on. Now 
our Inftrument is ſuch. as is here deſcribed, 
fo that the Numbers in the Table, which

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HES E countries are bounded on the 
north by the country of the Amazons ; 
by Peru, and part of Chili, on the weſt; 
by Ferra Magellanica, and the mouth of the 
river La Plata, on the ſouth 5; and by part 
of Brazil on the eaſt, oſs e 
They were firſt diſcoyer*d by Alexius Car- 
cia, with ſome Portupueze and Brazilians, 
ſent thither by Martin de Souſa, governor 
of Brazil, for king John II. of Portugal, 
He travelled 300 leagues by land, till he 
came to the river Paraguay, where he pre- 
vailed with 2000 of the natives to follow 
him to the borders of Peru; and obtaining 
a great quantity of wrought and unwrought 
ſilver, ſent two of his company to Brazil 
for more men: Bat in his return to Para- 
uay, he was murdered by the natives, who, 
1owever, ſpared his ſon, on account of his 
youth, Meanwhile his meſſengers arriving 
in Brazil with an account of the riches of 
the country, with large pieces bath of gold 
and filver, as a proof of what they ſaid, a 
large reinforcement of Portugueze and Bra- 
zilians was ſent to join him, under the con- 
duct of George Sederus ; but theſe were all 
deſtroyed by the ſame barbarians who had 
killed Garcia. 

Not long aſter $ 
1580, at the mouth of Ris de la Plata, with 
a commiſſion from Charles V. emperor and 
king of Spain, and ſailed up to the place 
where the river Uruguay falls into that ri- 
ver. From thence he ſent Abvaro Raman 
to diſcover Uruguay ; but three days after 
Alvaro loſt his ſhip on the ſands, and was 
murdered by the natives, with moſt of his 
men. Cabot built the fort of Spirito Santo 
at the mouth of the river Carcarana, which 
runs from the eaſt, and falls into Ls Plata, 
and afterwards ſailed 40 leagues up the 
Paraguay, ſubdued the natives, and came 
to the place where Garcia had been killed 
and plundered, and finding many veflels of 
plate in the huts of the 1:d/ars, without

came the metropolis of Paraguay, and thi- 
ther brought the half ſtarved garriſon of 
Buenos Ayres, Soon aſter Ira/a, whom Oy- 
cla had left governor of Buenos Afres, ſail- 
ing along the river Paraguay, in queſt of 
proviſions, was attacked by a great body 
of the natives in their ſmall veſſels ; but he 
routed and killed many of theſe barbarians

A few days fince a fiſh-pool at 
Chadſley in Worceſterſhire, belonging to 
Mr. John Highway, which was full of wa- 
ter over night, was the next mourning found 
quite empty, with all the fiſh dead, and no 
conveyance appeared by which the water 
was drawn off, | 

Feb, 10. A proclamation was ifſued, 
ſtrictly commanding the warden of the

tempt ; but in ſuch manner, that the re- 
ſpective owners may ſuffer as little damage, 
loſs, or inconvenience, as may be conſiſtent 
with the publick ſafety: And all perſons are 
ſtrictly commanded to be aiding and aſſiſt- 
ing in the execution hereof, | 

Feb, 12. By ſome paſſengers lately arrived 
from Liſbon, we are informed of a particu- 
lar which we think has not appeared in all 
the accounts hitherto publiſhed of the earth- 
quakes in Portugal, viz. that the higheſt 
hill in the neighbourhood of Belem was 
quite opened at the ſummit, and thro? the 
aperture there iſſued great quantities of ſea- 
ſand and marine ſhells. As to the ruined 
city, they ſay, that there is not the leaſt 
trace of a ſtreet, lane, or alley left, (but 
all kes in a diſmal, confuſed heap of rubbiſh) 
except a narrow | foot-way made here and 
there by the people employed in digging for 
treaſure, and other effects in the ruins.

fire- arms; and having entirely defaated 

their enemies, drove them qut of the woods, 
to which they had retired for ſhelter. 

By theſe means the jeſuits gained the af- 


FeQtions of the natives, and obtained a pow- 


er that was continually encreaſing, which 
made it eaſy for them to ſeize the govern- 
ment of theſe countries, and to rule a peo- 
ple, who by intereſt, as well as inclination, 
were diſpoſed to obey them. © ls 4 
At the time when Sp, the jeſuit wrote 
his hiſtory, the cantons inhabited by the 
converted Indians were for the moſt part 
ſeated upon aſcents near the rivers Uruguay 
and Parana, and contained from 700 to 
1000 families each; conſiſting of 6 or $000 
Inhabitants, Near the church of each can- 
ton there is a market-place 400 feet ſquare, 
and the reſt are divided into ſtreets like our 
towns; but the houſes are only huts built 
with clay, one ſtory high, and covered with 
thatch, or tiles, They have no windows 
or chimneys, and are; therefore, ſo filled 
with-ſmoke, as to be intolerable to the Ex- 
ropeans, They have no diſtinct apartments, 
but lie all together ; the better ſort in bam- 
mocks made of nets, hung upon two poles, 
and the poorer ſort upon the hides of tigers 
or oxen, ſp upon the ground, 

Their kitchen furniture is two or three 


ots or pans, and a hollow pumpeon fer 
olding the water they drink. They have 
no ſpoons, knives, or table- cloths, but tear 
the meat with their hands and teeth, as they 
roaſt it at the fire, and ſome of them hold 
it only a little over the flame, and eat it 
without any farther ceremony.

filver chalices, three or four pajgof filver 
offering veſſels, three filver croſſes, with a 
large Myer pix, and all the ornaments and 
veſtments of the prieſts are as rich N in 
Europe. The miſſignaries hive taught the 
natives of both ſexes to ſay the pater · hoſter, 
Ce. vocal and inſtrumental muſic, to read 
and write, and alſo ſeveral arts, ſuch as 
painting, caſting bells * organs, 
trumpets, clock-work, 

Some of the gardens, ichards, and vine- 
Jap of the jeſuits, produce all ſorts of fruit, 
and the greateſt variety of berbs, flowers, 
and — and as many vines as annually 

1 r of wine. And be- 
bes all oits of the moſt delicious fruit and 
con- 
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conſerves, the jeſuits have here plenty of 
fowl, fiſh, and veniſon, of all ſorts, as well 
as butcher's meat. They uſe honey for 
their ſallads becauſe they have no oil, and 
have fuch plenty of filver, that old ſhoes 
and hats are eſteemed more valuable. And 
as they have no correſpondence with any 


European nations, a good horſe-ſhoe is worth 


fix horſes, and the bit of a bridle worth 
three; one ſheep, for the ſake of its wool, 
is worth three oxen or cows ; and an ell of 
ordinary linen ,is worth 20s, The Jeſuits 
have white bread for their own eating, 
which the natives value ſo much, that they 
will give two or three horfes for a loaf, of 
which the jeſuits have plenty, for they have 
always 40 or 80 acres ſowed with wheat for 
themſelves, Land, corn, cattle, and every 
thing is theirs, ſo that they call all the people 
ſons and daughters, and aſſign every fami- 

ly their number of cows and oxen to till the 
ground, as well as to eat, They ſuffer none 
of the Spaniards to ſettle within their miſſi- 
on, or any of the natives to go near Buenos 
Ayres, This was the State of the coun- 
try while it was under the jeſuits, who go- 
verned it in the manner of a common- 


wealth, and enjoyed all the luxuries. and 


delights. of life; but what alterations may 
lately have been made, it is impoſſible to 
know, ; 

The principal town in this province is 
Aſſumption, fituated on the eaſt fide of the 
river Paraguay, 


Of TucumaANIa. 


Tad extends from 22 to 350 
1 fouth latitude. ' The air and ſoil, as in 


that of Paraguay are excellent, Some of 
the natives live in caves under ground, and 
others in ſmall villages about the plains and 
mountains, and have ſome trade with Peru. 
They make uſe of Peruvian ſheep for car- 
riage. They have lions which are about 
the ſize of a maſtiff, but they are ſcarcely 
ſo ſtrong or ſo fierce, have no manes, and 
are terrible only for their roaring ; but their 
tygers are fiercer here than in other places. 
Thelzdians kill them with a thick truncheon, 
which they hold by both ends, and give to 
the tyger, who never quits what he has firſt 
ſeized, and when he has faſtened on it with 
his teeth and talcns, the hunter, turning it 
about, throws him on his hack, and before 
he can recover his feet, rips open his belly. 
The chief towns in this province are St. 
Jago, ſituated on the banks of Rie Dulce, 
this is the metropolis of Tucumania, and a 
hiſtiop's Wh.

Of Craco. 


HACO is bounded on the north by the 
country of the Amazons, by Peru and 
part of Tucumania, on the weſt, by La 
Plata on the ſouth, .and by Paraguay on 
the eaſt. This Is a fruitfut country, inha- 
bited by ſeveral nations, of different lan- 
guages. In 1628 the governor of Tucuma- 
nia penetrated into the borders of this coun- 
try, with ſome Spaniſh forces, where he 
built a caſtle, and founded a town ; the 
miſſionaries alſo planted ſome other colonies 
here, but they are littk known, 

The chief nations in this province are the 
Guaicuru and Guacuriti, both of whom live 
diſperſed on the banks of the river Para- 
guay, oppofite to the city of Aſſumption, 
without any fettled habitation. Thelr houſes 
are made of mats, which they carry' about, 
and ſet up where they pleaſe, They live 
chiefly by hunting and fiſhing, and from 
their infancy are uſed to feed on ſnakes, 
lions, and tigers, without hurt. | 

The men anoint the hair ef their heads 
with a bituminous matter, pull up all other 


hairs about their body, ſcarify their faces, 


and reckon monſtrous deformity the ſtan» 
dard of beauty. They chiefly delight in 
drunkenneſs and war, but go through cruel 
trials to attain the title and dignity of ſol 


diers, In their infancy they run thorns in- 


to their fleſh, that they may the better bear 
wounds, practice running to inure them to 
labour, and are trained to fighting. The 
miſſionaries have taken abundance of pains 
to convert the natives, but with little ſuc- 
ceſs ; for the Gzaicarians looked upon bap- 
tifm to be mortal, becaufe the prieſt never 
gave them thatfacrament till they were at 
the point of death. They believe that the 
ſouls of the wicked are tranſmigrated into 
the bodies of wild beaſts, which are miſ⸗ 
chievous in proportion as they themſelves 
were ſo when living.

FH AVING obferved in the microſcope, the 

nderful anomalous ſtructure of a 
ſmall fly, in reſpett of the tail, as it confift- 
ed of a fine long pointrel or ſpear, which 
ſeem'd to be of a hard, bony, polifhed ſub- 
tance, ſomewhat like the ſting of a waſp, 
or hornet, of a tapering form, and ſharp- 
pointed at the end; and what is moſt ex- 
traordinary, this long ſpear was included in 
a caſe or ſheath, which opened the whole 
length, and was cover'd with fine hairs, or 
briſtles : I could not help thinking that ſuch

Cologn, Feb. 18. This morning at eight 
o'clock, we had a very ſmart ſhock of an 
earthquake, that laſted above 20 ſeconds. 
It threw down ſeveral chimneys, and part 
of the priſon walls. We felt a leſſer about 
nine: Theſe ſhocks have greatly alarmed 
the whole town, The elector of Cologn 
quits Duſſeldorp to-morrow morning, and 
lies at Bruhl, and the next day his electo- 
ral highneſs returns to Bonne, The ſtates 
of Oſnabruck have agreed to preſent his e- 
lectoral highneſs with a free gift of x00,000 
crowns. The ſtates of Munſter have not 
complied with the elector's orders for aug- 
menting the troops of that biſheprick. G. 

Bruſſels, Feb. 20, Our advices from the 
frontiers import, that the French militia 
had begun to enter the fortified towns, and 
that there were already ſome arrived at Con- 
de, at Landrecies, and at Aveſnes, in order 
to relieve the regiments of En, Conti, and 
Conde, which are to march toward the 
coaſt of Normandy and Britany about the 
5th of next Month, as was currently re- 
ported, The regiments of Picardie, Lion- 
nois, Royal Suxdois, La Tour, Du Pin, 
and Beauviſis, are likewiſe ordered to hold 
themſelves in readineſs to march, between 
the 5th and 25th of March, and are to be 
ſtationed along the coaſt, from Dunkirk to 
Boulogne, when, it is ſaid, a camp is in- 
tended to be formed. On Wedneſday morn- 
ing, a little before eight o' clock, we were 
alarmed here with a ſhock of an earthquake, 
which continued about a minute, but pro- 
videntially did no other damage than throw-

ing down a ſew chimneys, It was follow- 
ed by two other ſhocks, leſs violent; the 
ſame was felt, more or leſs, in the neigh- 
bouring towns, but we don't hear of any 
conſiderable miſchief.

La Fere, Feb. 22. On the 18th inſtane,

the prodigious preparations that are making 
in France for a deſcent upon the Britiſh iſles, 
That crown, inſtead of doing juſtice to Eng- 
land for her claims, founded on the moſt 
ſolemn treaties, hath added inſolence to in- 
juſtice, and, even in the repreſentatians it 
hath thought proper to make, employed ex- 
preſſions that are equally inconſiſtent with 


common decency, and the particular regard 
due to ſovereigns. This hath been obſerved 


by your High Mightineſſes as well as by all 
Europe. You have likewiſe feen with what 
moderation the king cauſed theſe remon- 
ſtrances to be anſwered : But an example 
ſo worthy of imitation appears not to have 
made the leaſt impreſſion on the miniſtry of 
Ver- 
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Verſailles. France ftill continues to purſue 
with the ſame oſtentation her ambitious 
projets. Her armies are already in motion 
on all ſides; a formidable embarkation is 
preparing; and the port of Dunkirk, that 
monument of our neighbour's ill faith, is 
reſtoring to its antient ſtate, notwithſtand- 
ing the ſtrongeſt and moſt amicable repre- 
ſentations made by the ambaſſadors of the 
king and the States General. The regiſters 
of your High Mightineſſes are an evidence 
that this is a notorious breach of treaty, 
and a manifeſt aggreſſion. It is ſupported 
by 120 battalions that are in motion. The 
coaſts towards the ocean ſwarm with troops, 
The roads to Flanders, Normandy, and 
Britany, are continually covered with car-

the ſtrongeſt proof that this attempt will 
ſoon be renewed : Prudence requires that it

«© The king is not frightened by theſe 
threatening appearances ; but he is deter- 
mined to take every precaution to prevent 
their effect. He places his confidence in the 
divine providence, in the juſtice of his cauſe, 
and the fidelity and bravery of his ſubjects. 
At the ſame time the love he bears to his 
people, his attention to their ſafety, and to 
the preſervation of their liberty and religion, 
and his deſire to protect all his coaſts from 
the ravages of the enemy, are ſo many pow-

The king has confidered with the moſt 
ſerious attention, the anſwer returned by 
order of the States General, in a conference 
on the gth of this inſtant, to rhe 'comte 
d' Aﬀry, his miniſter plenipotentiary to their 
republick, | | 

It is with ſatisfaction his majeſty has ob- 
ſerved therein, the defire expreſſed by their 
High Mightineſſes, of ſeeing the differences 
that have ariſen between France and Eng. 
land terminated by an amicable conciliation, 
The whole conduct of his majeſty fince the 
concluſion of the treaty of Alx la Chapelle 
in 1748, is a public and ſhining monument 
of his wiſhes for the prefervation of the 
tranquillity of Europe. Theſe principles of 
his majeſty have been invariable, nor were 
a freſh war now to be apprehended, if the 


king of Great Britain had not begun, and 


did not ſtill continue, to exerciſe the moſt 
unjuſtifiable, and the moſt irregular hoſti. 
lities againſt his majeſty's poſſeſſions and 
ſubjects, | *1 

The king is convinced, that the States 
General are far from engaging in a war fot 
an object that does not oblige them to it, 
His majeſty knows of no other treaties be- 
tween their High Mightineſſes and England, 
but ſuch as are defenſive; and as the king 
of Great- Britain is evidently the aggreſſor, 
his majeſty has reaſon to aſſure himſelf, 
from the equity and foreſight of the States 
General, that very far from furniſhing, di- 
realy or indirectly, any ſuccours to the court 
of London, they would, on the contrary, 
upon being required thereto, fulfil the en- 
gagements, equally defenſive, which they 
have contraQed with his majeſty. 

His majeſty is diſpoſed to enter into all 
meaſures, the particular motives and ends 
of which ſhall be the ſecurity, the _ 
lity, and the welfare of the republick. The 
king, from the time of his acceſſion to the 
throne, has conſtantly intereſted himſelf for 
the independence and honour of the States 
General, and his majeſty ſtill animated by 
the ſame ſentiments of eſteem and affection 
towards their High Mightineſſes, moſt ſin- 
cerely defires, that the republick, whoſe 
fate is in her own hands, (ſeu/e arbitre de 
ſon ſort) may continue to conduct irfelf by 
thoſe maxims of impartiality and wiſdom, 
by which alone they can maintain that ho- 
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nour and independence, of which they are, 
with ſo much reaſon, jealous. 8 

The preſerit conjuncture of affairs not 
being the ſame as in 1733, when the king 
concluded a treaty of neutrality with the 
States General with regard to the Auſtrian 
Netherlands, all precautions on that head 
would at preſent be ſuperfluous. 

His majeſty could not but ſee, with the 
greateſt ſurprize, what was inſerted in the 
anſwer of the States General, relative to 
the continent of Great- Britain and Ireland, 
No power upon earth has a right to reſtrain 
the operations his majeſty deſigns to execute, 
in order to take a lawtul revenge on an e- 
nemy that has inſulted and attacked him, 
againſt the faith of treaties, and all decency ; 
for what remains, his majeſty doth not think 
proper to explain himſelf about the object 
of thoſe preparations which denounce his 


juſt reſentment. 


The aforeſaid Mr. D' Affry read what follows 
from a ſeparate Paper. 


That his majeſty expects their High 
Mightineſſes will explain themſelves with 
more preciſion upon the part they intend to 
take in the preſent conjuncture. His ma- 
jeſty, forced to revenge himſelf on an ene- 
my, who has unjuſtly attacked him, deſires 
ſincerely not to multiply the calamities of 
war; but he can no longer reckon among 
the number of his friends thoſe powers, who 
far from fulfilling the defenſive engagements 
they have contracted with him, would make 
a common cauſe with, and furniſh ſuccours 
to, his enemy, | 


Extract of a Letter from the Hague, dated 
March 6. | 


« Since the arrival of the Engliſh tranſ- 
ports in the Meyſe, Mr. Yorke hath receiv- 
ed orders from his court to inſiſt on the 
ſpeedy embarkation of the 6000 men de- 
manded by his maſter, It is ſo clearly ex- 
preſſed in the treaty, that either of the pow - 
ers being barely threatened with an attack 
is a ſufficient ground to demand the ſtipula- 
ted ſuccours from the other, that there can 
be no difficulty on this head. Accord- 
ingly it has been obſerved to the regents and 
members of the ſtate, that the French king 
having made himſelf maſter of the Nether- 
lands after the death of Charles II. and be- 
ing buſied in making ſuch preparations on 
the frontier as gave umbrage to the repub- 
lick, M. de Gelbie Malſen, their High Migh- 
tineſſes envoy at London, preſented, on the 
it of March 1701, a memorial, defiring 
his Britannic majeſty to give orders for hold- 
Ing the ſuccours ſtipulated by treaty in rea- 
dineſs, that their High Mightineſfes might 
e#pend upon them in caſe of need, alledg - 
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ing that they were in great danger of being 
attacked: That in the beginning of April 
the ſame year, the States General again preſ- 
ſed the king to grant them the ſtipulated 
ſuccours; and that on the 13th of April 
the houſe of commons preſented an addreſs 
to his majeſty, that he would be pleaſed 
fulfil the treaty made with the States on 

zd of March 1677 8, and that the houſe 
would enable him to do it effectually: That 
on the 143th of May the States General 
wrote again to his majeſty'to repreſent ta 
him their abſolute need of aſſiſtance to pre- 
vent their immediate ruin; and that, in 
conſequence of thoſe repreſentations, the 
ſuccours demanded were ſoon after ſent to 
Holland, about a year before the maritime 
powers declared wat againſt France.

' The Hiſtory of the Iſland of MINORCA. 


HE Iſland of Minorca lies in the Me- 
diterranean Sea, about 160 Leagues to 
the Southward of the Coaſt of Catalonia in 
Spain, In its Neighbourhood are Majorca, 
Ywoica, and Formentera, which, together with 
this, conſtituted the antient Kingdom of 
Majorca, The Latitude of Port-Mabon is 
399 40! North. Minorca is upwards of 33 
Miles long, and varies in Breadth frem 18 
to 30 Miles, and more; fo that it is ſome- 
what larger than the Iſle of Wight, and con- 
tains 236 Square Miles, '151,040 Square A- 
cres: It is 62 Miles in Compals, and is 
divided into four Parts, called Terminos, 
(Bounds or Limits) vis, The Termine of 
Mahon ; the Termino of Alalor; the United 
Terminos of Mercadal and Fereriat; and the 
Termino of Ciudadella,- 

The Termino of Mahon is bounded on three 
Sides by the Sea, has the Termino of Alator 
to the North- Weſtward, and joins that of 
Mercadal a little more to the Northward, 
Its greateſt Length is 14 Miles, and it is a- 
bove eight Miles over at the broadeſt Part, 


This Termino contains about 13, ooo Inhabi- 


tants, and its chief Town is Mahon, 

The Termino of Alaior is waſhed by the 
Sea to the South- Weſtward, and borders on 
the Termino of Mabon to the Eaſtward ; to 
the Northward is that of Mercadal, and the 
Termino of Fererias lies to the North- Weſt- 
ward: Its greateſt Length is upwards of 
eight Miles, and is about ſeven broad; it 
contains about 5000 Souls; its chief Town 
Alator, 

The Termino of Mercadal is above twelve 
Miles long, and more than 10 broad: It 
has the Sea on the North Side, and the 
Termino of Mahon to the South-Eaſt ; that 
of Alaior joins it to the South-Weſtward, 
and the Termino of Fererias (to which it is 
united) lies to the Weſtward, Its chief 
Town is Mercadal, and the moſt noted 
Places within its Diſtrict are Mount Toro, 
Fornelles, and Sancta Agatha, It may con- 
tain about 170 Inhabitants, 


The Termino of Fererias, to which that 
of Mercadal is united, is a long, natrow 
Stripe, extending from Sea to Sea, quite 
acroſs the Iſland, which is here but little 
more than ten Miles over : It is ſcare any 
where more than four Miles broad, It is 
bounded to the Eaſtward by the Termino of 
Mercadal, and that of Alaior, and the Ter- 
mino of Ciudadella joins it to the Weſtward, 
Its chief Town is Fererias, and its Num- 
ber of Inhabitants computed at 1136. 

The Termino of Ciadadells takes up the 
Weſt End of the Iſland ; its greateſt Length 
is the ſame as that of the Termino of Fere- 
rias, which joins it to the Eaſtward; and 
its Breadth, which in ſome Places is leſs 
than five Miles, enlarges itſelf in others to 
upwards of eight: 'The Sea waſhes it on 


the North, the Weſt, and the South Sides. 


It contains about 7000 Souls, and has Cu- 
dadella for its Capital. | 
Manon, the Capital of that Termino, 
and of the whole Iſland, fince it has been 
in the Poſſeſſion of the Engliſh, who re- 
moved the Courts of ſuſtice hither from Ciu- 
dadella, making it the Seat of Government: 
To this they were induced from its Situation 
near the principal Harbour, as well as its 
Neighbourhood to St. Philip's Caſtle, the 


only Fortreſs of any Confideration in the 


Country : It was antiently furrounded with 
a Wall, ſtill entire in moſt Places; within 
theſe 30 Years the Buildings have extended 
much without the Walls, which equal thoſe 
in the Town. Mahon is built on an elevated 
Situation, and the Aſcent from the Harbour 
ſteep and difficult; hence the Air is render- 
ed more pure and wholeſome ; neither are 
the Flies, and eſpecially that troubleſome 


Kind the Muſquita, or Knat, ſuch a Peft. 


here- in hot Weather as in other Towns of 
the Iſland, The Buildings are univerſally 
of Free Stone, and either covered withTiles, 
or flat roofed and terraced, which Terrace 
is the Matter of which their Floors are made, 
reſembling thoſe ſo well known in London 


Qq 3 
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of late Years by the Name of Venetian 
Floors, Terrace, and other Materials, are 
ſo reaſonable, and Labour itſelf ſo cheap, 
that their Buildings are executed with great 


Firmneſs and Expedition, and very mode-. 


rate Expence. The Tiles uſed here are of 
one common Form, ſomewhat like our Pan- 
tiles, Their Free-Stone is ſomewhat like 
Bath Stone, both in Colour and Hardneſs ; 
like that, it yeilds freely to the Impreſſion 
of the Ax or Saw when firſt drawn from 
the Quarry, and by ſtanding in the Air ac- 
quires a greater Hardneſs: The Iſland a- 
bounds with it; it is generally rais'd in 
what they call Cantoons, that is, a double 
Cube, of a Foot, and fold at 2s, 6d. per 
Dozen, ready ſquared and fitted for Uſe. 
The Country affords alſo plenty of Lime- 
ſtone, and they build their Kilns chiefly in 
the Woods, for the Convenience of being 
near the Fuel. 


Their Pits of Gniſh, that valuable Ce- 


ment, is very plenty ; it is of a greyiſh Co- 
Jour, moderately hard, ſomewhat tranſpa- 
rent, and inclined to Whitiſhneſs, which is 
diſſolved in Water, which occafions a vio- 
lent Ebullition, and then they pour it on 
the Stone, and ſpreads to the Thickneſs of 
a Crown- Piece, which harden and ſtrength- 
en inſtantly. They diſcover conſiderable 
Art in Building to ſave Timber, which is 
very knotty and unequal, of the Growth 
of the County, which produce but few Trees 
which deſerve the Name of Timber. Linings 
of Wainſcot, and Tapeſtry are equally un- 
known to them. e better Sort content 
themſelves with plaiſtering and white. waſh- 
ing their Houſes in the Inſide, and the poor- 
er whiten only: The Stairs are always of 
Stone, very narrow and uneaſy, 

I have hitherto ſpoke only of their Dwel- 
ling-Houſes; as to their publick Buildings, 
theſe may be conſidered as the weak Efforts 
of an indigent People; and if this Allow- 
ance is made, they wilt not be thought void 
of Embelliſhment and Magnificence. The 
great Church of Mahbos makes no contemp- 


tible Appearance, even to ſuch as have oh. 
ſerved our beſt Gothic Churches in England, 
and are worthy of being put to better Uſe, 
than to be the Scene of thoſe pious Foppe- 
ries that are daily exhibited in them. 

They exclude the Sun in great Meaſure 
from their Churches, and ſupply the Ab- 
ſence of his Light by a Number of ſmall 
Lamps, fixed in Sconces and Luſtres, that 
diſperſe a glimmering Twilight, of no ſmall 
Advantage to their ſpiritual Guides; as 
Tradeſmen darken their Shops to conceal 


Faults in their Goods, or Juglers act their 


Tricks by a doubtful Light, to impoſe on 
their Spectators, and avoid Detection; yet, 


hence their Churches derive a Coolneſs that 


renders them more ſupportable in the hotter 
Weather of this Climate. & 3h 

There is generally a Regiment quartered 
at Mahon ; the Officers have each a Houſe 
aſſigned them, and private Men Barracks. 
The Streets of the Town are narrow, are 
none of them pav*'d, the native Rock ap- 
pearing almoſt every where, and in ſome 
Places very uneven, At the Foot of the 
Hill on which Mabon ſtands is a fine Warf, 
of great Extent in Length and Breadth ; 
the whole weſtern End is ſet apart for the 
Uſe of his Majeſty's Ships; the eaſtern Part 
by the Merchants, near which is the Prac- 
tica Houſe, where Ships newly come into 
Port muſt apply and ſhew a clean Bill of 
Health before they are admitted to break 


Bulk. The Depth of Water at the Key is 


ſuch as enables Ships of the largeſt Size to 
come as near it as they have occaſion, As, 
there is no Tide, a dry Dock has never yet 
been attempted, tho“ probably of infinite 
Service, for heaving down Ships in the pre- 
ſent Method is not eligible, 


A little out of Town, in the Way to St. 


Philip's, ſtands a Convent of Carmelite Fri- 
ars, where lately a ng Edifice was 
begun by thoſe Fathers, but ſtopt by Order 


of the Government. A great Number of 
Roman Coins, Lamps, Urns, Cc. were dif.

dropped down, and in about an Hour ex- 
pired. Mr. Venables gives the unhappy 
deceaſed Youth a moſt amiable Character, 
and attributed the Cauſe of this dreadful 
Cataſtrope wholly to the Wickedneſs of his 
Wife, who, in her Account, admits her 
being in the Cornet's Bedchamber, but de- 
nies any Thing criminal paſſing between 
them : She ſays that ſhe hid herſelf under 
the Cornet's Bed to ſhield herſelf from her 
Huſband's Reſentment ; but admits that 
her Stays were off, and in the Cornet's 
Room ; to account for which, ſhe ſays, 
that being new, they were pulled off for 
Faſe only, It is impoſſible to deſcribe the 
Agony of Venables's Mind; he wandered 
all Night in the Fields, and in the Morning 
voluntarily ſurrendered himſelf to Mr, Field- 
ing and Mr, Welch, and was by them com- 
mitted to New Priſon,

Two French Ships from Mar- 
ſeilles, Captains Names De la Seine, and De 
St. Trope, near the Iſland of St. Peter, by 
a Neapolitan Felucca. 

March 27, A Dutch Ship is arrived at

The Oyſter Cove lies almoſt oppoſite to 
Bloody Iſland on the Mahon Side; where the 
Spaniards dive for that delicious Shell- 
10 or 12 Fathom deep. .

Land between Mahon Harbour and St. Ste- 

ben's Cove, and its numerous Outworks ' 
extend themſelves to the Shore on both 


Sides. The Body of the Place conſiſts of 


four Baſtions, and as many Curtains, ſur- 
rounded: with 'a deep Ditch, hewn out of 
the ſolid Rock; the Area is bounded on 
every Side with Buildings, conſiſting of the 
Governor's Houſe, Chapel, Guard-room, 
Barracks, Cc. in the Center of the Square, 


' a Pump to ſupply the Troops. Over the 


flat Roofs of the arched Buildings is a ſpa- 


' cions Rampart, and the Baſtions have Guns 
mounted on them. 


The Communication 
from the lower Area to the Top of the 
Rampart is by Stairs of 10 Foot long, and 
three Feet broad; ſo that not only Men, 
bit Mules and Aſſes aſcend theſe Steps with 
heavy Burthens, and draw up their Guns 
When Occaſien. The whole Body of this 
ſerviceable 


Before the Entrance of the Caſtle is a Horn- 
work, with other Outworks to this and the 


reſt of the Fronts. 


On the Point of Land to the Eaſtward of 
the Caſtle is Charles Fort, duilt by the Spa- 
c aiardi, 
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nards, and of little Conſequence as it now 
ſtands; the grand Battery lying at the Wa- 
ter's Edge, and has a high Stone Wall for 
the Protection of the Gunners, who ply 
their Ordnance through a long Range of Em- 
braſures. 

The Queen's Redoubt is the moſt ad- 
vanced of all the Works towards the Coun- 
try: On the Side where it ſtands, between 
it and the Harbour, are other Works ; one 
lately finiſhed. On the other Side of St. 
Stedben's Cove is the Marlborough, a very 
chargeable Work, which took its Name from 
that great Man, who was Maſter-General 
of the Ordnance not long before. 

St. Stephen's Cove is a ſmall Inlet of the 
Sea, eaſily admitting Boats with Supplies of 
Fuel and Proviſions, whenever the Circum- 
ſtances of a Siege require it. | 

In this Neighbourhood lies Laire de Ma- 
bon, which we now call Concy-Iſlond. It is 
ſeparated from the Main by a Sound about, 
two Miles over, of very dangerous Naviga- 
tion to Ships of Burthen, on Account of 
its Shoals and foul Ground. This Iſland 
at a Diftance appears to be a ſterile Rock, 
yet it is plentifully ſtored with Rabbits, and 
a great Quantity of Salt is made here, and- 
by a particular Privilege exempt from Duty. 

There is a good Key at St. Philip's for 
the Uſe of Ships. On the other Side the 
Harbour ſtands Fort Philipet, where a ſmall 
Guard does Duty for the Security of the 
Powder in the Magazine between this Fort 
and the Cape. 125 6 

Mola Shore is an Opening, which has been 
ſometimes fatally miſtaken for the Mouth 
of Mahon Harbour. On the elevated Top 
of Cape Mola is the Signal- houſe, from 
whence the Garriſon has Warning at the 
Approach of any Ship; a Buſh hung out 
denotes a ſmall Veſſel; a Ball a Ship; two 
or three Balls. the ſame Number of Ships, 
and a Flag a Fleet, and are hoiſted on the 
Side the Ships are diſcovered, 

Cape Mola is high Land, and is almoſt 
ſevered from the Iſland by Pbilipet Cove, 
and a ſmall Bay on the North Side, and 1s 
generally allowed to be capable of being 
rendered an almoſt impregnable Fortreſs. 
This advantageous Situation has not been 
wholly overlooked by the Spaniardi, there- 
fore when Minorca came firit into the Hands 
of the Engliſb, ſome confiderable Addition 
of <trength was haſtily made at St. Philip's. 
When the Peace of Utrecht was concluded, 
which confirmed to us the Iſland, no far- 
ther nee of heing at Expence of that Kind, 

About four Miles Northward of Mabon 
are the Su/eras, or Lakes, abounding with 
excellent Mullets, and other Kinds of Fiſh, 
and harbouring in Winter an amazing Num-

Columba Ifland lies in the Neighbourhood 
of the Buferas, and had its Name from the 
great Number of wild Pigeons that breed 
in its rocky Cliffs. Here have been found 
ſome Specimens of Copper Oar, but does 
not appear rich enough to anſwer the Ex- 
pence of ſeparating it.

Of the Termino of ALAIOR, 


Governor Kan:'s Road runs through the 
whole Iſland, from St. Philip's to Ciuda- 
della, in as direct a Courſe as could well be 
given it, in a Country ſo very mountainous 
and irregular, and by that Means leaves 
ſome of the Capital of Terminos on one Side, 
through which the old Road led. 

The Town of Alaior, which is the prin- 
cipal, lies half a Mile out of the great Road, 
on the Left Hand, high, airy, and pleaſant, 
and tolerably well built. On an Eminence 
is the great Church, a bandſome Gothick 
Structure, all of Free- Stone, having a ſquare 


Tower, and a Spire, ſeen at a Diſtance, 


and contributes not a little to the Ornament 
of the Town, The Streets for the moſt 
Part are narrow, which is very incommo- 
dious, The Church is'a neat Pile of Build- 
ing, of Free · Stone, and the Inſide ſuitably 


ornamented with Paintings, Cc. but Churches 


here have no Pews, the People throwing 


themſelves on their Knees in Front of the 


Altar, the Men and Women ſeparately.— 
Here is a Houſe called Caſa del Rey, or King's 
Houſe, where a Traveller may lodge, and 
find Provender for his Breaſt, if he has no 
Friend to go to, One Church here remains 


to the Engliſh for the Celebration of divine 


Service; the Church is decent, but not 


gaudily ornamented. In ſuch a Country 
where there is no Rjver, Inhabitants are 
obliged to dig Wells, and in many Places 
of great Depth, in which ſome of the Mi- 
norguins are very dexterous. There are ſe- 
veral Woods in theNeighbourhood of Alator, 
but the Ground is ſo covered with looſe

Mercadel, the Capital of the Termino, is 
but a poor Place: It ſtands near the Center 
of the Iſland, is the Road from Mahon to 
Cindadella, though there is a Caſſa del Rey: 
The Accommodations are bad, and Travel- 
lers find it neceſſary to carry Proviſion, 
The Church is ſeated on an Eminence, and 
is a Building of leſs Beauty than Antiquity, 
There is ſomething ſqualled and haggard in 
the Countenances of theſe People more than 
we obſerve in common, whether occaſioned 
by the Badneſs of the Water, or to the fre- 
quent Viſits of thoſe charitable Neighbours 
ths Auſtin Friars of Mount Toro, cannot 
eaſily be determined, 

Mount Toro, or the Mountain of the 
Bull, had its Name from the pretended mi- 
raculous Acts performed by one. of thoſe 
Beaſts ſome Ages ago; but what is much 
more worth Mention, the Proſpect is very 
extenſive and amuſing, and the Air in hot 
Month, tempered with refreſhing Breezes. 

To the Northward of Mount Toro is For- 
nel/is Caſtle, a ſquare Stone Fort, faced with 
hewn Stone, and conſiſts of four Baſtions, 
and as many Curtains, with very little of a 
Ditch, and no Outworks, The Infide is 
built on every Side of the Square with 


Houſes, for the Reception of the Troops, 


for laying up neceſſary Provifion and Am- 
munition; and as they are all ſtrongly vault- 
ed, the Rampart is over them. 
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A few Fiſh&rmen live by the Water Side, 
who ſupply the Garriſon with Plenty of 
Fiſh, The Duty is done by a. Company 
from Alaior, retieved every Year, as are 


all the Troops in the Ifland, 
On the very high Land at the oppoſite 


Side of the Harbour is Athalaia, a Signal- 


houſe, from. whence the Signals are eaſily 
ſeen at the Caſtle. —— 

This Port of Fornellis, though large, has 
ſo many Shoals and foul Ground, as make 
it hazardous to thoſe who are not very well 
acquainted, yet two Men of War have oc- 
calionally put into it. 
Mount Agatha, four Miles diſtant, North 
Weſt, is an high Mountain, which preſents 
to the Eye an almoſt unbounded Scene, 
wild Deſart, elevated Tracts of naked Rocks; 
on the other Side, Valleys, Plantations, and 
Vineyards, and, Hills of gentle Aſcent, 
marked with the Furrows of the Plow, or 
covered with Flocks of Sheep to the Top. 
Here is alſo a Chapel, dedicated to Santa 
Agatha, a Saint much reverenced all over 
the Iſland, for the Cures that are daily per- 
formed at her Interceſſion in all Diſeaſes of 
the Breaſts of Women, 

The Summit of the Mountain was ſtrong- 
ly fortified by the Moors, and Hiſtory men- 
tions it as defenſive for a conſiderable Time 


againſt a numerous Army: Tho' the Plan 


of the Fortification is irregular, it is ſuited 
to the Place it incloſes. Here are two Rain 
Water Ciſterns, built by the Moors, and 
continue to this Day, compoſed of a kind 
of Tapia; or Cement, moulded in Frames, 
and plaiſtered over with a finer Cement,

Aſſiſtance of his Subjects, in Support of ſo 
good a Cauſe ; hereby willing and requiring 
his Captain- General of his Forces, his Com- 
miſſioners for executing the Office of High 
Admiral of Great Britain, his Lieutenants 
of his ſeveral Counties, Governors of his 
Forts and Garriſons, and all other Officers 
and Soldiers under them, by Sea and Land, 
to do and execute all Acts of Hoſtility, in 
the Proſecution of this War againſt the 
French King, his Vaſſals and Subjects, and 
to oppoſe their Attempts ; willing and re- 
quiring all his Subjects to take Notice of the 
ſame ; whom H. M. henceforth ſtrictly for- 
bids to hold any Correſpondence or Com- 
munication with the ſaid French King, or 
his Subjects. And he hereby commands 
his own Subjects, and advertiſes all other 
Perſons, of what Nation ſoever, not to 
tranſport or carry any Soldiers, Arms, Pow - 
der, Ammunition, or any other contraband 
Goods, to any of the Territories, Lands, 
Plantations, or Countries of the ſaid French 
King; declaring, That whatſoever Ship or.

populous, fince greatly declin'd in Trade, 
but ſtill boaſts of more Dons and Cavalleros 
ithin its Walls, than in all the reſt of the 
Iſland, In this Town are about 6000 
Houſes, It is intirely walled in, and its 
ortifications once. deſerved Mention, but 
has been greatly neglected of late Years, 
and the Garriſon on an Alarm is to remove 
to St, Philip's Caſtle. The great Church 
1s a noble Gothic Pile of Building, the largeſt 
in the Iſland, and the-only Cathedral: It 
has a handſome ſquare Tower, and a light, 
octangular Sphere of hewn Stone, and is 
one of the principal Beauties in the Proſpett

of the Town. It ſeems reaſonable to ſup- 
poſe it was built when King Apbonſo, of 
Arragon, drove the Moors out of the Iſland, 
Anno 1287. 

On the South Side we may diſcern vaſt 
Numbers of Graves that have been hewn 
out of a Rock, There is a neat Church 
not far from hence, which was reſerved for 
the Uſe of the Exgliſp, ill call'd the Eng- 
lifþ Church; but C the Commander in 

hief at that Time, was many Years ſince 

given up to the Natives. 
Near Mahon Gate is a Convent of Auſtin 
Friars, An ingenious Hiſtorian ſays, the 
Friars have ſome Kind of Learning, but 
chiefly conſiſts in unintelligible Terms and 
Jargon, expreſſed in barbarous Latin; and 
that one with whom he had been in Com- 
pany gravely told him, that a new Philoſo- 
phy had lately been taught there, which was 
founded on Reaſon. 

The Nuns of Santa Clara have alſo a Con- 
vent in this Town, where the Exgliſp can 
have an eaſy Acceſs to look thro? the Grates 
meagre, ſqualed Creatures, with wrinkled 
Foreheads and Eyes, much uſed to the melt- 
ing Mood, The Friars go out in Couples, 
as often as they will, and deny themſelves 
no reaſonable Liberties, and innocentDiver= 
fions, as the French Ladies, and poſſibly 
ſome others very juſtly call them: theſe 
Recluſes have Bodies emacerated with Grief 
hard Fare, and Confinement, and Minds 
tortured with Inclinations which they can- 
not gratify, We might ad4 much more, 
but ſhall let this ſuffice for Convents, 

About two Miles N. W. of Ciadadeſla 
ſtands Toro del Ram, the Light-houſe for 
this Part of the Iſland; not intended to di- 
rect Mariners on the Coaſt, (for of ſuch 
there are none in the Iſland) but as Watch-. 
Towers, where Signais are made on the 
Sight of Veſſels; and if a Fleet draws nigh, 
they are preſently alarmed by Smoak in the 

U u Day, 
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Day, and by Fire in the Night. Fevy 
People come to Ciudadella with ſo little Cu- 
riofity, as not to view the ſurprizing Caverns 
in the Rock called Cova Parella. Its En- 
trance is narrow and ſteep, but it widens 
every Way as you deſcend, and the-Light 
of Torches diſcover great Numbers of ſmal- 
ler Caves, which have a Communication with 
the principal one. In moſt of. theſe Cells 
the Water, which is copiouſly impregnated 
with a ſparry Matter, perpetually drips from 
the irregular Prominences of the Roof, and 
forms a prodigious Number of Stalactites, 
or ſtony Iſicles, of the Colour of brown 
Sugar-candy ; ſome falling on other Rocks 
prove a Kind of Support to the Roofs of 
theſe huge Caverns, 

+ Bordering on ſome Parts of the Coaſt is 
a Sand mixed with ſmall Pieces of red Co- 
ral, which is ſeldom ſeen by our Fiſhermen, 
whilſt intire Trees of the white Kind are 
8 brought to Light; for here is no 
Coral Fiſhery, but in caſting their Nets for 
flat Fiſh they are torn from the Rocks, and 
ſo brouglit up. 

Theſe Coves are ſituate in a barren Spot, 
if we regard the Intereſt of the Farmer; 
but here is the greateſt Plenty and Variety of 
Marble, with a vaſt Number of Foſſile Shells, 
that are any where to be met with in the 
Iſland of Minorca, 

Nothing more of Note occurs in the to- 
pographical Hiſtory of this Iſland z what 
other Particulars may be agreeable to the 
Curious, we ſhall endeavour with Brevity 
to relate, 

As to the Antiquity, the Name, the dif- 
ferent Revolutions, Sc. is a Taſk too tedi- 
ous and unentertaining to inſert z we ſhall 
only attempt a ſhort Account how it came 
into the Hands of the Engliþþ. 

In the Reign of Peter III, of Arragon, 
it was annexed to that Crown; but they 
enjoyed but little Peace, the Moors being al- 
ways reſtleſs Diſturbers and Invaders. | 
Upon the Reduction of Sardinia, and the 


Return of the Fleet to the Coaſt of Catalo- 


nia, Major-General Stanhope projected an 
Expedition for the Conqueſt of the Iſland 
of Minorca, then garriſoned by the French 


and Spaniards for King Philip. He accord- 


ingly procured the neceſſary Orders for em- 
barking a Body of Troops, amounting to 
2600 Men, for ſo it was given out, though 


in Reality no more than 2000, who arrived 


at the Iſland on the 14th of September, 1708. 
They met with great Difficulty in landing 
and tranſporting their heavy Artillery in ſo 
rocky a Country, where there were but few 
Beaſts of Burthen; yet by diligent Labour 
they brouglit their whole Train, conſiſting

of 42 Guns, and 15 Mortars, in 12 Days 

Time, to the Ground where they intended 
to employ them, 

In the mean Time Fornellis Caſtle was 
briſkly attacked by Capt. Butler, in the Dun. 
kirk, who got into the Harbour two Hours 
before the Centurion, Capt. Fairborn, which 
was diſpatched with him from the Fleet, 
and fired 36 Barrels of Powder againſt the 
Caſtle, which made a gallant Defence ; but 
the Garriſon finding the Centurion was able 
to get in, and had begun a warm Fire upon 
them, thought proper to ſurrender them- 
ſelves Priſoners of War, having but one 
Man killed, and four wounded; whereas 
the Ships had-11 killed, and 60 wounded, 


The Garriſon conſiſted of about 50 Men, 


and had 12 Guns mounted for their Defence. 

This Succeſs intimidated the Garriſon of 
St. Philip's Caſtle, and contributed greatly 
to its Surrender-to the Confederates, 

On the 28th, at Break of Day, the Ge- 
neral opened a Battery of nine Guns, againſt 
two middle-moſt Towers that defended a 
Line the Enemy had lately made, and beat 
them down, making ſome Breaches in the 
Line-Wall itſelf. 

Brigadier Wade was poſted at ſome Dif. 
tance to the Right, with two Battalions ; 
ſome of his Grenadiers entered the Line 
without Orders, which he no ſooner obſery. 
ed than he advanced with all Expedition 
with all the Men he could to ſuſtain them, 
When the General heard their Fire, he 
marched the ordinary Guard of the Battery 
up to that Part of the Line which was near- 
eſt, which put the Enemy into fo great a 
Conſternation, that they immediately aban- 
doned the two other Towers, which could 
not have been taken without Cannon, and 
retired precipitately within the Works of 
the Caſtle. 'K 

The Allies lodged themſelyes the ſame 
Evening at the Foot of the Glacis of St. 
Philip's Caſtle, and traced out their main 
Battery; but the next Morning the Enemy 
beat a Parley, and a Treaty enſued, which 
ended in a Capitulation, ſigned at Five in 
the Afternoon of that Day; in Conſequence 
of which the General took Poſſeſſion of the 
Place the 3oth, and found the Garriſon to 
conſiſt of 1000 Men, under Arms, Part of 
whom were to be tranſported into France, 
and the reſt into Spain. 

The Loſs of the Confederates was incon- 
fiderable, and did not exceed 40 Men kill- 
ed and wounded ; among the former was the 
brave Capt. Stanhope, of the Milford, who 
acted on Shore as a Volunteer, under his 
Brother General Stanbope, after he had 


given ſignal Proof of his undaunted von 
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and was interred in one of the ſubterraneous 
Caverns in a Rock, hewn out for that Pur- 

ſe, in 1708. 

We are told that this Caſtle was built by 
Charles V. repaired and beautified by Phi- 
lip II. and enlarged by Philip IV. 

A Detachment of Foot was ſent to Ciu- 
dadella, which immediately ſurrendered, and 
the Garriſon of 100 Men made Prifoners of 
War, 

Thus the Iſland was happily reduced un- 
der the Obedience of King Charles; though, 
as may ſeem ſtrange, there were found in 
St, Philip's Caſtle 100 great Guns, 3000 
Barrels of Powder, and every Thing elſe 
neceſſary to ſuſtain a Siege; and according 
to Articles of Capitulation, Brigadier Petit, 
the Engineer, a French Refugee, was made 
Governor of St. Pbilip's Caſtle for the King 
of Spain, He ſoon after built a large Bat- 
tery for the Defence of Mahon Harbour, 
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and Brigadier Durand began to fortify on the 
Cape Mola Side. By this valuable Acquiſi- 
tion, eſpecially as to its Fort, it became the 
ordinary Rendezvous of the Bitiſb Fleet in 
the Mediterranean, where they can aſſemble 
as many Ships as they pleaſe with Secreſy, 
without diſcovering their Deſtination, as is 
likely to happen in Harbours on the Conti- 
nent. Here tbo they may annoy the French 
and other maritime Powers, But among 
the ſeveral Advantages that redounded to 
the Britiſh Nation from this Conqueſt, it 
raiſed their Figure in thoſe Parts, made t 
Moors and the [talians have a greater Eſteem 
and Regard for them than before, and more 
forward in Negotiations than they pro- 
bably would have been, if this Enterprize 
had not been crowned with Succeſs, 

On the Peace of Utrecht, Minorca was 
yielded to us, and has ever ſince remained 
quietly in our Hands, *

By the King. 
ALL Europe knows that the King of Eng- 


land was in 3754 the Aggreſſor againſt 
the Poſſeſſions of the King in North-Ame - 


rica, and that in the Month of June laſt 


Year, the Engliſh Navy, in Contempt of 
the Law of Nations, and the Faith of Trea- 
ties, began to exerciſe the moſt violent Hoſ- 
tilities againſt his Majeſty's Ships, and a- 


inſt, the Navigation and Commerce of his 


ubjects. The King, juſtly offended with 
this Treachery, and the Inſult offered to his 
Flag, ſuſpended during eight — — 


Parliament to Friday the 
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Pffects of his Reſentment, and what he 
owed to the Dignity of his Crown, only 
through the Fear of expoſing Europe to the 
Calamities of a new War. -,* Twas with 
this ſalutary View that France at firſt 
only oppoſed the injurious Proceedings of 
England by the moſt moderate Behaviour, 
At the Time that the Engliſh Navy was tak- 
ing, by Means of the moſt odious Violences, 
and ſometimes by the baſeſt Artifices, the 
French Ships that ſailed with Confidence 
under the Protection of the publick Faith, 


his Majeſty ſent back to England a Frigate | 


which had been taken by the French Navy, 
and the Engliſh Ships continued their Trade 
unmoleſted in the Ports of France. At the 
Time that the French Soldiers and Sailors 
were treated with the greateſt Severity in 
the Britiſh Iſlands, and that the Behaviour 
with Reſpect to them was carried beyond 
the Bounds preſcribed by the Law of Nature 
and Humanity to the moſt rigorous Rights 
of War, the Engliſh travelled and inhabit- 
ed freely in France, under the Protection 
of that Regard which civilized People owe 
to each other, At the Time that the Eng- 
liſh Miniſters, under the Appearance of 
good Faith, impoſed upon the King's Em- 
baſſador by falſe Proteſtattons, at that very

of thoſe appeared large. 
towards us in a regular Line, and tacked 


about ſeven, which I judged was to endea. 


vour to gain the Wind of us in the Night, 
ſo that, being late, I tacked, in order to 
keep the Weather-Gage of them, as well as 
to make ſure of the Land Wind, 

In the Morning, being very hazy, and not 
above five Leagues off Cape Mola, we tack. 
ed off towards the Enemy at Eleven, and 
at"Day-light had no Sight of them; but 
two. Tartans, with the French private Sig. 
nal, being cloſe in with the Rear of our 
Fleet, I ſent the Princeſs Louiſa to chace 
one, and made the Signal for the Rear. 
Admiral, who — neareſt the other, to 
ſend Ships to chace her. The Princeſs 
Louiſa, Defiance, and Captain, became at a 
great Diſtance, but the Defiance took hers, 
which had two Captains, two Lieutenants, 
and 102 private Soldiers, who were ſent 
out the Day before with 600 Men, on board 
Tartans, to reinforce the French Fleet, on 
our then appearing off the Place, The 
Phcenix (on Captain Hervey's Offer) pre- 
pared to ſerve as a Fire- ſnip, but without 
damaging her as a Frigate till the Signal 
was made to prime, when ſhe was then to 
ſcuttle her Decks, every Thing elſe being 
prepared as the Time and Flace allowed of, 
The Enemy now began to appear from the 
Maſt--head: I called in the Cruizers, and 
when they had joined me, I tacked towards 
the Enemy, and form'd the Line a-head ; 
I found the French were. preparing theirs 
to Leeward, having unſucceſsfully endea« 
voured to weather me: They were 12 
large Ships of the Line, and five Frigates. 
As ſoon as I judged the Rear of ours was 
the Length of their Van, we tacked altoge- 
ther, and I immediately made the Signal 
for the Ships that led to lead large, and for 
the Deptford to quit the Line, that ours 
might become equal in Number with theirs. 
At Two I made the Signal to engage, as I 
found it was the fureſt Method of order-

my, as his had ſuffered moſt, as alſo to

Ar. I. That all Acts of Hoſtility ſhall 
ceaſe, until the Articles of Capitulation are 
agreed upon and ſigned. 

II. That all the Honours of War ſhall 
be granted the Garriſon on their Surrender, 
ſuch as, to march out with their Firelocks 
on their Shoulders, Drums beating, Colours 
flying, 24 Charges for each Man, Match 
lighted, four Pieces of Cannon, and two 
Mortars; with 20 Charges ſor each Piece, 
a covered Waggon for the Governor, and 
four others for the Garriſon, which ſhall 
not be ſearched on any Pretence, 

III. That alk the Garriſon, including all 
the Subjects of his Britannic Maj-ſty, as 
well civil as military, ſhall have all their 
Baggage and Effects ſecured, with Liberty 
of removing and diſpoſing of them as they 
ſha!l think proper. | 

IV. That the Garriſon, including the 
Officers, Artiſicers, Soldiers, and other 
Subjects of his Britannick Mejeſty, with 
their Families, who ſhall be willing to leave

brahtar, by the ſhorteſt and moſt direct Na.

«© The Account of Stores found in Fort 
St. Philip after its Surrender, as laid before 
Marſhal Richelieu, ſets forth, that there 
were 240 Pieces of Cannon in perfect good 
Condition, beſides 40 more which the Mar- 
ſhal had cauſed to be nailed up during the 
Siege, about 70 Mortars, 12,000 Balls, 
15000 Bombs, anda large Quantity of Gun- 
powder, The Enemy had much fewer Men 
killed during the Siege than we, owing to 
the Opportunities they had of ſheltering 
themſelves againſt our Balls and Bombs in 
the Caſements they had cut in it. From 
the Commencement of the Siege to the tak 
ing of it, we had about 15 killed and 
wounded in all, There were found in the 
Fort plenty of Proviſions, ſufficient to have 
laſted a conſiderable Time, but during the 
laſt eight Days before its Surrender, the 
Beſieged had neither Wine nor Brandy.— 
During the whole Siege our Army Hoſpital 
never had more than 150 Sick, The Mar- 
ſhal has garriſon'd the Place with five Re- 
giments, conſiſting of two Battalions each ;

ENERAL Blakeney was born-at 
Mount Blakeney in the County 
of Limerick, in the Kingdom of Le- 
kind, Anno 1672, about a Mile from 
Kilmallock, which his Father and he 
ſucceſſively repreſented in the 1:6 
Parliament, and for which Place he is 
till a Member. — 3 . 
He paſſed his firſt Years in the uſu- 
al Courſes of Education, in which he 
diſcovered a Genius moſt inclined to 
Hiſtory. As he was born to a conſi- 
derable Eftate, confidering the Cheap- 
neſs of that Country, he ſeemed to 
have no otker Ambition than enjoy -' 
ing his paternal Inheritance, and of 
diſcovermg a humane and compaſſi- 
onate Regard to his Fellow-Creatures ;- 
but the Attempts of King James the 
Second to ſubvert the Conſtitution of 
that and his other Kingdoms, and of 
ſome intereſting Occurrerices, gave a 
new Turn to his Thoughts, and in- 
ſpired him with a Reſolution of de- 
dicating his Life to Arm. 
When the Aſtairs of Treland began 
to be reſcttled, under the Govern- 
ment of the illuſtrious King William, 
Naleney reſolved to ſerve abroad as 
ſoon as Opportunity offered, which 
did not happen 'till after the Com- 
mencement of the Queen's War; he 
was then an Enſign with Lord Cutts, 
in the Siege of Vento. 
He bad not been long in Flanders 
byfore he was noticed by the general 
Cikcers for his Skull and Aſſiduity in 


Diſcipline, doing the Adjatant's Part 
in his own Corps as oft as permitted, 
and is the firſt ſaid to exerciſe by Beat 
of Drum, and waving the Colours, 
in which ' Manner he exerciſed the 
whole allied Army at once, for the 
Entertainment of ſome German Princes. 
And it may juſtly be mentioned to 
his Honour, that from his firſt enter- 
ing into the Army he always lived at 
Quarters; and whilſt a Major, and 
for a long Time after a Lieutenant- 
Colonel, very rarely ſtirred from his 
Corpſe, of which he had always the 
Command, his ſeveral Colonels be- 
ing too well at Court to think of leav- 
ing it and their Intereſt there, to do 
their Duty to their King and Country. 
He was conſidered by all the Offi- 
cers under him as a kind of Father or 
Guardian, eſpecially the young Men; 
whoſe Morals, as well as Expences 
he had always an Eye upon, and tho“ 
indulgent enough. to the ſmaller Er- 
rors of . Youth, never pardoned any 
Thing ill- natured or difhonourable : 
His Advice and Reprimands were ge- 
nerally 4 regarded, as entorced 
by his Example. 3 
He made the Theory and the Art 
of War his Study, and took Care to 
make it a pleaſing Talk t6 thoſe un- 
der him, for he ſpent moſt of his 
Mornings this Way ; Sundays he de- 
voted to the Services of Religion, and 


was not pleaſed if any of his Officers 


or private Men were not at Church.

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It has been obſerved he continued 
long in the Station of Lieutenant- Co- 
lonel, though it was thought by many 
he had merited Promotion ; this 1s 
principally charged on V——y, (the 
Juſtice of Wes ſhall not now enquire.)

of ſeveral Annult, or Rings, whic 
are ſtiff and hard, and ſerve, like the 
Tortoiſe-ſhell, for a Coat of Mail 
for the Defence of the Animal ; and 
its Bite conveys a noxious, venomous 
Poiſon, that occaſions an Itching and 
Swelling, which is too frequently ex- 
perienced, . 

Some ſpecial Humour in the Body 
occaſions the exceeding nauſcious 
Smell when you ſqueeze them to 
Death; and from the Impreſſion of 
their Bite, one may ſuppoſe they are 
form'd with very ſharp Teeth, though 
imperceptible to us; but whether from 
theſe, or a Proboſcis, is not very cer- 
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tain ; and that their Sight is ſome- 


what extraordinary and

22. Letters from Leghorn mention, that 
they are greatly ſurrounded with French Pri- 
vateers, ſtriving to catch the Engliſh ; and 
that the Governor profeſſes a great Regard 
to Neutrality, and that he ſhall diſcounte- 
nance any Ships arming in that Harbour : 
but the Engliſh complain that the French 
are countenanced in this Particular, and this 
the following ſomewhat confirms, 


Extract of a Letter from Capt. Wright, of the 
King George, dated Leghorn, Aug. 2. 

« This Port had been environed by Pri- 
vateers for five or fix Weeks before I ſailed, 
in order to prey upon our Trade, and with 
an eſpecial Defign of intercepting me on my 
going out. There were three daily in Sight, 
one a Xebeck of great Force, having about 
280 Men on board, and 16 Carriage Guns, 
beſides Swivels, and Small Arms in Abun- 


ſecuring, by the 72 of God, the Poſſeſ 


dance. In the Morning we ſaw her under 


the Gorgona, making towards us; but there 
being little or no Wind, the flow Advance 
ſhe made by the Help of her Oars, afforded 
me Time to put my Veſſel in tolerable Or- 
der, which 1 was not ſuffered to do in this 
Port ; the Tuſcans, vnder Pretence of ob- 
ſerving a ſtrit Neutrality, having forbid my 
taking more than four Guns and 25 Men, 
eſteeming that a reaſonable Force for De. 
fence ; but as four other Veſſels were to 
fail with me, I was not at a Loſs to furniſh 
myſelf better than this Government intend- 
ed, which yet we were incapable of doing 
ſatisſactorily, having put to Sea only the 
Preceding = About 12 o Clock the be · 
gan the Attack with her Bow-guns ; I de- 
layed returning the Compliment till ſhe came 
nigher, and then ſaluted her with our whole 
Broadfide, We were now from 2 to 300 
Yards diſtant, when our Adverſary had the 
Difpleaſure of obſerving that we were of 
greater Force than he expected; for I was 
ſenfible he had not only had Advices from 
hence, but alſo Supplies of Men and Arms, 
to enable him to make us become an eaſy 
Prey. He now advanced within 40 Yards, 
and attack*d us with great Fury, pouring a 
terrible Shower both trom her great Guns 
and Muſketry ; the latter drove all my ſmall 
med Men from their Quarters, which were 
25, Sclavonians, who. have the Repute of 
being brave Men, I plainly perceived my 


Dependance muſt be on my great Guns and 
Engliſhmen, who behaved themſelves a; 
ſuch, by fearleſly loading, and firing with 
Lyon-like Fury. In this Difpoſition, with 
her Stern to thy Broadſide, unable to advance 
againſt the fierce Fire we made, we had the 
Satisfaftion to raRe her with above 20 great 
Shot and Partridge, doing horrid Execution 
amongſt them, Our Adverſary perceiving the 
Advantage we had of him in that Situation, 
pulled a- head, in order to rake us fore and 
aft in her Turn. They had all the Advan- 
tage they could with for from the Aſſiſtance 
of their Oars, it being calm, and the Sea 
perfectly ſmooth z wherefore, for a Time 
we could not bring our Guns to bear; how. 
ever, as I had provided myſelf with a fey 
Oars, we at lengh brought our Starboard. 
Guns to bear, and taking her on the Lar. 
boardQuarter, our double. headed Shot (ound 
their Way out of her Starboard-bow, car. 
rying great Part of her upper Works, Heads, 
Legs, and Arms along with them ; in ſhort, 
the Slaughter was ſo great, that ſhe made 
all the Haſte ſhe could away, and left us a 
complete Victory. 

e gave her Chace for about three Quar- 
ters of an Hour ; but as there was no Wind, 
and ſhe ſtiil having 25 Oars leſt, (for we de- 
ſtroyed 15 out of 40 ſhe carried) I found 
it impoſſible to come up with her ; and, a- 
bove all, I was fearful of going too far from 
my little Fleet that came under my Convoy, 
there being two other Privateers in Sight 
bearing down upon them; but ſeeing us 
tack, they ſtood off, and I brought them 
all ſafe back to Leghorn: They were the 
Succeſs, Capt. Coſgrave, for Dublin, richly 
laden; the John and James, Capt. Mur- 
phy, for Cheſter and Liverpool; the Nancy, 
Capt. Forſter, for Cadiz ; and the Induſtry, 
Capt. Roſs, for Gibraltar. 

They owned that we killed 83, including 
the Captain, the Lieutenant, and the Lieu- 
tenant of Marines, and that there were 60 
or 70 wounded: Great Slaughter, you will 
ſay, in ſo ſhort a Time as from 30 to 40 
Minutes which was all we took to do our 
Work in. I loſt my Maſter, Cook, and 
two more, and had nine dangerouſly wound- 
ed. The French Captain behaved with 
great Reſolution whilſt he ſurvived, as J 
could ſee plainly by his encouraging. his Men 
fore and aft: His Name was Gaſſen. This 
was the Man purpoſely pitched upon to 
ſubdue me, — — ws Happineſs in 
the late War to make the French ſomewhat 
apprehenfive at preſent, Indeed the En- 
couragement the French King had given to 
any of his Subjects that ſhould take me 
dead or alive, was no ſmall Inducement to 
excite his Courage; for beſides the ** 
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of Knighthood, and a Penfion of Li- 
vres per Ann. he was alſo to have the Com- 
mand of a Ship of War; and further, the 
Merchants of Marſeilles had promiſed him 
a Gratuity of double the Value of my Veſ- 
ſel; to which Purpoſe a Writing had been 
poſted pubhckly on their Exchange. 

The Damage done to the Hull of my 
Veſſel was ſmall, but my Sails and Rigging 
were ill-treated ; for in the Fore- ſail only 
we received upwards of 170 Shot, great 
and ſmall. 

Great were the Ex pectations of the French 
on ſeeing me attacked, and equally great 
was their Mortification on ſeeing the Xe- 
beque fly, On the other Hand, thoſe of 
our own Nation, and likewiſe the Jews, 


who are ſettled here, and warmly attached 
to the Intereſt of our Nation, 
their Joy by every Token of Triumph ; for, 
as the Engagement happened at Noon- day, 
within a few Leagues of this Port, we had 
the whole City SpeQators, and therefore it 
was a Kind of pitched Battle betwixt us. 
The Captain was no ſooner arrived in the 
Harbour, but the Governor gave Orders to 
detain his Ship, alledging, that when the 
firſt came to Leghorn ſhe was but half-arm- 
ed, and that-whilſt ſhe lay in the Harbour, 
the Captain had provided her with 
Thing to complete her, which the Govern- 
ment conſidered as contrary to the Rights 
of a free Port.

IR William Johnſon, Bart. was born 
I in {reland, and is Nephew, to the 
late Sir Peter Warren. | 

His Uncle, while Captain of a 
20G6un- Ship of War, ſtationed at New 
York, the Year we cannot aſcertain, 
married a Lady, a Native of that 
City; ſoon after he purchaſed large 
Tracts of Land in that Colony, and 
ſent to Ireland for his ſaid Nephew, 
who was then about 17 or. 18 Yeats 
of Age, whom he put into Poſſeſſion 
of a confiderable Part of it, lying 
contiguous to the Mobawwt Country; 
there he learnt the Mohawk Language. 

Being thus ſettled, and entruſted 
with Talents, he diſcovered an. inde- 
ſatigable Induſtry to improve them, 
by managing and cultivating his un- 
improved Wild into ſpacious and rich 
Farms, and by his Inſtructions and 
liberality, encouraged great Numbers 
of Families to ſettle there, and rais'd 
them from Cireumſtances mean and 
low, to flouriſning and happy. 

But, befide the. Attention his Eſtate 
demanded, he alſo tradgd largely as 
a Merchant, till lately, with Wis Indi- 
& Neighbours, and more eſpecially 
with our Iudian Traders, who go eve- 


ry Spring from Albany, and other 


Parts, to Ofwego, where Multitudes 
of Indians, from diſtant Regions, at- 
ſemble, and barter Beaver-Skins, &c. 
for Europcan Commodities. Theſe 
the principal Traders uſed to take 
from Sir /#i/ham's Store, on Credit, 


as they paſſed , by his Doors in their 
Boats on the Mohawk River; in their 
Way to Oſwego, and pay for them on 
their Return the enſuing Fall, in the 
Goods they got in Exchange. And 
his declining Trade, conſidering the 
Adyantages of our Indian Commerce, 
which he contributed ſo greatly to 
ſupport, might be deplored, had not 


the Perfidy and Atnbition of a reſtleſs 


and dangerous Neighbour, and the 
Good of his Country, called him to 
act in a nobler Sphere, for which his 
extenſive and conſummate Qualifica- 
tions, exemplified throughout the 
whole Series of his Conduct, evidences 
the Wiſdom of his Deſignation, and 
deſerve our particular Notice. 

. The Largeneſs of his Trade gave 
him the moſt certain Proof of the Con 
ſequence of thoſe Nations Friendſhip 
with the Egli, and his faithful, 
friendly Behaviour toward them, and 
his Character in general, gave him a 


- Power and Influeuce with them. 


His Houſe is advantageouſly ſitua- 
ted on a Spot, about thirty Miles diſ- 


tant from Albany by Land, but a great 


Way farthet by Water, in a Place 
where Nature has'aftorded it a Kind 
of Defence, to which ſome Addition 
is made by Art; and therefore pro- 
perly called Fort Johnſon. 

For many Years he has begn Colo- 
nel of Militia in the County of Alla- 
ny ; and about fix Years ago was ap- 
pointed one of his Majeſty's ho- 

Ee e nourable 
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nourable Privy Council of the Pro- 
vince of New-York, thence ſtiled the 
Honourable, and ſince appointed Ma- 
zor- General of the Forces. | 
But how great ſoever his Courage 
and Conduct in the Management of 
Forces may be, Wiſdom, Policy, and 
all the honeſt Artifice poſſible, are ne- 
ceſſary to treat with, and ſecure the

the French, and maintained his Ground, 
in ſpite of all Oppoſition; and in do- 
ing this, has taken great Pains to ren- 
der them well- affected to the Proteſ- 
tants in the ſeveral adjacent Provin- 
CBS. 
To' effect this, he has gone on fre- 

uent Embaſſies, even to many of 
their diſtant Provinces; ſometimes e- 
ven to the Hazard of his Life, to 
meer and treat with their chief Sa- 
chems, and to obtain and promote 
Freaties at Fort Johnſon: To facili- 
tate a good Underſtanding with thoſe

The Enemy made three Attempts to ford

Their Fire then ceaſed, .and Capt. Brad- 


ſtreet judging they were gone to the upper 
or lower Ford, in order to get over there, 
he ſent Orders to the Officers of the Battoe- 
men, who were near the lower Ford, to 
defend that 'Foſt, and he at the ſame Time 
landed with the 200 Men, and proceeded 
forwards along the River Side, in order to 
obftruRt the Enemy's landing at the upper 
Ford. Before he could take Poſt there, the 
= of the Enemy, who had croſſed in our 

attoes, and were marching to attack us, 
met Capt. Bradſtreet and his Party, They 
were very near together before they diſco- 
vered each other. They engaged, and af- 
ter they had fired at each other for ſome 
Time, Capt. Bradſtreet ordered his Men to 
give a Huzza, and ruſh upon the Enemy, 
which they did, 'and put them to Flight. 
The Enemy took to the River, where our 
People kept firing upon them, and killed 
great Numbers. 

The Enemy, who remained on the Eaſt 
Side of the River, after they had been three 
Times repulſed by our People, in endea- 
vouring to ford over, made no further At. 
tempts, and did not appear in the Action, 
ſeeing our Battoes coming up the River in 
ſuch Numbers. The Priſoners ſay, there 
were about, 600 Regulars and Canadians, 
and about 100 Indians, We have taken 
near 100 Arms, two Priſoners, and a great 
many Packs of the Enemy's. |

This Country, and Poland, are fo 
like Great- Britain, both in Climate 
and Soil, that no Countries in Europe 
agree better with Exg/z/- Conſtitutions, 
he Soil is exceeding fruitful, eſpe- 
cially on the Banks of the Rhine, and 
the . but in the Northern Part 
more cold, and leſs fruitful, From 
the Situation of the Country, the 
Weather is more conſtant, and the 
Seaſon more regular than in thoſe 
Countries that border upon, or lie in 


the Ocean. Beſides great Plenty of 


Corn, Cattle, Sheep, Wool, Cloth,

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Horſes, Fiſh, &c. the Earth alſo af- 
fords Mines of divers Sorts of Metals

Fhe principal Rivers of this Coun-

1. The Danube, which riſes near a 
ſmall Village in Szab:a, ſituate in the 
Black Foreft, and direQing its Courſe 
North- eaſt thro' Suabia, viſits the City 
of Dum; then running Eaſt through 
Bavaria and Auſtria, paſſes by 2 
toon, Paſſau, Lintz, and Vienna; then 
entering Hungary, it runs South-eaſt 
from Pre/ourgh to Buda, and ſo on to 
Belgrade ; after which it divides Bul- 
garia from Walachia and Moldavia, 
and at length diſcharges itſelf by ſe- 
veral Channels into the Black Sea, thro” 
the Province of Beſerabia. 

2. The Rhine, which rifes in the 
Country of the Gri/ons, and runnin 
North by Coire, continues its Courſe 
till it forms a Lake by Conflance ; from 
thence it turns W. and viſiting Scaff- 
hauſen and Baſil, runs directly N divid- 
ing Suabia from Alſatia; from hence 
it directs its Courſe thro' the Palati- 
nate, and receiving the Nectar, the 
Main, and the Moſelle, it viſits Mentx, 
Coblentæ, and Cologne, and enters the 
Netherlands at Schenkenſchans, where 
It is divided into ſeveral Channels, 
the two largeſt of which are called 


the Leck and the Waal, which, run- 


ning thro' the United Provinces, diſ- 
charge themſelves into the German Sea. 

3. The Elbe, which riſes in the 
Confines of Sileſa and Bohemia, and 
running South to Konigsgratz in Bo- 
bemia, ſteers its Couric afterward N.

W. till it receives the Mala below 
Prague; then continuing its Courſe 
North, paſſes thro” Saxony, viſiting 
Dreſden, Maſin, and Wittenberg, and 
afterwards Magdeburg; then running

the River Havel, after which it divides 
the Dutchy of Lunenburg from Mec. 
lenburg; then ſteering between the 
Dutchies of Bremen and Holſtein, viſits 
Hamburgh ; and N N. W. hy 
the Fortreſs of Glurkfagt, falls, not far 
from thence, into the German Sea. 
Tis obſervable, that this River is na- 
vigable for large Ships higher than

pared with the other wrongs we have ſuffer. 
ed from the Court of Vienna. 
Laying afide Declamation as unneceſſary, 
we ſhall content ourſelveg with upfoldipg the 
vaſt Projects of the Court of Vienna, whole 
dangerous Defigns are obvious in her ſecre 
Negociations, and in her public Conduct. 
Scarce had the Imperial Crown returned

Theſe were ſo many Barriers, which it, 
was neceſſary to undermine ſueceſſively: 
The Court of Vienna determined to begin 
with Pruſſla, that the Pretext of recovering 
a Province ſhe had ceded by the Peace, might 
divert the Attention of the Public from more 
dangerousDefigns, which ſhe wiſhed to keep | 
impenetrably ſecret, 18 
With this View the Treaty of Peterſ- 
burgh was concluded, The Court of Vi- 
enna, not contented with a defenſive Alli- 
ance, with which none could be offended, 
reſolved to ſowDiffention between the Courts 
of Peterſburgh and Berlin, and to make a 
Treaty with the Empreſs of Ruſſia againſt 
the Ottoman Porte, Fa 
Both theſe Deſigns ſucceeded ; the Trea- 
ty againſt the Port was concluded ; and by 
dint of Falſities and Calumnies, the Auſtrian 
Miniſters ſet the Empreſs of Ruſſia at Va- 
riance with the King, tho', in fact, there 
was nothing in diſpute between them, The 
teſpective Plenipatentiaries were recalled, 
in order that the Auſtrian Miniſters, deli- 
rered from ſuch troubleſome Obſervers of 
their Conduct, might more eaſily deceive, 
They armed Ruſſia, and induced her to 
make all thoſe Demonſtrations of War on 
the Frontiers of Pruſſia, which have been 
renewed from Year to Year, in hopes that - 
Chance would furniſh ſome Occaſion of 2 
Rupture between the two Powers. | 
This was the Thing wiſhed for by the 
Court of Vienna, who flattered herſelf that 
ſhe ſhould appear in the War only as an 
Auxiliary to the Empreſs of Ruſſia, The 
Defires of the Auſtrian Miniſters might ea- 
fily have been fulfilled, The Tranſition ' 
from Nemonſtrations of War to Hoſtillties 
Is very ſhort, And a War would actually 
have been kindled, had not the King, by a 
ſteady and moderate Conduct, carefully a- 
voided any Diſputes with the Court of Ruſ— 
ha; as we remove from Flames which we 
want to extinguiſh, all combuſtible Matters 
that might ſerve to feed them.

the Inheritance of her Fathers, her Grati- 


tude would be proportioned to the Services 
done her, | 
What muſt have been his Surprize when 
he learnt that that Princeſs would hear of 
no Succours, unleſs England would . enter 
into the Conſpiracy formed by her againſt 
the Dominions of the King * 
The King of England, whoſe Sentiments 
are too noble and generous for him to enter 


into Meaſures that claſh with good Faith, 


rejected all the porpoſals that were made to 
him ; and turning to the King, with whom 
he was united by the Ties of Blood, theſe two 
Princes, in order to Jay the Storm that 
threatenedGermany, concluded the Conven- 
tion of Neutrality ſigned as London. | 


The Tranquillity of Germany being incon- 
ſiſtent with the Defizns of the Court of Vi- 


enna, ſhe employed her utmoſt Efforts to 
defeat the Meaſures which thoſe Princes, 
who had their Country's Good at Heart, had 


taken tq maintain it. New Intrigues were

HE Saxon Army having been ſurrounded 
by the King of Pruſſia, capitulated on 
the following Conditions : 

Ar. 1, The Army of the King of Po- 
land, Elector of Saxony, juſt as it is actual - 
ly poſted at Ebenbert, at the Foot of Lilien- 
ſtoin, ſhall ſurrender to the King of Pruſſia 
Priſoners of War, 

Ans. If the King will give m: that ar- 
my, *tis needleſs to make them Priſoners of 
War. 

2. The Generals, the Field Officers, the 
Perſons employed as Commiſſaries and Pur- 
veyors, and all the other Officers ef the 
Army, ſhall keep their Baggage and Effects, 
as well thoſe which they have actually with 
them. as what they have left in other Places, 
and the ſubaltern Officers and Soldiers ſhall 
be allowed to keep their Cloathing, Arms, 
and Knapſacks. 

As. All that can be preſerved or reco- 
vered of their Baggage, ſhall be faithfully 
reſtored to them, 

3. His Pruſſian Majeſty is chiefly requeſt- 
ed to cauſe the Army to be furniſhed with 
the neceſſary Provifions and forage ; and 
that he would be pleaſed to give proper Or- 
ders for this Purpoſe.

The Times now demand no 
fuch Quackery, but wholeſome Medicine, or 
Death muſt follow. Neceſſity and Virtue 
join to point you out your Way, Your Du- 
ty to God, and the Beſires, the Demands of 
the People, are here the ſame. Never was 
that Maxim more true than now, Vox 
Fopuli, vox Det. 

If you do not improve the Opportunity 
now put into your Hands, but follow the 
Ways of thoſe that have been Britain's dead- 
ly Foes ; if a Title, Love of Money, or 
Love of Eaſe, bribe you to betray our In- 
tereſts ; you will fall from the higheſt Re- 
ſpe and univerſal Eſteem, to as low and 
univerſal Ignominy and Contempt, What 
other Effects will follow we cannot ſay. 
What may not impoveriſhed, oppreſſed, en- 
raged Millions do? But if your Heart be 
honeſt as your Head is wiſe ; if the Love 
for Britain, that hath often ſounded from 
your. Tongue, be now ſhewed in Action; 
what a glorious Proſpect is before you? Will 
not juſt Heaven, in Eternity, reward the 
Man that ſtood between his Country and 
overflowing Ruin ? And if preſent Glory be 
defirable, neither he that 1s diſtinguiſhed by 
the Title of Conqueror will appear greater in 
our Eſteem, nor- that greater William who 
delivered us from Popery and arbitrary Pow- 
er will be dearer to our Hearts than You, 
For it is leſs glorious to conquer a Nation by 
Arms, than to overcome Luxury and Cor- 
ruption which had led that Nation captive, 
It is a leſs Benefit to be delivered even from 
Popery than from overſpreading Iniquities, 
Miſery, and a threatening inſulting Foe. 
How glorious will it appear in the Annals of

% I have attended the Court Martial on 
board the St. George theſe two Days, and 
have heard, with great Attention, the Ad, 
miral's Orders, with ſeveral Letters and Pa- 
pers, read: And To- day have heard Ad- 
miral Weſt, very much like an Officer, ive 
a very diſtinct, and, I think, candid Evi- 
dence, which laſted ſeven Hours, and will 
begin again in the Morning; I have not 
= been able to diſcover any Proofs of what 

as been alledged againſt the Admiral. The 
ſtrongeſt Thing ſaid by Mr. Weſt, with re. 
guard to A. B. on being aſked, whether he 
had ever detivercd his Opinion, was as fol- 
Jows : | | * 
e This Queition appears to me of an ex- 
traordinary Nature. I cannot conceive, 
that, as a Witness, I am at all called u 
to know at what I expreſſed Diſſatisfaction. 
It is not a Matter of Fact as to my parti- 
cular Opinion: There might be Appearan- 
ces, touching which I might expreſs Diſſa- 
tisfaQtion, and they not Facts. When I ſaw 
the Rear of our Fleet aſtern, I could not 
but be diſſatisfied with that Appearance. 
I ſaw the Fleet in that Situation, but can- 
not tell the Reaſon : Therefore my Opinion, 
that I may have given, may be founded 
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upan what was not, really Fact, though it 
appeared to me to be fo. As to the other 
Ships, I. know nothing of their Situation, 
I went down. and engaged my proper Ship 
till ſhe bore away; after that I went and 
engaged a-head with the Lancaſter ; then 
the Rear came up, and engaged them a 
long as they ſtayed. I have given in 
theſe Particulars 5 and, if the Folk defires 
to know my Opinion without FaR, it is 
what I did not expect. I defire to give 
every Light into the Matter that may in- 
form the Caurt, hut the Court may be miſ. 
led by my Opinion without Facts. Where 
a Judgment is drawn from Evidence. it is 
only from Evidence ef Facts. I may have 
conceived a wrong Opigien, cher from its
